However, the outgoing 
DGP, Kuladhar Saikia, said 
the police and other forces 
had ensured that security 


was in place before Saturday. 
“I believe this entire process 
will be completed peacefully 
with awareness and sensiti¬ 
sation drives preceding the 
exercise,” he said.

Kandla, Adani ports 
put on security alert 

Inputs warn of terror threats from sea

The country’s two largest 
ports, Kandla and Adani in 
Gujarat, were put on high al¬ 
ert, along with the entire 
Gulf of Kutch, after intelli¬ 
gence agencies shared in¬ 
puts of a possible entry by 
Pakistan-trained comman¬ 
dos through the Harami 
Naala creek to carry out un¬ 
derwater attacks. 

However, the alerts 
turned out to be “precau¬ 
tionary” in nature. 

Informed sources told 
The Hindu that “the inputs 
were meant to warn that 
there was a likelihood of 
such attacks”. 

What created confusion 


was the wording used by the 
authorities that “comman¬ 
dos have entered the Gulf of 
Kutch via the Harami Nala 
creek area,” and that the 
“commandos were trained 
in underwater attacks”. 

According to a top offi¬ 
cial, a “routine advisory” is¬ 
sued by the agencies creat¬ 
ed confusion, and the two 
ports were put on high alert. 

The authorities asked all 
shipping agents to ensure 
the safety of berthed vessels 
and those arriving for berth¬ 
ing. They asked all stakehol¬ 
ders to step up security and 
remain vigilant and report 
any suspicious activity.

A government primary 
school in Uttar Pradesh's Bal- 
lia district has landed in a 
caste discrimination contro¬ 
versy after some students did 
not have their midday meals 
alongside Dalit schoolmates. 

The matter came to light 
after a video of the school 
during the midday meal ses¬ 
sion, apparently shot by me¬ 
dia persons, was widely 


shared on social media. 

While Bahujan Samaj Par¬ 
ty chief Mayawati demanded 
strict legal action by the State 
government against those 
guilty of “such disgusting cas- 
teist discrimination”, the dis¬ 
trict administration said the 
complaints of caste-based 
discrimination were prima 
facie “entirely baseless”. 

But P. Gupta, principal of 
the Rampur-1 primary 
school, admitted to “slight 


discrimination” that the Dalit 
students faced from others. 
He said some of the other stu¬ 
dents do not want to eat in 
the same plates as Dalit stu¬ 
dents - they bring their own 
plates and eat separately. 

“We make them sit in a 
line but they - perhaps they 
get taught that at home - dis¬ 
play slight discrimination,” 
said Mr. Gupta. 

Despite warning the stu¬ 
dents several times and 


teaching them about equali¬ 
ty, Mr. Gupta said they sit and 
eat in their allotted lines for a 
short while but once the 
teachers move away, move 
out and eat separately. 

Ballia DM’s denial 

The school has mostly Dalit 
and Scheduled Tribe stu¬ 
dents with a few coming from 
the OBC communities, said 
the principal. 

Ballia DM Bhawani Singh 


Khangarot, who went on an 
inspection of the school, said 
there was no basis to show 
any discrimination. “All stu¬ 
dents said it (report of caste- 
based discrimination) was in¬ 
correct,” he said. 

However, Mr. Khangarot 
said a detailed probe would 
be conducted under a joint 
magisterial-level officer and 
testimonies of the students as 
well as their guardians re¬ 
corded.

“All the matters pending 
before Hon’ble Mr. Justice 
Rakesh Kumar, sitting singly 
including tied up/part heard 


or otherwise stand with¬ 
drawn with immediate ef¬ 
fect,” read a notice issued by 
the Chief Justice of the Patna 
High Court on August 28. 

“The registrar will imple¬ 
ment the order forthwith 
subject to further orders 
with regard to the formation 
of the Bench,” the Bench 
said in the notice, which 
came into the public domain 
on Thursday. 

No jurisdiction 

The Bench also observed 
that their fellow judge had 
no “jurisdiction to pass such 
an order on a case that had 
been closed”. 


Bihar Advocate General 
Lalit Kishore told journalists 
that the Bench expressed se¬ 
rious concern over the order 
passed by Justice Kumar in 
which he has raised ques¬ 
tions over the majesty of the 
court and the integrity of the 
judicial system. 

Justice Kumar, in his 20- 
page order, had questioned 
how retired IAS officer K.P. 
Ramaiah was granted bail in 
a corruption case when the 
HC as well as the Supreme 
Court had rejected it.

income is below ?6 lakh.

The Delhi Cabinet on Thurs¬ 
day accorded in-principle ap¬ 
proval to free travel for wo¬ 
men aboard Delhi Transport 
Corporation (DTC) and clus¬ 
ter buses beginning October 
29, the Delhi government 
said in a statement. 

According to the state¬ 
ment, the decision was taken 
at a meeting of the Cabinet 
chaired by Chief Minister Ar- 
vind Kejriwal and entails the 
provision of free, single-jour¬ 
ney duration passes for wo¬ 
men commuters wishing to 
avail the facility of free travel 
on DTC and cluster buses. 

Free travel will not only be 
available for women commu¬ 
ters within the jurisdiction of 
the Capital but also on State- 
run bus services in Noida 
and the National Capital Re¬ 
gion in addition to the air¬ 
port and other special servic¬ 
es, the statement said 


further. 

“Single journey duration 
passes will be issued to wo¬ 
men passengers in DTC and 
cluster buses... The free tra¬ 
vel scheme will be voluntary 
which means any woman 
passenger who wants to pur¬ 
chase a journey ticket will be 
free to do so,” the statement 


said adding that the scheme 
would also apply to women 
passengers carrying luggage 
within the limit prescribed 
by DTC. 

According to government 
statistics, during November 
2017, the total number of pas¬ 
sengers who utilised the Del¬ 
hi Metro was 25.08 lakh 


while 32.76 lakh commuters 
travelled aboard DTC buses 
and 12.38 lakh used cluster 
buses. 

According to the state¬ 
ment, the DTC would be 
reimbursed at the rate of 110 
per single journey duration 
pass issued by it to commu¬ 
ters and similar payment 
would be made in the desig¬ 
nated account of the cluster 
scheme for “proper account¬ 
ing” of the facility by the Del¬ 
hi government. 

The Cabinet, according to 
the statement, also directed 
the DTC to propose “suitable 
amendments” in the DTC 
(free & concessional passes) 
Regulations, 1985, subject to 
any alterations, if any, so that 
the same may be notified in 
the official gazette. 

“DTC and DIMTS will 
strengthen their ticket check¬ 
ing mechanisms to ensure 
that the facility is not mis¬ 
used and to plug any possible 


pilferage in issuance of pass¬ 
es for free travel of women,” 
the statement added. 

Transport allowance 

However, the statement clar¬ 
ified, women officers and of¬ 
ficials of the Delhi govern¬ 
ment, local bodies and 
undertakings will not be en¬ 
titled for transport allowance 
in case they opt for the free 
travel facility in DTC and 
cluster buses. 

“The departments, auto¬ 
nomous bodies etc. will take 
an undertaking from their 
women government servants 
to the effect that they are not 
availing this free travel facili¬ 
ty. Transport Department 
shall also write to Ministry of 
Finance, Government of In¬ 
dia, after the implementa¬ 
tion of scheme to consider is¬ 
suing necessary instructions 
to all the Ministries/depart¬ 
ments/autonomous bodies 
located in Delhi,” it added.

Two coaches of the Hydera¬ 
bad-New Delhi Telangana 
Express caught fire near 
Asaoti railway station in Ha¬ 
ryana’s Faridabad on Thurs¬ 
day. However, no casualties 
were reported. 

The fire was noticed after 
the brake binding of the New 
Delhi-bound train (Train No. 
12723) at 7.43 a.m. it spread 
to the coaches. The train 
stopped between Asaoti and 
Ballabgarh railway stations 
due to flames and heavy 
smoke emanating from the 
wheels of the ninth coach 
from the rear. 

“Following the incident, 
both upward and downward 
movements of the trains 
were stopped on the track. 
Fire tenders were rushed to 
the spot. Both the coaches 


were isolated. The fire was 
controlled. All the passen¬ 
gers were safe,” said Deepak 
Kumar, Chief PRO, Northern 
Railway. 

The movement on the 
upline was resumed at 10.13 
a.m. while the downline was 
opened to traffic an hour la¬ 
ter. The front portion of the 


train arrived at New Delhi 
railway station around 
noon. 

Mr. Kumar said that it was 
not immediately known as 
to what caused the fire and 
the matter was under 
investigation.

Woman toll collector 
assaulted; accused held 


Six women held for 
honeytrapping men 


She refused free passage to accused

In yet another incident of 
misbehaviour and assault on 
a staffer at Kherki Daula toll 
plaza over refusal to pay the 
toll charges, a 26-year-old 
woman toll collector was al¬ 
legedly slapped and abused 
by a local villager after she 
refused him free passage. 
The accused, Rahul, a resi¬ 
dent of Shikhopur village, 
has been arrested. 

Soni Kumar, the complai¬ 
nant, was manning lane no. 
11 when Rahul reached the 
toll gate in his car. He refused 
to pay the toll charges and 
when Soni insisted, he 
stepped out of the vehicle 
and engaged in a scuffle with 
her. Rahul allegedly slapped 
^ Soni, abused her and also 
threatened to eliminate her. 
The entire incident was 
caught on the closed-circuit 
television camera. 

An FIR was registered at 
Kherki Daula police station 
on charges of causing hurt, 
criminal intimidation and us¬ 
ing obscene language. The 
accused was arrested a few 


hours later and sent to jail. 

Grappling with instances 
of frequent altercations bet¬ 
ween motorists and male 
toll operators. Skylark 
Group - the company that 
operates the Delhi-Guru- 
gram Expressway - had de¬ 
ployed women toll collec¬ 
tors in April 2017, hoping to 
reduce such cases. But there 
has been no let up and many 
incidents of misbehaviour 
and assault on women toll 
collectors have been 
reported. 

Past incidents 

In a similar incident, 40- 
year-old gym owner Man- 
jeet, also a resident of Shik¬ 
hopur village, had assaulted 
and threatened to kill and 
rape a woman toll collector 
in June this year seeking free 
passage. He was later arrest¬ 
ed. Manjeet was co-accused 
in the 2011 murder case whe¬ 
rein his friend Vijay Veer had 
shot dead a toll collector at 
Kherki Daula over payment 
of toll charges. Vijay had al¬ 
legedly shot Umesh Kumar 
Pandey on September 23.

The accused released the 
victim and threatened that 
they will post his pictures 
and videos on social media 
if he report the matter to the 
police, they said. 

But the victim ap¬ 
proached the police and 
lodged a complaint.

They were produced be¬ 
fore the court and two of 
them were sent to one-day 
police remand. The extort¬ 
ed amount is yet to be reco¬ 
vered, they said. 



Man stabbed to death

During investigation, it

soiya’s cousin and was later 
caught by the victim, the 
police said. 

The victim’s uncle Sonu 
said that an altercation took 
place between Balsoiya and 
Saheer inside the centre on 
Wednesday afternoon.

A Delhi court on Thurs¬ 
day acquitted former 
Coal Secretary H.C. 
Gupta and a private 
company in a coal block 
allocation case. 

The company, 
Messrs Pushp Steels 
and Mining, was allocat¬ 
ed a coal block in Brah- 
mapuri in Madhya 
Pradesh. 

Allegations 

The CBI alleged that the 
screening committee 
headed by Mr. Gupta al¬ 
located the coal bock to 
the company without 


any recommendation 
either by the Madhya 
Pradesh government or 
by the administrative 
ministry - Ministry of 
Steel. 

Acquitting the form¬ 
er bureaucrat, special 
judge Bharat Parashar 
said: “Certainly H.C. 
Gupta was playing a ma¬ 
jor role in the coal block 
allocation process but 
as the basic essential in¬ 
gredient of the offence 
of criminal breach of 
trust by a public servant 
i.e. of Section 409 IPC 
or that of the offence of 
criminal misconduct by 
a public servant i.e. of 


Section 13 (1) (c) P.C. 
Act, 1988, that the pu¬ 
blic servant concerned 
must have been either 
entrusted with the pro¬ 
perty in question or he 
must be having domi¬ 
nion/control over the 
property in question 
does not stand proved 
as regard Mr. Gupta,” 
the judge said. 

As the prosecution 
miserably failed to 
prove the charges of cri¬ 
minal misconduct, cri¬ 
minal breach of trust 
and criminal conspira¬ 
cy, the court acquits 
both accused of all the 
offences, the judge said.

Once Congress president So¬ 
nia Gandhi appoints a new 
chief for the party’s Delhi 
unit ahead of the Assembly 
elections, senior Congress 
leader P.C. Chacko on Thurs¬ 
day said he would like to 
step down from his post of 
the party in-charge of Delhi. 

Mr. Chacko told The Hin¬ 
du that he has conveyed this 
to Ms. Gandhi when he met 
her last week to start the 
procees of finding a new 
Congress chief for Delhi af¬ 
ter the death of former Chief 
Minister and Delhi Pradesh 
Congress Committee (DPCC) 
chief Sheila Dikshit. 

“When I met madam [Ms. 
Gandhi], I told her that I 
would like to be relieved 
from this post as I have been 
handling it for over four

years,” he told The Hindu , 
adding that Ms. Gandhi 
made it clear that choosing 
the next DPCC chief was a 
priority at the moment. 

‘Not before elections’ 

“I am not leaving ahead of 
the elections or anything 
like that. I would like to step 


down only after a new DPCC 
head is appointed,” he 
clarified. 

Mr. Chacko said he has 
been working as the All India 
Congress Committee in¬ 
charge of Delhi Congress for 
the past four-and-a-half 
years and had overseen ma¬ 
ny elections. He said a new 
president taking charge 
should be followed by a new 
Delhi in-charge. 

The former MP, who once 
headed the Joint Parliamen¬ 
tary Committee on 2G Spec¬ 
trum allocation issue, wants 
the Congress leadership to 
consider him for a different 
assignment within the party. 

The Congress is seeking to 
rebuild itself in Delhi by 
pitching itself as an alterna¬ 
tive to the Aam Aadmi Party 
that will complete its five- 
year term by next February.

The annual audit report for 
the South Delhi Municipal 
Corporation (SDMC) for 
2016-2017, tabled during the 
Standing Committee meeting 
on Thursday, observed multi¬ 
ple irregularities in various 
departments, leading to a fi¬ 
nancial implication of 
*1,678.45 crore. 

Issues include undue fa¬ 
vours to builders, advertising 
agents; incorrect valuation of 
properties, such as farm¬ 
houses; non-collection of 
outstanding fees worth sever¬ 
al crore of rupees; irregular 
diversion of funds and 
others. 

The 202-page report con¬ 
tains at least 39 audit obser¬ 
vations which detail short¬ 
falls pertaining to 
departments of accounts and 
finance, property tax, adver¬ 
tisement, licensing, engi¬ 
neering, building, environ¬ 
ment, land and estate and 
health. A major chunk of the 


financial implications comes 
from the property tax de¬ 
partment. The SDMC did not 
collect property tax amount¬ 
ing to H177.47 crore from 
both the government and 
private properties during the 
period prior to 2004, the re¬ 
port states. Records show 


that the civic body has also 
been very slow in recovering 
the outstanding dues. The re¬ 
port recommended a con¬ 
crete plan be developed to 
recover the dues. 

Other audit observations 
are related to the wrong clas¬ 
sification and self-assessment 


of certain properties, leading 
to heavy losses. For instance, 
four farmhouses in Samalkha 
village, running as commer¬ 
cial establishments, only 
paid a tax rate of H00. This 
led to less collection of taxes 
resulting in a loss of ?4.50 
crore. Also, the Garden of 
Five Senses in Saket, run by 
the Delhi government’s Tou¬ 
rism Department, underva¬ 
lued tax rates that resulted in 
a ^3.37-crore deficit. 

In the engineering depart¬ 
ment, a cost overrun of 
^32.08 crore due to a 10-year 
delay in the completion of a 
multi-specialty hospital in 
Kallcaji, sanctioned in 2005, 
was observed. Only two 
floors were partially handed 
over to the hospital authori¬ 
ties where OPD services are 
run, the report states. An in¬ 
vestigation into the matter 
has been recommended. 

The report also observed 
wasteful expenditure to the 
tune of ^26.90 crore on a 
project to cover a drain run¬ 


ning from Pushp Vihar to De¬ 
fence Colony, as the NGT had 
ordered to stop the same. It 
also highlighted problems re¬ 
lated to projects, such as a 
multilevel car parking in 
Jangpura and Kallcaji, which 
had cost overruns of H4.72 
crore and a delay of seven 
years. 

Audit observations have 
also been made with regard 
to at least three cases of 
“doubtful execution of 
works”. 

In the building depart¬ 
ment, the report highlights 
“undue benefit” to property 
owners and builders with no 
action on at least 2,149 cases 
where demolition or sealing 
orders were not executed. It 
said that the department’s in¬ 
action pointed to “unlawful 
support” of property 
owners. 

Respective departments 
have been informed about 
the findings of the report and 
the replies received have 
been incorporated into it.

A 24-year-old man was 
stabbed and shot dead in 
south Delhi’s Tigri on Wed¬ 
nesday night, the police said 
on Thursday. They have re¬ 
gistered a case and begun 
probe. 

Additional Deputy Com¬ 
missioner of Police (South) 
Parvinder Singh said that 
the victim has been identi¬ 
fied as Rohit, a resident of 
Tigri’s JJ Camp, who had 
two cases of causing hurt re¬ 
gistered against him. 

The police said that they 
received a call at 11.10 p.m. 
regarding a person who was 
shot at. When they reached 
the spot, they were told that 
the victim had been taken to 
a private hospital by his rela¬ 
tives. “When the police 
reached the hospital, they 
were told that the man, 
identified as Rohit, has suc¬ 
cumbed to injuries,” Mr. 
Singh said. 

During investigation, it 
was revealed that Rohit was 


killed by another resident of 
Tigri, identified as Akash, 
and his accomplices. “Rohit 
and Akash had an alterca¬ 
tion in the afternoon over 
some petty issue. Later in 
the night, Akash came along 
with his brother Annu, Kapil 
and a few others. They 
stopped Rohit when he was 
on his way home and 
stabbed him eight times be¬ 
fore shooting him twice 
from a close range,” the Ad¬ 
ditional DCP said, adding 
that the accused then man¬ 
aged to flee from the spot. 

The police said that 
Akash has one case of mur¬ 
der and another of causing 
grievous hurt registered 
against him earlier. 

Manhunt on 

Mr. Singh said that a case 
under Section 302 (punish¬ 
ment for murder) and 34 
(common intention) of the 
Indian Penal Code has been 
registered at Tigri police sta¬ 
tion and efforts are on to 
nab the accused.

The Delhi unit of the BJP on 
Thursday launched the ‘Del¬ 
hi Bachao Parivartan Yatra’ 
aimed at garnering support 
for the party in the Delhi As¬ 
sembly election due next 
year. 

The Parivartan Yatra, 
which was launched at the 
Ramlila Maidan in Bhalaswa 
Dairy here, will pass through 
all the 14 districts and 70 As¬ 
sembly constituencies of the 
Capital. 


“The Kejriwal govern¬ 
ment has betrayed the peo¬ 
ple of Delhi. Hence, the time 
has come to dislodge it. He 
[the CM] has been obstruct¬ 
ing the regularisation of un¬ 
authorised colonies, while 
the Central government is 
providing ownership rights 
to the people living in un¬ 
authorised colonies,” Manoj 
Tiwari, the State BJP chief, 
said. 

The North East Delhi MP 
further alleged that the Delhi 
government had been “in¬ 


volved in corruption for 54 
months” and failed to fulfil 
the promises made to the pe¬ 
ople of the Capital and now 
needed to be “dislodged.” 

Meanwhile, sources in the 
AAP said the party is also 
planning to launch a yatra in 
the first week of September 
to counter the BJP’s yatra. 

An AAP leader said, “The 
yatra will start from Septem¬ 
ber 1 and will be headed by 
Gopal Rai, who is the party’s 
Delhi in-charge.” The AAP al¬ 
so aims at covering all the 70 


Assembly constituencies in 
the Capital, the leader said. 

The AAP had in June 
launched ‘Aapka Vidhayak 
Aapke Dwar’, a public out¬ 
reach programme, after the 
party lost all seven seats it 
contested in the Lolc Sabha 
election in Delhi. 

Though the Delhi As¬ 
sembly election is due in Fe¬ 
bruary 2020, there have 
been rumours that it could 
be held earlier. The same 
was, however, denied by the 
Election Commission.

Therefore, having a 
grievance call and maintain¬ 
ing a complaint book seems 
to be farce and eye wash for 
the public at large.” 


Act against AAP government for cheating autorickshaw drivers’

A delegation of BJP leaders 
on Thursday called on L-G

The delegation, which 
consisted of Leader of the 
Opposition in the Delhi As¬ 


sembly Vijender Gupta 
MLAs O.P. Sharma, M.S. 
Sirsa and Jagdish Pradhan, 
also had representatives 
from e-rickshaw, Gramin 
Sewa, Phat Phat Sewa and 
Taxi unions. 

“We demanded strong 
action against the Delhi go¬ 
vernment which has col¬ 
lected GPS charges from 
such vehicles, notwith¬ 
standing the fact that the 


Central government had 
exempted them from pay¬ 
ment of these charges in 
2016 under the Nirbhaya 
Scheme,” Mr. Gupta said, 
adding that the Delhi go¬ 
vernment reimburse au- 
torickshaw drivers in lieu 
of these “illegally collected 
charges” allegedly 

amounting to several 
crores of rupees. 

According to Mr. Gupta, 


the delegation further in¬ 
formed the L-G that the 
Delhi government had 
committed “serious viola¬ 
tion of the Central govern¬ 
ment rules” as notified by 
the Ministry of Road Tran¬ 
sport and Highways by col¬ 
lecting GPS charges from 
the affected autorickshaw 
drivers all these years. 

The Delhi government, 
the BJP delegation submit¬ 


ted further, “wilfully and 
deliberately” did not give 
sufficient time to all public 
owners to respond to pu¬ 
blic notice regarding 
amendment in Delhi Mo¬ 
tor Vehicles Rules, 1993. 

The Delhi government, 
the delegation said, owed 
an explanation to people 
on why it was “collecting 
double the charges” all 
these years.

Stating that no water from 
the Konlcan region intended 
for Marathwada was going to 
Gujarat, Chief Minister De¬ 
vendra Fadnavis on Thurs¬ 
day said his government is 
committed to giving the arid 
region 52 thousand million 
cubic feet (TMCft) of water 
through the Nar-Par-Tapi riv¬ 
er linking project. 

“We are not giving even a 
single drop of water to Guja¬ 
rat... our government is deter¬ 
mined to save the water that 
drains from the Konlcan re¬ 
gion into the sea and bring it 
to Marathwada. Five rivers 
are to be linked for this pro¬ 
ject for which our Cabinet has 
already given its approval,” he 
told reporters during the 
course of the BJP’s Mahajana- 
desh Yatra in Jalna district. 

The State Cabinet in July 
had given its nod to com¬ 
plete the Nar-Par-Tapi and 
the Damanganga-Pinjal river 
linking projects to mitigate 
the water woes of Marathwa¬ 
da and areas of Mumbai city. 
The projects have been 
hanging fire for years owing 
to technical disputes over 
water sharing with Gujarat. 

The Nar-Par-Tapi linking 
project, which is a combina¬ 
tion of a lift irrigation 


scheme, tunnels and canals, 
will ensure 52 tmcft water for 
Marathwada and parts of 
north Maharashtra. Mr. Fad¬ 
navis said the injustice being 
suffered by Marathwada is 
that it has never received its 
rightful share of 102 tmcft 
despite dams and water pro¬ 
jects in place as the water 
flows away in different direc¬ 
tions and remains unutilised. 

“To remedy this deficit, 
our government has made 
plans [in the form of the Ma¬ 
rathwada water grid project] 


to ensure that the region gets 
its rightful due [of 102 tmcft] 
in addition to extra water 
that will be brought through 
river linking projects,” the 
CM said. 

Mr. Fadnavis said the State 
has taken Israel’s assistance 
to help solve the region’s wa¬ 
ter crisis. “We have received 
substantial inputs from them 
and I’m confident there will 
not be any water scarcity in 
any Marathwada village after 
the completion of the water 
grid project.”

MSRTC asks KSRTC to increase fares

MUMBAI 

The Maharashtra State Road 
Transport Corporation 
(MSRTC) has asked its Karna¬ 
taka counterpart to raise 
fares of its interstate Airavat 
buses that run from Banga¬ 
lore to Mumbai and Pune. 

“There is an agreement 
between the two States that 
the same fare will be applica¬ 
ble on routes of State tran¬ 
sport buses. The fare will be 
decided by the State within 
its jurisdiction. We have 
asked it to comply with the 
agreement and revise the 
fares of a few of its services,” 


Ranjeet Singh Deol, vice- 
chairman and managing di¬ 
rector of MSRTC, said. 

At present, the Karnataka 
State Road Transport Corpo¬ 
ration (KSRTC) charges 
H,260 on its Mumbai-Banga- 
lore route for its Airavat ser¬ 
vice, which has premium 
air-conditioned Volvo buses. 
On the same route, the 
MSRTC charges H,874 for its 
Shivshahi service. 

In a letter sent to the 
KSRTC, the MSRTC said the 
rate charged by them for its 
premium Airavat service is 
far lower than what the 
MSRTC charges for it mid¬ 


scale service Shivshahi and 
is “a breach of the reciprocal 
agreement”. It also cited a 
disparity of fare on the Bo- 
rivali-Pune service of both 
State transport operators. 
The KSRTC charges 1364 per 
seat on its Airavat service, 
while the MSRTC, which 
runs a Shivneri on the same 
route, charges 1514. 

According to the agree¬ 
ment between the two 
States, the fare charged by 
the corporations in the reci¬ 
procating States shall not be 
less than those charged by 
the operators of that State 
for similar services.

Train 18 no less than Chandrayaan’ 

Architect of Vande Bharat Express seeks a working environment 'free from fear' 


Relief for 
Kumaraswamy 
in mining case

The architect of Train 18 and 
Southern Railway’s Principal 
Chief Mechanical Engineer 
(PCME) Shubhranshu has 
called for a working environ¬ 
ment that is “free from fear, 
suspicion and inter-depart¬ 
mental conflicts” to deliver 
Vande Bharat Express trains 
to the nation as desired by 
Prime Minister Narendra 
Modi. 

In a letter to Chairman of 
the Railway Board V.K. Ya- 
dav, the officer said while Mr. 
Modi in his Independence 
Day address urged the In¬ 
dian Railways to roll out 
more Vande Bharat Express 
trains for the people, the 
third rake itself of the iconic 
train was nowhere in sight. 

Mr. Shubhranshu’s letter 


comes at a time when the 
making of Vande Bharat Ex¬ 
press has come to a grinding 
halt at the Integral Coach 
Factory (ICF) in Chennai due 
to a variety of reasons, in¬ 
cluding allegations of one 
firm being favoured in the 
award of tenders. 

Mr. Shubhranshu had led 
the team of engineers that 
manufactured the first Train 
18 in a record time of 18 
months at a cost of ?97 crore. 

Rejects allegations 

“I am duty-bound to bring 
facts to your notice as the ex- 
PCME of ICF, who actually 
manufactured the first rake 
as envisioned by Sudhanshu 
Mani, the then General Man¬ 
ager of ICF...there seems to 
be a suggestion that a partic¬ 
ular Indian firm was unduly

favoured in the tenders. This 
is far from the truth. The ten¬ 
der which the Indian firm 
got for the electricals for the 
first two rakes was awarded 
on the lowest tender basis,” 
he said. 

Reiterating that no com¬ 
promise was made on safety 


or quality, Mr. Shubhranshu 
said the Vande Bharat Ex¬ 
press had been running un¬ 
interrupted for eight 
months, a testimony to the 
robustness of specifications, 
safety and reliability aspects 
of the train. 

“To make things worse, a 
Vigilance enquiry has been 
launched in this indisputa¬ 
bly successful project that in 
no way ranks even a shade 
lower than the Chandrayaan 
or Brahmos. I am sure ISRO 
or DRDO have not launched 
vigilance enquiries in their 
proud achievements...we all 
know that it is not the out¬ 
come of the enquiry that 
kills the spirit of innovation, 
risk-taking and out-of-box 
thinking. It is the process of 
enquiry that does it in ample 
measure,” the letter said.

The largely rural district of 
Kuppam on the junction of 
three major southern States 
- Andhra Pradesh, Karnata¬ 
ka and Tamil Nadu - has re¬ 
corded an alarming increase 
in cases of oral cancer over 
the last decade. The intensi¬ 
ty of the disease has gone up 
in recent months. The fre¬ 
quency of oral cancers is 
higher among women in the 
Kuppam belt. 

The dependence of a large 
proportion of the population 
on manual labour for liveli¬ 
hood is seen as a major fac¬ 
tor contributing to the rising 
rates of oral cancer. The re¬ 
gion of Kuppam, Santhipu- 
ram, Gudupalle and Rama- 
kuppam mandals is home to 
a large number of agriculture 
labourers. In addition, a 



huge number of youth from 
the district depend on odd 
jobs in Bengaluru and Chen¬ 
nai - both major cities with¬ 
in a day’s commute. 

Given the hard manual la¬ 
bour, this vast group is 
forced to undertake, addic¬ 
tion to tobacco products, 
particularly the chewing va¬ 
riety is common. 

Families afflicted 

Three members of a six- 
member family - a couple 
and their son - at Mallanur 
were all detected with oral 
cancer in a span of just three 
years. The head of the fami¬ 
ly, Senthil, said he had ac¬ 
quired the habit of chewing 
tobacco from his father. 

“Since 2012,1 got addicted 
to gutkha, consuming close 
to 10 packets a day. I was 
diagnosed with oral cancer 



in a Bengaluru hospital in 
2017. Later, I recovered. Un¬ 
fortunately, I continued the 
habit. Now, I am hit by the 
malignant disease on the 
other cheek,” he said. 

Sugunamma, a worker at 
the flower gardens in Kup¬ 
pam, said surgery for cancer 
caused by chewing tobacco 



had left her disfigured. “I 
quit the habit. But the cancer 
has done its damage, and I 
am yet to recover fully. My 
daughter inherited this vile 
habit from me. But after 
counselling, she has given it 
up for good,” she said. 

The incidence of oral can¬ 
cer is also found to be high 



among the youth from Kup¬ 
pam. Working away from 
home in hard conditions, 
many take to chewing tobac¬ 
co and smoking. 

Medical camps 

Alarmed by the high rates of 
cancers, the district medical 
authorities have been hold¬ 
ing medical and awareness 
camps in recent months. 

District Medical and 
Health Officer B. Ramagid- 
daiah told The Hindu that 
the number of victims in the 
rural pockets was very dis¬ 
quieting. In addition to oral 
cancer, cases of lung, throat 
and intestinal cancers were 
also detected. 

“In recent months, we 
had arranged surgeries for 
about a dozen cases from 
Kuppam area,” the DMHO 
said.

M7436 crore released for afforestation

The Union Environment Mi¬ 
nistry on Thursday trans¬ 
ferred ?47,436 crore to 27 
States for afforestation. 
These are long-pending dues 
part of the Compensatory Af¬ 
forestation Fund (CAF), a 
^54,000 crore tranche that 
has been collected for nearly 
a decade as environmental 
compensation from indus¬ 
try, which has razed forest 
land for its business plans. 

Economic value 

The amount to be paid by in¬ 
dustry depends on the eco¬ 
nomic value of the goods and 
services that the razed forest 
would have provided. These 
include timber, bamboo, fi¬ 
rewood, carbon sequestra¬ 
tion, soil conservation, water 
recharge, and seed disper¬ 
sal. Industrialists pay this 


money and this is eventually 
transferred to the States con¬ 
cerned to carry out afforesta¬ 
tion. 

Only a fraction of this cor¬ 
pus had actually been dis¬ 
bursed to States, due to the 
lack of a legal framework and 
instances of States using it 
for non-forestry purposes. 

Independent authority 

The CAF Act 2016, which 
came into being more than a 
decade since it was devised, 
established an independent 
authority - the Compensato¬ 
ry Afforestation Fund Man¬ 
agement and Planning Auth¬ 
ority - to execute the fund. 

However, it was not until 
last August that the rules go¬ 
verning the management of 
the fund were finalised. 

Environment Minister 
Prakash Javadekar, while 
presenting cheques to senior 


officials in State forest admi¬ 
nistration, said the Centre 
would use geographic tag¬ 
ging technology to keep a tab 
on whether States were us¬ 
ing their allotted funds ap¬ 
propriately. 


“The Fund will be used as 
per provisions of the CAF Act 
and Rules. These include 
catchment area treatment, 
wildlife management, forest 
fire prevention, soil and 
moisture conservation work 


in the forest....it cannot be 
used for payment of salary, 
travelling allowances, mak¬ 
ing buildings and buying of¬ 
fice equipment for forest of¬ 
ficers. We will use electronic 
repositories, geographical 
tagging for tracking expens¬ 
es,” he added. 

Odisha top recipient 

Odisha, the top recipient of 
funds, got nearly ?6,000 
crore followed by Chhattis- 
garh and Madhya Pradesh 
with ^5,791 crore and ?5,196 
crore respectively. 

Kerala got the least with 
^81.59 crore. 

Activists and environmen¬ 
talists have raised concerns 
that the funds are used by 
the State to ride roughshod 
over tribal rights and un¬ 
scientific afforestation meth¬ 
ods were often implemented 
to make good razed forests.

Sales Society Limited filed 
the application for the Kan¬ 
dangi Saree. 

“Dindigul lock and Kan¬ 
dangi saree were registered 
today,” Chinnaraja G. Naidu, 


Deputy Registrar of Geo¬ 
graphical Indications, said 
on Thursday. He added that 
both these products were 
losing their sheen in the 
market, and the GI tag 
would help them get some 
recognition. 

While the market is flood¬ 
ed with sarees that are wo¬ 
ven in other parts of the 
State and look like the Kan¬ 
dangi saree, the original sa¬ 
ree is made manually made 
using a winding machine, 
loom, shuttle and bobbin. 
The famous Dindigul locks 
are known throughout the 
world for their superior 
quality and durability, but 
the industry has been slowly 
dying due to competition 
from Aligarh and Rajapa- 
layam, and lack of proper 
marketing.

Law and opinion 

The apex court should decide on Kashmir 
without being swayed by popular mood 

T he Supreme Court’s decision to form a five-mem¬ 
ber Constitution Bench to examine the validity of 
the abrogation of the special status given to Jam¬ 
mu and Kashmir puts an end to apprehensions that its 
response to the Centre’s legal measures since August 5 
will only be one of quiet acquiescence. The court ap¬ 
peared reluctant to intervene in the immediate after- 
math of the decisions when the restrictions imposed on 
political activity, communications and movement of 
the people were challenged. Instead, it chose to give 
enough time to the Centre to stabilise the situation. It 
seemed to afford wide latitude to the executive to de¬ 
cide the extent to which fundamental rights, including 
the freedom of the media, would be restricted in the 
name of achieving greater integration of Jammu and 
Kashmir with India and preparing for its development. 
In some habeas corpus matters, the court is yet to exa¬ 
mine the legality of the detention of the persons con¬ 
cerned. True relief in such cases lies in ascertaining the 
whereabouts of a detenu and determining the lawful¬ 
ness of the detention, but in a couple of matters, the 
court has only “allowed” the petitioners to travel to 
Kashmir and meet the detenus. Lawyers and activists 
have begun drawing parallels with the court’s infamous 
approbation of the suspension of the writ of habeas cor¬ 
pus during the Emergency in the ADM Jabalpur case. 

The petitions before the court cite many grounds for 
challenging the President’s August 5 Order, by which 
the Order of 1954, which set out the constitutional pro¬ 
visions applicable to J&K, was superseded. A substan¬ 
tial question is on the validity of the substitution of the 
concurrence of the Governor for that of the govern¬ 
ment while under President’s Rule; in effect, the Centre 
is taking its own consent to alter the status of the State. 
The replacement of the term ‘Constituent Assembly’ (of 
J&K) found in Article 370 with the term ‘Legislative As¬ 
sembly’ is also under challenge. Another question that 
looms large is whether a federal unit can be downgrad¬ 
ed from the status of a State to that of a Union Territory, 
a move for which there is no precedent. The constitu¬ 
tional morality of the rest of the country deciding the 
destiny of a State without the consent or participation 
of its citizens is also a serious issue the court cannot ig¬ 
nore. It does appear that there is widespread popular 
support for the government’s decision to declare Arti¬ 
cle 370 inoperative and to divide the State into two Un¬ 
ion Territories. Yet, the court is duty-bound to examine 
the legality of the measures taken by the President and 
Parliament on August 5 and 6. The challenge before the 
court is to give a reasoned verdict on these questions of 
constitutional importance, with far-reaching implica¬ 
tions for democracy and federalism, without being 
swayed by the popular mood in J&K or the rest of India. 


Tinkering for optics 

The latest FDI rule changes may not be 
enough to draw a rush of investments 

O n the face of it, the Centre’s announcement on 
Foreign Direct Investment (FDI) norms on Wed¬ 
nesday appears to be one more push to make In¬ 
dia a more attractive destination to overseas investors, 
especially those keen on entering the market for the 
long haul. From extending the available 100% FDI un¬ 
der the automatic route in the coal mining sector (till 
now permitted only for captive consumption) to in¬ 
clude those companies seeking to commercially sell the 
commodity, to distinctly including contract manufac¬ 
turing under the automatic 100% route and easing local 
sourcing norms for overseas investors in the Single 
Brand Retail Trading (SBRT) business, the changes in in¬ 
vestment guidelines approved by the Cabinet have 
been touted as “FDI policy reform”. The government, 
clearly concerned by the economic slowdown and per¬ 
sistently weak investment activity, has sought to pro¬ 
vide a policy fillip to attract more foreign capital into 
sectors that it sees as having a multiplier effect particu¬ 
larly in terms of job creation. One must also consider 
the pressing contexts. Earlier this month, the RBI point¬ 
ed out that net FDI flows had moderated to $6.8 billion 
over the first two months of the current fiscal year, from 
$7.9 billion in April-May 2018. And with Prime Minister 
Narendra Modi having set a goal of ensuring India be¬ 
comes a $5 trillion economy within the next five years, 
the overall consumptive capacity needs to be raised 
manifold to undergird demand growth. To that end, the 
act of widening reforms in coal mining, manufacturing 
and retail is completely understandable. 

A closer examination, however, raises several con¬ 
cerns about the ultimate attractiveness of these chang¬ 
es. For instance, the tweaks to investment norms on 
coal appear at first flush to be a win-win for both the 
economy at large and the coal industry, the environ¬ 
mental costs of focusing on one of the most polluting 
fossil fuels notwithstanding. This is predicated on the 
prospect of seeing an influx of both capital and modern 
technology into mining and processing, as well as rais¬ 
ing domestic supply of the key raw material for power, 
steel and cement production thereby cutting costly and 
burgeoning imports. But for foreign mining companies 
to make a beeline to pitheads, several related regulato¬ 
ry and market challenges will have to be addressed 
post-haste. Large miners will need economies of scale 
and so require access to large contiguous fields with mi¬ 
nimal bureaucratic constraints on operations. While 
domestic thermal power plants have had to rely on in¬ 
creased imports in recent times, many of the electricity 
producers themselves are in financial stress. How much 
additional investments may actually accrue is not clear. 


On dilution, bifurcation and ‘special status’ 

J&ICs perceived loss and New Delhi’s real gains over the Centre’s Article 370 decision need to be objectively assessed

T he jubilation in parts of the 
country following the sup¬ 
posed abrogation of Article 
370 was in contrast to the gloom in 
the Kashmir Valley. It was ignored 
by both sides that New Delhi did 
not make any substantial gain in 
terms of powers; neither did Srina¬ 
gar suffer any major loss. Later, in 
what could be construed as a set¬ 
back to the Centre, the Supreme 
Court referred all the petitions on 
Article 370 to a Constitution 
Bench, which will hear the matter 
in the first week of October. 

Amidst these developments, 
some points require deeper scruti¬ 
ny. First, the apex court could pos¬ 
sibly strike down as ‘unconstitu¬ 
tional’ the Centre’s move to 
amend Article 370 by invoking the 
very same article. Second, the bi¬ 
furcation of a State which is under 
President’s rule into two Union 
Territories is possibly against fed¬ 
eralism. And third, Article 370, as 
it stood on August 4, was a special 
power available not to Kashmir, 
but to the Centre. 

First, Article 370 has not been 
abrogated. It still very much re¬ 
mains part of the Constitution. In¬ 
stead, the government, in an inno¬ 
vative and constitutionally suspect 
manner, invoked the Article to 
amend Article 367. On August 5, 
the President inserted a new 
clause to say that the ‘Constituent 
Assembly’ of Jammu and Kashmir 
(J&K) shall mean ‘Legislative As¬ 
sembly’ of the State, and ‘State go¬ 
vernment’ shall mean ‘Governor 
acting on the advice of Council of 
Ministers’. With this interpreta¬ 
tion, Article 370 presented an en¬ 
tirely different picture. Since the 
erstwhile State was already under 


President’s rule, the Parliament, 
by exercising ‘powers’ of the Legis¬ 
lative Assembly, gave its concur¬ 
rence to the aggressive surgery of 
Article 370 that has killed the spirit 
as well as the text of the provision. 

Bona-fide exercise of power? 

True, during President’s rule. Par¬ 
liament can certainly exercise 
‘powers’ of the State Assembly; 
but whether the aforesaid ‘concur¬ 
rence’ can be termed as a legiti¬ 
mate and bona-fide exercise of 
power is a moot question for va¬ 
rious reasons. 

One, a Legislative Assembly that 
was in itself a creation of the Con¬ 
stituent Assembly cannot take the 
place of the latter. Two, the August 
5 order defined the ‘State govern¬ 
ment’ to mean ‘Governor acting 
on the advice of Council of Minis¬ 
ters’. And since there was no 
Council of Ministers, the validity 
of the Governor’s concurrence 
mentioned in the presidential or¬ 
der was questionable. 

Finally, Article 370(l)(d), which 
on August 5 was used for the pur¬ 
pose of diluting the Article itself, 
was meant to be deployed to apply 
‘other provisions of Constitution’ 
to Jammu and Kashmir, not to 
modify or repeal Article 370 itself. 
The expression ‘other provisions’ 
here means provisions other than 
‘Article T, ‘Article 238’ (now re¬ 
pealed) and ‘Article 370’. 

Four points are to be kept in 
mind here. First, one constitution¬ 
al provision cannot be used to nul¬ 
lify another. Second, an interpre¬ 
tation clause is to be used only 
when there is ambiguity in the 
Constitution. Here, the ‘Consti¬ 
tuent Assembly’ Article 370 talked 
about was clearly identifiable - it 
first met on October 31, 1951 and 
was dissolved on January 26,1957, 
and hence there was no ambiguity. 
Third, even when there are two 
contradictory provisions, the ‘doc¬ 
trine of harmonious construction’ 
is to be invoked so that both the 


provisions are given effect to. 
Fourth, like Parliament, President 
too cannot alter the federal cha¬ 
racter of the Constitution, which 
has been held to be part of its basic 
structure. The Constitution prohi¬ 
bits colourable exercise of power 
- what you cannot do directly, you 
cannot do even indirectly. 

Blow to federalism 

Next, the constitutional validity of 
Jammu and Kashmir’s bifurcation 
into two Union Territories is also 
doubtful. Article 3, which deals 
with Parliament’s powers to alter 
boundaries of a State or bifurcate 
it, required the President to obtain 
the ‘concurrence’ of the J&K State 
Assembly before Parliament took 
up such a Bill. It has now come to 
light that while imposing Presi¬ 
dent’s rule in J&K on December 19, 
2018, the proviso on the reference 
to Assembly was suspended. This 
not only shows that the bifurca¬ 
tion was planned by the Centre in 
2018 itself but also gives a clear in¬ 
dication of its mala-fide intention 
of doing something indirectly. 


A mala-fide presidential action 
under Article 356 can be struck 
down. If the apex court upholds 
the Centre’s suspension of Article 
3, it will be the end of Indian feder¬ 
alism as States will become a 
plaything in the Centre’s hands. It 
needs to be recalled here that 
prior to the Reorganisation Act of 
1956, States were given the oppor¬ 
tunity to express their views. And¬ 
hra Pradesh Assembly too was gi¬ 
ven this opportunity in 2014 prior 
to the creation of Telangana. Since 
the J&K Assembly stood dissolved 
and there had been no election an¬ 
nounced, it was denied its right to 
express its view. 

When a State is under Presi¬ 
dent’s rule. Parliament can act as 
nothing more than a ‘night watch¬ 
man’. It certainly cannot pass a re¬ 
solution to bifurcate the State. 

No major departure 

Let us now objectively assess New 
Delhi’s gains in sounding the death 
knell for Article 370. Since almost 
the entire Constitution of India 
had been already applicable to 


J&K, constitutionally speaking, 
heavens have not fallen for Srina¬ 
gar. Entry 76 of the Union List, 
which deals with audit, was ex¬ 
tended to J&K in 1958. The Elec¬ 
tion Commission of India was gi¬ 
ven powers to conduct elections 
from 1959 by the First Amendment 
to the J&K Constitution. A total of 
94 out of the 97 items in the Union 
List had already been made applic¬ 
able to J&K when the Centre made 
its move and hence Parliament 
had all the powers. 

Out of the 395 Articles in the In¬ 
dian Constitution, 260 Articles 
had already been extended to J&K 
through successive Presidential 
Orders. As regards the rest of the 
Articles, J&K Constitution had 
identical provisions. Moreover, 
more than 250 Central laws had al¬ 
ready been extended and most of 
J&K’s State laws were identical to 
Central laws. 

In reality, the ‘special status’ Ar¬ 
ticle 370 conferred was not to J&K 
but to the Central government. 
The Centre could deny certain 
provisions while extending unilat¬ 
erally some other amendments. 
For instance, following the 44th 
Amendment, unlike in the rest of 
the country, national emergency 
in J&K could still be imposed on 
the grounds of ‘internal emergen¬ 
cy’. Similarly, while for the rest of 
the country, freedom of speech 
could be curtailed only through 
‘reasonable restrictions’, in J&K, it 
could be controlled through res¬ 
trictions that “appropriate legisla¬ 
ture considered reasonable”. 

Yes, we do live in a post-truth 
world but we need to objectively 
assess J&K’s loss and New Delhi’s 
real gains when it comes to the di¬ 
lution of Article 370. Further, 
whether the apex court will allow 
India to become a ‘unitary state’ 
remains to be seen.

Govt, needs to be prudent in using RBI’s transfer 

The fund transfer provides some much-needed relief and manoeuvrability to the beleaguered Centre 



W ith the acceptance of the 
Bimal Jalan committee’s 
report by the Reserve 
Bank of India (RBI), the stand-off 
between the RBI and the Ministry 
of Finance seems to have ended 
for now. The report has also 
helped to clarify the volume of re¬ 
serves required for risk provision¬ 
ing to counter a financial stability 
crisis if it were to arise. 

Though the RBI belongs entirely 
to the government, the integrity of 
its balance sheet is important to 
ensure financial stability and to 
combat market risks. The commit¬ 
tee made its recommendations af¬ 
ter taking into account the role of 
RBI in financial salience; cross¬ 
country practices; statutory re¬ 
quirements; and impact of its pu¬ 
blic policy mandate and operating 
environment. Based on these fac¬ 
tors, it decided on the volume of 
reserves required to support the fi¬ 
nancial system in times of crisis 


and concluded that the provision¬ 
ing has to be more stringent than 
in developed countries to ensure 
the perception of safety, particu¬ 
larly as India has low sovereign rat¬ 
ing and the Indian rupee does not 
have reserve currency status. 

The revised economic capital 
framework recommended by the 
committee makes a distinction in 
the economic capital of the RBI 
between ‘revaluation reserves’ 
and ‘realised equity’. Revaluation 
reserves, it held, are a risk buffer 
against market risks and not avail¬ 
able for transfer. The committee 
used the Expected Shortfall (ES) 
method to measure the market 
risk and adopted a more stringent 
confidence level of 99.5% as 
against the practice by other cen¬ 
tral banks at 99%. 

Economic capital range 

The revised framework would al¬ 
low the economic capital to be in 
the range of 24.5% to 20% of the 
balance sheet. As regards realised 
equity, the committee recom¬ 
mended the required range to be 
between 6.5 to 5.5% of the balance 
sheet. 

The RBI Board in its meeting on 
August 26 accepted these recom¬ 
mendations and decided to transf¬ 



er £,76,051 crore to the govern¬ 
ment. As the economic capital of 
the RBI, at 23.3% in June 2019, was 
within the prescribed range, it de¬ 
cided to transfer the entire surplus 
of £,23,414 crore earned during 
2018-19. As the RBI had already 
transferred £28,000 crore as inte¬ 
rim dividend in February 2019, the 
remaining amount will be trans¬ 
ferred in the current fiscal. The go¬ 
vernment will get an amount of 
£58,081 crore over the budgeted 
dividend of £)0,000 crore for the 
current fiscal. The large surplus in 
2018-2019 was mainly due to the 
revenues earned from open mar¬ 
ket operations, amounting to Z3 
lakh crore, to shore up liquidity 
and therefore, the coming years 


may not see such large dividends. 

The additional fund transfer 
from the RBI provides much-need¬ 
ed relief and manoeuvrability to 
the beleaguered government. An 
analysis of the budget presented in 
July shows that the tax revenue 
projections are far too optimistic. 
In fact, the actual net tax revenue 
collection of the centre in 2018- 
2019 was £15.9 lakh crore and to 
achieve the budgeted target of 
£9.78 lakh crore in 2019-2020, the 
net tax revenue will have to in¬ 
crease by almost 25% and corres¬ 
pondingly, gross tax revenue will 
have to grow by 26.5%. The ex¬ 
pected shortfall in tax revenue for 
the Central government, if the past 
trend is taken (after devolution to 
the States), is likely to be about 
£70,000 crore. 

Achieving fiscal deficit target 

With the economy slowing down 
and the Goods and Services Tax 
(GST) not kicking in the expected 
buoyancy, the shortfall may even 
be higher. The infusion of addi¬ 
tional funds, thus, will help the go¬ 
vernment to substantially over¬ 
come this shortfall and achieve the 
fiscal deficit target without having 
to axe allocations to social sector 
and poverty alleviation. 


However, while the Central go¬ 
vernment will overcome the short¬ 
fall in tax collections, the States 
will have to suffer the conse¬ 
quence of lower-than-budgeted re¬ 
venue realisations. They have pre¬ 
sented their budgets taking into 
account the tax devolution based 
on Central budget forecast and 
shortfall in collections will adver¬ 
sely impact their expenditure allo¬ 
cations to various sectors. 

If, on the other hand, the tax re¬ 
venue growth picks up, then the 
government can use the additional 
money to clear the dues of the 
Food Corporation of India and fer¬ 
tiliser companies to minimise spil¬ 
lover of deficits to the next year. 
The additional funds can also be 
used to spend on much-needed 
capital expenditure. 

The decision of the RBI Board 
must be welcomed as it has not 
come a day sooner and should 
help the government in combating 
the economic slowdown and to 
conform to the fiscal targets. It is 
hoped that the government will be 
prudent in using these funds.

Meanwhile, it is very 
baffling and disconcerting 
that the Supreme Court has 
not taken a serious view of 
the continuing lockdown in 
the Valley and done little 
for the people to regain 
their liberties.

Besides tech solutions, policy discussions 
involving the public can help fight fake news 


The Supreme Court recently 
stressed the need to find a balance 
between the right to online privacy 
and the right of the state to detect 
people who use the web to spread 
panic and commit crimes. Are cur¬ 
rent regulations and the nature of 
Internet platforms tuned to find this 
balance? In a conversation moder¬ 
ated by Srinivasan Ramani, Arun 
Mohan Sulcumar and Raman Chi- 
ma take stock of the issues involved 
and offer some suggestions. 
Excerpts: 

Arun, in the last few years there 
has been an explosion in the 
use of messaging apps such as 
WhatsApp. Concomitantly, 
there has been an increase in 
fake news and rumour¬ 
mongering leading to 
lynchings. Are the steps taken 
by WhatsApp to combat this 
enough or should it do more?

Arun Mohan Sukumar: When 
you ask us what are the steps, we 
should also ask whether these are 
the steps that we should take in the 
first place. I think many would agree 
that some of these problems have 
nothing to do with the platforms 
themselves and cannot be resolved 
by technological solutions. 

Fake news is not something that 
has been catalysed in the digital age 
alone; it has been a long-standing 
problem. We have had very little 
success in trying to persuade people 
not to believe certain stuff. And I’m 
not entirely sure whether the solu¬ 
tion to this problem necessarily lies 
in technology. 

WhatsApp, to its credit, tried to li¬ 
mit forwards to five people and the 
norm has been tested. It has been 
piloted in other parts of the world as 
well. WhatsApp is looking at India 
not just as a booming market but al¬ 
so as a place where it can pilot some 
of these solutions and test them out 
in other emerging markets as well. 

If you take uncomfortable situa¬ 
tions developing in another part of 
the world, Facebook and Twitter 
were fairly quick to acknowledge 
the disinformation operations that 
were backed by the Chinese govern¬ 
ment in Hong Kong. This came out 
in a simultaneous way, document¬ 
ing instances where state-spon¬ 


sored elements were perpetrating 
fake news and sophisticated disin¬ 
formation campaigns against prot¬ 
esters in Hong Kong. That hap¬ 
pened because, one, the extent of 
the commercial engagement of both 
these platforms in China is fairly li¬ 
mited. Two, there is an element of 
geopolitics in this which we can’t ig¬ 
nore. The fact is that both of these 
are American platforms. The or¬ 
chestrated disclosure, I believe, 
could have had the blessings of the 
American government. That is the 
extent to which these platforms are 
prepared to take cognisance of fake 
news. In other economies, it’s quite 
selective. 

While WhatsApp has been trying 
to resist this idea of message tracea¬ 
bility, it is also trying to maintain the 
integrity of the platform. Many reg¬ 
ulators in India believe that techno¬ 
logical fixes are solutions even if 
they weaken end-to-end encryp¬ 
tion. I’m not sure that is the right 
way to go. 

Raman, while technology per 
se is not the problem, virality of 
texts makes fake news spread 
very fast. Would you agree with 
some of the solutions that have 
been propounded - for 
example. Professor V. 
Kamakoti’s idea of tracing 
origin of WhatsApp messages? 

Raman Chima: Firstly, on virality, 
communication virality has been 
there right from the invention of the 
Gutenberg printing press. Mass cir¬ 
culation has always resulted in ten¬ 
sion between people in power with 
others. 

When it comes to messaging ser¬ 
vices, when they were implemented 
in India and in other emerging eco¬ 
nomies, they were not just used for 
the purpose of messaging. They 
were, for many people, information 
discovery platforms. They do not of¬ 
ten relate or refer to the World Wide 
Web. The kind of information con¬ 
sumed in messages are images and 
videos that may not be actually 
hosted on the web. The problem, 
therefore, is that messaging plat¬ 
forms haven’t been able to do a 
good job in ensuring that people 
have access to good, accurate infor¬ 
mation. For example, if you sign up

to a messaging service, say What¬ 
sApp, are you informed in your lo¬ 
cal language about how you could 
report in your own language disin¬ 
formation content and messages 
that are malicious or abusive? Sadly, 
the reality is that there is not even a 
splash screen in the local language 
to know what you can or cannot say, 
during the process of signing up. 

Also, fact-checking websites, fake 
news busters and government 
sources don’t get the support they 
need to distribute their content to 
local users in interior areas. There¬ 
fore, the messaging services compa¬ 
nies could do more in fighting disin¬ 
formation. I agree with Arun that 
they cannot be held liable and that 
they shouldn’t implement techno¬ 
logical solutions as a panacea. You 
mentioned suggestions by Professor 
Kamakoti of IIT Madras to the Ma¬ 
dras High Court. First of all, there is 
the argument that the Madras High 
Court should not be going into an 
area which is a legislative issue. 
Even if that is set aside, his propo¬ 
sals have been critiqued by other 
computer scientists. Professor Ma- 
noj Prabhakaran of IIT Bombay, for 
example, has argued against such 
models of imparting traceability. 


Both of you seem to agree that 
the solution doesn’t lie in 
technology, and neither is there 
any need to add any extra layer 
of liability for social media 
platforms and websites. So, the 
Shreya Singhal judgment in 2015 
was along these lines, right? 
Some provisions on 
intermediary liability on 
publishing were actually read 
down. But last year, the 
Ministry of Electronics and 
Information Technology 
notified new draft rules for 
intermediaries and called for 
public comments. What levels 
of liability would you set for 
social media platforms? 

AMS: There has been a raft of liti¬ 
gious activity and, concurrently, 
fairly explosive growth in regulatory 
guidelines as well. These guidelines 
from the government have been try¬ 
ing to enhance the agency of the go¬ 
vernment over technology compa¬ 
nies. For instance, there is a debate 
among government industries to¬ 
day about data localisation, someth¬ 
ing that will affect the working of 
most of these big technology com¬ 
panies. The fundamental tension at 
work is that most of the technology 
companies, which are into the 
bread-and-butter business of com¬ 
munication, are based abroad. The 
consumer base is clear with a What¬ 
sApp or Facebook or Twitter. What¬ 
sApp has effectively made encrypt¬ 
ed communication a mass market 
phenomenon here, which is great 
for correspondence generally. But 
on the other hand, the government 
has very little agency to make these 
companies do what they want to in 


terms of adhering to certain inter¬ 
mediary guidelines. Of course, the 
reason why these guidelines were 
lampooned was because the govern¬ 
ment imposed a high degree of lia¬ 
bility, and takedown requirements 
in many cases were selectively fol¬ 
lowed. The fact is that if you were to 
take a step back and look, the go¬ 
vernment has very limited agency 
over these companies at the mo¬ 
ment. On the one hand, there is a 
great deal of adoption by a wide us¬ 
er base, which is only increasing as 
Internet connectivity grows in In¬ 
dia. And WhatsApp did not even 
have an office in India till very lately! 

And the same thing goes for Inter¬ 
net shutdowns. Now, nobody would 
say that Internet shutdowns are a 
desirable phenomenon. But if you 
speak to local law enforcement 
agencies and district magistrates, 
they tell you that they have very li¬ 
mited avenues by which they can 
prevent the proliferation of mali¬ 
cious content on the Internet 
through social media platforms at a 
time of crisis, whether that crisis is a 
natural calamity or whether it is 
man made. So, they have resorted 
to these in a ham-handed fashion. 
Of course, you can’t justify these 
measures. But the fact is that at the 
local level or at the federal level, 
there seems to be very little agency 
that government officials have to do 
what they should do. 

RC: On intermediary liability, it has 
already been identified by our judi¬ 
ciary that the issue of making plat¬ 
forms liable for the content posted 
by users impacts free speech. And 
the basic premise there is, you can 
put pressure on tech platforms to 
over censor or even perhaps harm 
the privacy of users by making them 
liable for all the content they have 
posted on platforms. 

When Parliament legislated pro¬ 
visions, there were some ambigui¬ 
ties over what the executive branch 
could regulate via rules. Rules were 
criticised when they were released 
in 2012 and, ultimately, as you men¬ 
tioned, they were read down in the 
Shreya Singhal judgment. The 
court basically said that if you are 
asking for content takedowns, that 
can be done only via a court order 
or through a legal process. The go¬ 
vernment’s proposed amendments 
to the rules, for example, that web 
platforms should deploy self-cen¬ 
soring/auto-filtering of content by 


users could definitely fly against the 
face of the court’s judgment. 

More importantly, on some is¬ 
sues such as identifying the origin of 
messages through breaking encryp¬ 
tion, the government seems to be 
using rule-making as a way to fix 
and patch these. Whereas it would 
be better off to have substantial le¬ 
gislative policy discussions held in a 
public manner over such knotty is¬ 
sues. Also, as Arun says, there is a 
lack of agency for the government 
to receive information from the plat¬ 
forms as there is no clear privacy 
law in place. 

Government agencies lack 
sufficient agency and often use 
a ham-handed approach to 
enforce takedowns or 
shutdowns. In some cases, a 
total communication 
shutdown, as we see in Kashmir 
today, invoking 'national 
interest’. What kind of 
mechanisms would you suggest 
instead of this approach? 

AMS: We did this capacity-building 
workshop a couple of years ago, 
with law enforcement agencies 
from across States. Some States 
clearly did better, because they had, 
for lack of a better reason, good 
cops. They were interested in pur¬ 
suing this sort of “finesse” measures 
and not merely rely on takedowns. 
Telangana, for instance, has a cadre 
of officers who dedicate themselves 
to preventing the propagation of 
fake news through channels like 
WhatsApp. Some of these steps re¬ 
quire serious investment and I am 
not sure if all States have the capac¬ 
ity. 

So perhaps the Prime Minister’s/ 
the Centre’s sending a message 
down to folks at the district level 
may well produce some results. But 
the fact is that they resort to these 
ham-handed measures because 
they do not have any other tools. 

But I also agree that India is one 
of the countries which often tops 
the number of takedown requests, 
but it’s not the only country or the 
only government that is interested 
in data from users. Facebook’s re¬ 
ports that indicate the number of re¬ 
quests that the government has 
made for a takedown show that In¬ 
dia’s [requests for a takedown] are 
up there with the U.S. government 
or any other Western European 
government. 


Australia’s economic woes 

It is time for property rights to be moved away 
from competing private owners to governments

Australia holds the world record 
among developed countries for the 
longest period of uninterrupted eco¬ 
nomic growth. But there are signs of 
this remarkable streak being in se¬ 
rious trouble, owing to the chaotic 
nature of the country’s economic sys¬ 
tem, where most productive assets 
are privately owned and the major 
decisions regarding how to use them 
are made by the market. In this para¬ 
digm, the livelihoods of current and 
future generations of Australians are 
being left to chance. 

No jobs plan 

First, consider job creation. Australia 
has no overarching jobs plan. Grant¬ 
ed, private profit-driven employers 
in competition with each other are 
currently keeping most of the work¬ 
force employed. But the terms of 
these arrangements, including the 
existence of the jobs themselves, are 
ultimately determined privately and 
subject to change at any moment. 
One of the most important of such 
terms concerns pay rates. The key is¬ 
sue here is that many Australian 
wage-earners have not had a pay rise 
commensurate with the rising cost of 
living for the last six years. 

This makes sense for individual 
businesses, because fixing labour 
costs helps to boost their profits. If 
most businesses do this, however, 
they end up unintentionally harming 
themselves as a group, since poorer 
workers no longer have enough 
spending power to buy as many 
goods and services (or service debts), 
and so sales and profits decline. Un¬ 
necessary workers are eventually laid 
off. If workers undertake training or 
education suitable for an industry 
that becomes unprofitable for wha¬ 
tever reason, then that is just how the 
chips fall in Australia’s economic sys¬ 
tem. A labour market paradigm with 
fewer upheavals and less frictional 
unemployment would require long¬ 
term planning and might require cer¬ 
tain industries to make concessions 
at the negotiating table. Alternatively, 
a robust government job guarantee 
system could play the role of a safety 
net. 

Second, consider Australia’s ener¬ 
gy shortfalls. Even though Australia 



has some of the world’s most abun¬ 
dant reserves of natural gas, in early 
2017, tens of thousands of Australians 
went without power during a heat¬ 
wave. In large measure this was be¬ 
cause private businesses correctly 
calculated that exporting gas over¬ 
seas was more profitable than meet¬ 
ing the needs of the domestic mar¬ 
ket. Australia’s energy problems are 
often blamed on the failure of go¬ 
vernments to set a stable investment 
framework. But the core issue is that 
the market is functioning normally. 
What is more, the uncoordinated de¬ 
cisions of businesses in Australia’s 
energy market are soon expected to 
bring about a surplus of electricity, 
which means lower prices and inves¬ 
tor returns. 

Will private owners continue sup¬ 
plying enough electricity to meet 
Australia’s energy needs in exchange 
for lower rates of return? According 
to the rules of the country’s econom¬ 
ic system, it is entirely up to them. 
There is likewise no plan to replace 
Australia’s ageing power stations in 
an orderly fashion. Older power sta¬ 
tions will continue malfunctioning 
and closing indiscriminately, causing 
electricity prices to move as erratical¬ 
ly upwards as they can downwards, 
without any regard for the impact 
this has on people. A much less irra¬ 
tional arrangement used to be in 
place in Australia until around 1990: 
government ownership and control 
of electricity grids. 

Changing the agenda 

Meanwhile, scientists tell us we have 
15 years to transition away from fossil 
fuel energy sources. The huge mobil¬ 
isation of resources and economic 
restructuring required to meet envi¬ 
ronmental constraints is fundamen¬ 
tally at odds with the chaotic nature 
of market competition. An integrated 
public energy and jobs plan could ex¬ 
plicitly take these constraints into ac¬ 
count. The prospect of shifting pro¬ 
perty rights away from competing 
private owners to governments as a 
practical way of coherently address¬ 
ing some of the Australian economy’s 
pressing problems should now be 
put on the policy agenda.

The delicate art of writing an obituary 

And the tricky relationship between reporters and sources

Last week, following form¬ 
er Union Minister Arun Jait- 
ley’s death, newspapers 
were filled with vignettes 
about him. Many journal¬ 
ists who were close to him 
shared their grief on social 
media, while others point¬ 
ed out Jaitley’s shortcom¬ 
ings and critically analysed 
his tenure as Finance Mi¬ 
nister. Heated debates 
broke out on the delicate 
art of writing an obituary. 
Fingers were pointed at re¬ 
porters and editors who 
were considered to be part 
of Jaitley’s inner coterie for 
not being “objective” in 
their reactions. 

The question of how 
close you keep a source, es¬ 
pecially a senior minister, 
an opposition leader, a bu¬ 
reaucrat, or a police officer, 
is tricky. It’s fatal for a re¬ 
porter to not have access to 
those in power. After all, 
we need their views, 
whether their comments 
are on or off the record. We 


need their perspective to 
understand events, re¬ 
marks and policies. 

The debate last week led 
me to the age-old dilemma 
on the relationship bet¬ 
ween a source and a repor¬ 
ter: How close is too close? 
The distance between a 
source and a reporter 
should be such that the 
source doesn’t hold sway 
over the reporter, while the 
reporter still gets informa¬ 
tion. Information is, after 
all, our lifeline. 

For a reporter to call a 
source every morning is 
not an unusual practice. 
But what she does after the 
phone call - that is, how 
she processes and reports 
the information she has re¬ 
ceived - is what matters. 

Sources expect a lot 
from reporters. A reporter 
is sometimes expected to 
brush under the carpet any 
scoop that could hurt their 
source and/ or their inter¬ 
ests. Often a reporter is 
simply expected to write in 
a way that could help furth¬ 


er the source’s agenda. So¬ 
metimes, reporters are ex¬ 
pected to cover up the 
source’s mistakes and 
gaffes. A senior minister 
once told me, “You write in 
your own words, just make 
sure you embellish it well”. 
I refused to respond to the 
comment and walked out 
of his office. 

Each of us reporters can 
recount endless instances 
of getting cornered in corri¬ 
dors by politicians com¬ 
plaining about their quotes 
being omitted in reports or 
not finding their names in 
the newspaper. We receive 
sarcastic text messages 
like, “Oh, I suppose your 
paper could not find 
space.” Recently, after a 
factual report on parlia¬ 
mentary proceedings was 
published, I was yelled at 
by a politician from down 
south. He went on to allege 
that I am reporting on be¬ 
half of his political rivals. 

In return for this “disser¬ 
vice”, reporters are often 
threatened that informa¬ 


tion, our currency, will be 
denied to us. “Next time 
you call me asking for de¬ 
tails, I will not pick up your 
call,” we are curtly told. So, 
reporters have to constant¬ 
ly walk a tightrope. 

This brings me to the 
task of writing obituaries. 
In a 2013 piece on the dos 
and dont’s of writing an ob¬ 
ituary, Nick Serpell, then 
Obituary Editor of BBC 
News, wrote that an obitu¬ 
ary “should be true, ba¬ 
lanced and fair in the con¬ 
text of that person’s life. It 
should neither be a eulogy 
or a character 
assassination”. 

The question is this: 
How do you stay detached 
after a source’s death when 
you have known them all 
your life, seen them 
through their highs and 
lows, and perhaps shared 
your own ups and down 
with them? You have to err 
on the side of caution, I 
have been told. Separate 
your personal grief and 
professional duty.

FIFTY YEARS AGO august 30, 1969 

Mao’s tactics enrage the Kremlin 

The border clashes between the Russians 
and the Chinese are symptomatic of a deep 
conflict between the two regimes. Each is 
now claiming that the other is unpopular 
and illegitimate. The Peking “People's Daily” 
recently said that the Russian people want to 
rise in revolution and “overthrow the Soviet 
revisionist renegade clique”. In Moscow, the 
“Literaturnaya Gazeta” asserts that there is a 
bitter struggle for power in China between 
Chairman Mao and his heir-designate Mar¬ 
shal Lin Piao and that the conflict has polar¬ 
ised into two clans. The journal thinks that 
Lin Piao will soon take over from the ageing 
Chairman. Other reports indicate that the 
Russians are considering drastic action 
against the Chinese if they escalate the bor¬ 
der clashes. It would appear that the Chi¬ 
nese have the advantage in manpower, if not 
in weapons, and could choose areas of con¬ 
flict that would favour them. Mr. Brezhnev 
has publicly stated that he would not allow 
the Soviet Union to be provoked into uncon¬ 
sidered actions, but the temperature in Rus¬ 
sia is steadily rising since the public have no 
doubts that the Chinese have embarked on a 
course of deliberate provocation.

Education in Travancore. 

(From an Editorial) 

The Travancore Government have always 
held education to be the main line of ad¬ 
vance in the progressive policy for the uplift 
of the people on modern lines; and so res¬ 
ponsive have been the people to the working 
out of this principle that Government now 
consider it necessary to review the whole 
field of Education, in order to work up to 
new educational ideals and to provide the 
necessary money for that purpose. Some 
idea of the progress made in Education for 
the decennium ending 1093 - may be found 
from the expenditure by the Government for 
that period. The gross expenditure rose 
from 7.41 lakhs in 1084 to Rs. 22.21 lakhs in 
1093 or by 200 per cent during the decade. 
For the year 1094 the revised estimate is 
nearly Rs. 23 V 2 lakhs. The proportion of ex¬ 
penditure on education to the total revenues 
of the State is now about 15 per cent which, 
by the way, is exclusive of the expenditure 
on the construction and maintenance of 
buildings. The net expenditure on education 
has advanced from Rs. 5 3 4 lakhs in 1084 to 
over 16 V 2 lakhs in 1093. 
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Those excluded will get

Other senior police officers 
did not rule out “complica¬ 
tions for months” after the 
final list. 

“The post-NRC scenario 
will be highly challenging, 
because of monitoring of 
the people to be excluded 
from the list, following up 
on their cases and sending 
people failing the legal pro¬ 
ceedings to detention 
centres,” said an officer 
above the rank of Inspector- 
General of Police, speaking 
on condition of anonymity. 

Apprehending a critical 
situation after the NRC, the 
Centre had in June decided 
to help Assam create e-Fo- 
reigners’ Tribunals and in¬ 
crease the number of Fo¬ 
reigners’ Tribunals 
quasi-judicial establish¬ 
ments headed by members 
who are lawyers and retired 
judges and bureaucrats - 
from the existing 100 to 
1,000. At least 200 of the ad¬ 


ditional Foreigners’ Tribu¬ 
nals are expected to be set 
up by September with the 
government already having 
appointed 221 new 
members. 

“It is not as if the NRC-re- 
jects would be shoved into 
the detention centres imme¬ 
diately after the final list is 
published. The process will 
take months, if not years, to 
complete as the people 
struck off the citizens’ list 
can go to the High Court and 
the Supreme Court if they 
fail to establish their citizen¬ 
ship at the Foreigners’ Tri¬ 
bunals,” the police officer 
said. 

Each person excluded 
will have a maximum of 120 
days or four months from 
the date of publication of 
the final NRC to challenge 
his or her case at a Foreign¬ 
ers’ Tribunal, which has to 
dispose of the case within 
six months.

People included in the draft 
National Register of Citizens 
(NRC) published in July 2018 
but suspected to be foreign¬ 
ers continue to receive notic¬ 
es for re-verification of their 
documents, days before the 
publication of the final citi¬ 
zens’ list. 

On Thursday, Nazir 
Ahmed of No. 4 Kumalia, Jan 
Mohammed of North Bagma 
and Suruj Ali and Achar Ali 
of Japorguri - all three villag¬ 
es in north-eastern Assam’s 
Biswanath district - ap¬ 
peared for a hearing at their 
assigned NRC service 
centres. They had received 
the re-verification notice on 
Wednesday, about 72 hours 
before the publication of the 
final NRC. 

According to the notice, a 
member each in their fami¬ 
lies was found to be ineligi¬ 
ble because of discrepancies 
discovered while scrutinis¬ 
ing their names in the draft 
NRC of July 2018. The discre¬ 
pancy was outlined as “fami¬ 


ly tree reject”. 

Each NRC applicant has to 
establish his or her family 
tree so that they are not 
linked with the wrong legacy 
person - meaning someone 
figuring in the legacy data 
comprising a set of docu¬ 
ments, including the first 
NRC of 1951 and voters’ lists 
up to March 24,1971. 


“This is not only the case 
of four persons in Biswanath 
district. Many others in the 
district and elsewhere such 
as Kamrup, Morigaon and 
Barpeta have been receiving 
re-verification notices. We 
don’t know what the motive 
is behind this when the NRC 
deadline is round the bend,” 
Azizur Rahman, adviser to 


All-Assam Minority Stu¬ 
dents’ Union, told The 
Hindu. 

The NRC authority said 
there was nothing unusual 
about such notices. “Some 
people may be summoned 
on Friday too. The process 
will continue until the dea¬ 
dline fixed by the Supreme 
Court,” a spokesperson said.

An NGO batting for the Assa¬ 
mese community on Thurs¬ 
day said the National Regis¬ 
ter of Citizens 2019 should 
be accepted as the primary 
document for Indian citi¬ 
zens of Assam while an um¬ 
brella body of tribal organi¬ 
sations said the NRC would 
be redundant if a “single 
aborigine” is kept out of it. 

Leaders of the Axom Na- 
garik Samaj (ANS) made up 
of retired government offi¬ 
cials, social entrepreneurs 
and journalists did not rule 
out discrepancies in the 
NRC to be published on Au¬ 
gust 31. “But there has been 
an attempt to undermine 
the exercise with one sec¬ 
tion projecting the Assa¬ 
mese as xenophobic and the 
other rejecting the NRC on 
the plea that it contains 
names of many foreigners,” 
ANS president and former 
Assam police chief Harek- 
rishna Deka said. 

“Both sections fail to ap¬ 
preciate the existential con¬ 
cerns of the indigenous As¬ 
samese people and are also 
unmindful of the perennial 
anxieties and uncertainties 
suffered by a section of the

religious and linguistic mi¬ 
norities in Assam in the ab¬ 
sence of a permanent solu¬ 
tion to the foreign national 
issue,” Mr. Deka said, under¬ 
lining the need to consider 
NRC 2019 as the primary 
document for citizenship in 
Assam. 

ANS vice-president Pra- 
santa Rajguru said the Assa¬ 
mese and other indigenous 
groups have felt threatened 
by almost a century of influx 
by outsiders. “People are 
speculating about how ma¬ 
ny people would be exclud¬ 
ed from the NRC. Whatever 
be the number, we think 
there should not be any cur¬ 
tailment of their human 
rights,” he said. 


Russia may offer India 
conventional submarines 



The Russian submarine will 
likely be based on the Amur 
1650 conventional subma¬ 
rine, modified to suit Indian 
requirements. 

The contenders for Pro¬ 
ject-751 are the Naval Group 
of France, Rosoboronexport 
Rubin Design Bureau of Rus¬ 
sia, ThyssenKrupp Marine 
Systems of Germany and 
Saab Group of Sweden. 

In June, the Navy issued 
the Expression of Interest 
(Eol) for short-listing poten¬ 
tial Indian strategic partners 
for the project put at 
^45,000 crore. The poten¬ 
tial strategic partners were 
asked to respond within two 
months. The Indian partn¬ 
ers will be shortlisted based 
on the technical and finan¬ 
cial capability to execute the 
project and absorb the tech¬ 
nologies. The foreign manu¬ 
facturer will be selected sep¬ 
arately. However, the 
strategic partnership is a 


long-drawn process with 
many uncertainties, as this 
model is being attempted 
for the first time. 

The Russian FGFA has 
completed its development 
cycle, and the first batch is 
being produced for delivery 
to the Russian Air Force. 
Russian officials said at the 
ongoing MAKS air show that 
the jet was also ready for ex¬ 
port. India was to have joint¬ 
ly developed its FGFA based 
on the Russian jet. But after 
protracted negotiations, In¬ 
dia decided last year not to 
go ahead with the project. 
Speaking to reporters, Vic¬ 
tor N. Kladov, Director for 
International Cooperation 
and Regional Policy at Ros- 
tec, said Russia had never 
cancelled any agreement 
with India.

Poor demand hobbling 
animal spirits, says RBI 


The RBI stressed on conti¬ 
nued policy focus on re¬ 
forms in factors of produc¬ 
tion, faster implementation 
of capital expenditure by 
public authorities, among 
others. While the central 
bank’s analysis confirms 
that a broadbased cyclical 
downturn is underway in 
several sectors like manu¬ 
facturing, trade, hotels, 
transport, communication 
and broadcasting, construc¬ 
tion; and agriculture, it ad¬ 
ded that the growth trend 
has witnessed slight moder¬ 
ation since 2016-17, contri¬ 
buted mainly by the services 
sector. 

Push for spending

assumed the highest priori¬ 
ty in 2019-20. This involves 


strengthening the banking 
and non-banking sectors, a 
big push for spending on in¬ 
frastructure and implemen¬ 
tation of much needed 
structural reforms in the 
areas of labour laws, taxa¬ 
tion, and other legal 
reforms. 

All these measures will al¬ 
so enhance ease of doing 
business in pursuit of fulfill¬ 
ing the vision of India be¬ 
coming a $5 trillion econo¬ 
my by 2024-25, the RBI said. 

On the financial sector, 
the banking regulator said 
several measures had result¬ 
ed in a decline in gross non¬ 
performing assets (GNPA) 
ratio of the banking system 
to 9.1% at end-March 2019, 
from 11.2% in the previous 
year, apart from a decline in 
fresh slippages and an im¬ 
provement in provision cov¬ 
erage ratio.

They also directed that all 
suspicious activity should 
be reported to the Marine 
Control Station, the nerve 
centre of all maritime forc¬ 
es, or the Coast Guard or the 
marine police stations. 

A statement issued by the 
Adani Port and SEZ in Mun- 
dra says, “... inputs had 
been received from coast 
guard station that Pakistani 
commandos are likely to in¬ 
filtrate into Indian territory 
through Kutch area prefera¬ 
bly via sea route to create 
communal disturbance or 
terrorist attack in Gujarat. 
All stakeholders are request¬ 
ed to institute preventive 
measures to militate hostile 
attacks and assume highest 
state of readiness and be vi¬ 



gilant towards any attempts 
to breach our coastal securi¬ 
ty.” 

An alert signed by the Sig¬ 
nal Superintendent of Deen 
Dayal Port Trust in Kandla 
asked for enhanced security 
measures that include 
“highest state of readiness 
and vigilance, the use of 
maximum possible assets 
and personnel to plug vul¬ 
nerable areas, the tracking 
of suspicious individuals or 
boats, and patrolling along 
the coast.” 

On Monday, Navy Chief 
Admiral Karambir Singh cit¬ 
ed intelligence reports to 
claim that Pakistan-based 
Jaish-e-Mohammad was 
training members for un¬ 
derwater attacks in India. 



No visible rush of foreigners 
after 1971, says rights group 


Don’t treat children as collateral 
damage, NGO tells authorities 


‘Assam saw a huge influx of immigrants from 1901 to 1971’ 


‘Government should protect them from all forms of abuse’

A Delhi-based rights group, 
citing Census reports, says 
there has been no noticeable 
influx of foreigners into As¬ 
sam after 1971, the base year 
for filtering out non-citizens 
from the updated National 
Register of Citizens (NRC), 
which is to be published on 
August 31. 

A report titled “Foreign¬ 
ers in Assam: a blast from 
the past” released by the 
Rights and Risks Analysis 
Group on Thursday says the 
State witnessed a huge in¬ 
flux of immigrants from 1901 
to 1971. But the influx re¬ 
duced drastically thereafter. 

“As per the Census of In¬ 
dia, Assam’s average decadal 
population growth rate was 


23.95% from 1901 to 1971 
against the all-India average 
of 12.9%. During these 70 
years, the average decadal 
growth rate of population in 
Assam was almost double 
that of India and it changed 
the demographic character 
of Assam. But the All Assam 
Students Union (AASU) had 
accepted the immigrants of 
this period as citizens of In¬ 
dia under the Assam Ac¬ 
cord,” the report says. 

“The Census of India’s 
‘Decadal Variation in Popu¬ 
lation Since 1901 to 2011’ also 
states that Assam’s decadal 
population growth has been 
consistently lower (20.9%) 
than the national average of 
21.94% from 1971 to 2011,” 
the report says. “In fact, 
from 1971 to 2011, Assam had 


the lowest average decadal 
population growth rate in 
the north-eastern region 
with Nagaland having the 
highest average decadal 
population growth rate of 
42.52%, followed by Mizo¬ 
ram with 35.14%, Arunachal 
Pradesh with 31.25%, Megh¬ 
alaya with 30.88%, Manipur 
with 27.78%, and Tripura 
24.27%,” the report says. 

“If abnormal population 
growth rate as reflected in 
census reports is the deter¬ 
minant for the influx of fo¬ 
reigners, Assam did not wit¬ 
ness any noticeable influx of 
foreigners in the post-1971 
period. At least, major influx 
is not supported by Census 
statistics,” says the rights 
group’s director, Suhas 
Chakma.

An Assam-based NGO spe¬ 
cialising in child rights has 
warned of the psychological 
impact of the National Regis¬ 
ter of Citizens (NRC) on chil¬ 
dren, and asked the authori¬ 
ties not to treat them as 
“collateral damage” from 
the expensive exercise. 

The final NRC is sche¬ 
duled to be published on Au¬ 
gust 31. There are fears that 
at least 20 lakh people - ma¬ 
ny of them children - would 
be labelled foreigners after 
being excluded from the list. 

The Universal Team for 
Social Action and Help (UT- 
SAH) took to social media to 
remind the government of 
the need to honour India’s 
commitment to the United 


Nations Convention on the 
Rights of the Child. 

“We support NRC as a lo¬ 
cal organisation, but a viola¬ 
tion of children’s rights can¬ 
not be treated as collateral 
damage acceptable in pur¬ 
suit of an exercise deemed to 
be in national interest. The 
government should ensure 
the protection of children 
from all forms of physical 
and psychological abuse 
without discrimination of 
any kind,” Utsah executive 
director Miguel Das Queah 
said. 

Fact-finding panel 

He said his NGO would con¬ 
stitute a fact-finding commit¬ 
tee after the publication of 
the final NRC list and suggest 
rectification if any violation 


of children’s rights was 
found. 

In a 2018 report. Amnesty 
International said there 
were 31 children in Assam’s 
detention centres for de¬ 
clared foreigners and some 
of them had come of age in 
captivity without access to 
counselling. It said that girls 
were allowed to stay with 
their mothers while boys 
above the age of six were 
sent out of the centres. 

A 2018 National Human 
Rights Commission report 
on Assam’s detention 
centres underlined the need 
for caring and protecting 
children of “foreigners” in 
detention camps under the 
Juvenile Justice (Care and 
Protection of Children) Act, 
2015.

The BJP on Thursday an¬ 
nounced that it had, through 
a six-week membership 
drive, managed to increase 
the recruitment into the par¬ 
ty by nearly 50%, or nearly 
seven crore new members. 
The conclusion of the drive 
on August 20 signalled the 
start of its internal election 
process. 

At a press briefing at the 
BJP headquarters, its work¬ 
ing president, J.P. Nadda, 
said a new party president 
would be elected by Decem¬ 
ber. Mr. Nadda said the pro¬ 
cess of collection of data on 
the new members was on 
and once it ended, the par¬ 
ty’s total membership would 
be 18 crore. 

“The online registration 


for membership is at 
5,81,34,242 crore, which is 
already 50% more than our 
current membership; offline 
registrations are at 62,32,957 
lakh; and matched up with 


the missed call membership 
drive, the total number of 
new members will be 
around 7 crore,” he said. 

The target of new mem¬ 
bership was at 2.2 crore over 


the 11-crore membership 
that was done in 2015. The 
number exceeded the target 
as there was “great enthu¬ 
siasm” about the BJP among 
the masses. 

Exceeding expectations 

Among the States where the 
membership drive exceeded 
expectations was West Ben¬ 
gal, where 80 lakh new 
members have joined. In 
Jammu and Kashmir, it was 
six lakh (no separate figures 
were provided for Jammu 
and the Valley). 

Former Madhya Pradesh 
Chief Minister Shivraj Singh 
Chouhan, who has been in 
charge of the membership 
drive, to a query on Jammu 
and Kashmir, said young wo¬ 
men in the proposed Union 
Territory had shown enthu¬ 


siasm in joining the party. 
“The Sher-e-Kashmir Con¬ 
vention Centre in Srinagar 
was packed when our drive 
was on,” he said. 

“At the conclusion of the 
membership drive, the pro¬ 
cess of internal election will 
begin in September from the 
booth level onwards, and 
once 50% of these booth, 
district and State level polls 
are done, a new national 
party president will be elect¬ 
ed, around December,” Mr. 
Nadda said. 

The latest membership 
drive started on July 6, with 
Prime Minister Narendra 
Modi and BJP president Amit 
Shah launching it from Vara¬ 
nasi and Telangana, respec¬ 
tively, on party ideologue 
Syama Prasad Mookerjee’s 
birth anniversary. 


Bypolls to two

Solicitor General Tushar 
Mehta, for ED, told the Su¬ 
preme Court that complete 
transparency towards an ac¬

him to tamper with evidence 
of money laundering. A tell- 
all policy in favour of ac¬ 
cused persons destroys 
cases. 

Mr. Mehta said it was “pre¬ 
posterous and absurd” for 
Mr. Chidambaram to claim 
that only evidence he was 
privy to should have been 
shown to the Delhi High 
Court. Such an approach, if 
adopted, would affect other 
sensitive investigations into 
Vijay Mallya, Mehul Choksi, 
Nirav Modi, Saradha chit 
fund and terror funding cas-

es. “It will result in disas¬ 
trous consequences,” Mr. 
Mehta submitted on 
Thursday. 

“The art of investigation is 


that we reveal only certain 
things. If we confront him 
with 15 money trails when he 
really has 30, he will do his 
best to wipe out the rest,” 
Mr. Mehta reasoned. 

At the end of the fourth 
day of arguments, a Bench of 
Justices R. Banumathi and 
A.S. Bopanna reserved for 
orders the appeal made by 
Mr. Chidambaram for pro¬ 
tection from arrest. 

The court said its order 
would be given on Septem¬ 
ber 5 and extended the inte¬ 
rim protection from arrest 
till then.

The meet, originally 
scheduled for October, had 
been postponed as arran¬ 
gements, including those 
for security for the dele¬ 
gates, could not be made in 
time. 

“There is no time to 
make the preparations and 
arrange the logistics,” said 
the official speaking on 
condition of anonymity. “It 
has been decided to post¬ 
pone the summit by a 
month.” 

Navin K. Choudhary, 
Principal Secretary, Indus¬ 
try & Commerce and Tou¬ 
rism Department, Jammu 
& Kashmir, announced on 
August 13 that the summit 
would be held in Srinagar 
and Jammu from October 
12 to 14. 

Union Ministers, repre¬ 
sentatives of various State 
governments and top in¬ 
dustrialists and business 
groups of the country were 
expected to participate. 

Another official said that 
the Cabinet Secretary was 
monitoring the situation in 
the Kashmir Valley. “All Mi¬ 
nistries have been asked to 
make a blueprint on how 
they could generate em¬ 
ployment and contribute 
to development in J&K,” 
the official said.

Three days after U.S. Presi¬ 
dent Donald Trump met 
Prime Minister Narendra Mo¬ 
di in France and discussed 
the situation in Kashmir, 
American officials said they 
were “concerned” about the 
continuing communication 
restrictions and detentions. 

Mr. Trump had said that 
during their discussion on 
the Kashmir issue, Mr. Modi 
had said that he “really feels 
he has it under control”, and 
that India and Pakistan could 
resolve the issue bilaterally. 

Sources told The Hindu 
that diplomats from different 
embassies, including senior 
U.S. and U.K. officials, had 


been meeting External Af¬ 
fairs Ministry officials over 
the past few days to stress 
that they were watching the 
situation closely. 

A U.S. Embassy spokes¬ 
person said on Thursday: 


“We continue to be very con¬ 
cerned by reports of deten¬ 
tions and the continued res¬ 
trictions on the residents of 
the region. We urge respect 
for human rights, com¬ 
pliance with legal proce¬ 


dures, and inclusive dialogue 
with those affected. We wel¬ 
come Prime Minister Modi’s 
statement that J&K will soon 
return to a normal political 
status.” 

The spokesperson added, 
“We call on all parties to 
maintain peace and stability 
along the Line of Control and 
to prevent cross-border ter¬ 
rorism. We continue to sup¬ 
port direct dialogue between 
India and Pakistan on Kash¬ 
mir and other issues of con¬ 
cern.” 

The comments, which al¬ 
so addressed recent state¬ 
ments by Pakistan Prime Mi¬ 
nister Imran Khan, said: 
“The United States is watch¬ 
ing the situation in Jammu 


and Kashmir closely. We con¬ 
tinue to call for calm and res¬ 
traint, including on rhetor¬ 
ic...We note the broader 
implications of the develop¬ 
ments in Jammu and Kash¬ 
mir and the potential for in¬ 
creased instability in the 
region.” 

The comments came on a 
day Human Rights Watch is¬ 
sued a statement urging the 
government to lift the com¬ 
munication shutdown and al¬ 
leging that the curbs had 
caused “disproportionate 
harm on the population”. 

The government has 
maintained that the restric¬ 
tions are necessary to pre¬ 
vent large-scale violence and 
subvert terrorist threats.

We 
strongly condemn highly ir¬ 
responsible statements 
made by the Pakistani lea¬ 
dership that called for jihad 
and intended to present an 
alarmist situation in India,” 
Mr. Kumar said. 

The statement came a 
day after Islamabad’s Hu¬ 
man Rights Minister Shireen 
Mazari wrote to several UN 
officials citing human rights 
violations in Kashmir after 
India ended the special sta¬ 
tus of Jammu and Kashmir 
on August 5 and bifurcated 
the territory. 

The Minister has argued 
in her public statements 
that the right of self-deter¬ 
mination is a “legally enfor¬ 
ceable” right. 

However, Mr. Kumar said 
he would not like to lend

“The letter is not even 
worth the paper on which it 
was written on,” said Mr. Ku¬ 
mar, who urged Pakistan to 
behave like a “normal coun¬ 
try”.

Tribunal upholds ban on 
SIMI for another five years 

‘Its activists are under an umbrella of frontal organisations’

The Union Home Ministry 
has told a tribunal that the 
Students Islamic of India (SI- 
MI) is filing applications un¬ 
der the Right to Information 
Act (RTI) to help its mem¬ 
bers who are facing trial in 
various courts. 

Based on the submissions 
made by the Ministry and 
State police departments, a 
tribunal constituted under 
the Unlawful Activities (Pre¬ 
vention) Act (UAPA) has 
upheld the ban against SIMI 
for another five years. The 
outfit was first banned in 
2001, and this is the eighth 
time it has been banned. 

To impose the fresh ban, 
the tribunal examined at 
least 34 cases registered 
against the members and 
former members of SIMI by 
the police across the coun¬ 
try after January 2014. In a 
75-page order, the tribunal 
headed by Justice Mukta 
Gupta said some of the 
members and activists of Sl¬

MI are working under the 
“umbrella of frontal organi¬

SIMI. “One of the (sealed) re¬ 
ports also note about a one- 
month campaign organised 
by activists of SIMI under the 
name and banner of an um¬ 
brella organisation and that 
the activists of SIMI and 
some of their members and 
sympathisers are filing RTI 
applications in the various 
proceedings to help the ac¬ 
cused or members in the 
trials for committing various 
offences. The sealed cover 
placed on record by S.C.L. 
Das, Joint Secretary, MHA,” 
the tribunal ruled. 

The Tamil Nadu police de¬ 
posed that “SIMI activists/ 
cadres are regrouping them¬ 
selves under the banner of 
Wahadat-e-Islaami Hind 
(WelH) to expand their mili¬ 
tant outreach among Mus¬ 
lim youth under the guise of 
spreading Islamic ideology. 
SIMI activists under the 
guise of WelH continue to 
hold meetings, classes, sym¬ 
posium, seminars etc. to 
spread their anti-national 
ideology.”

Union Minister for Infor¬ 
mation and Broadcasting

Pradesh, Punjab and Ha¬ 
ryana, Rajasthan and Kera¬ 
la High Courts, V. Ramasu- 
bramanian, Krishna 
Murari, S. Ravindra Bhat 
and Hrishikesh Roy, res¬ 
pectively, as Supreme 
Court judges. 

The vacancies in the 
court have increased to 
four after the Supreme 
Court (Number of Judges) 
Bill of 2019 was made a law 
and following the recent 
retirement of Justice A.M. 
Sapre. The new law in¬ 
creased the judicial 
strength from 31 to 34, in¬ 
cluding the CJI.

Companies operating news 
portals expressed disap¬ 
pointment on Thursday 
with the government’s new 
Foreign Direct Investment 
(FDI) policy capping the in¬ 
vestment in digital media at 
26%, saying that the mea¬ 
sure would impact both ex¬ 
isting digital platforms as al¬ 
so affect new platforms that 
may be looking to expand. 

On Wednesday, Com¬ 
merce Minister Piyush Goyal 
announced that the Cabinet 
had cleared FDI up to 26% 
under the “government 
route” for digital media 
companies that upload or 
stream news and current af¬ 
fairs. 

This is a departure from 
the existing policy, as until 
now only the print media 
and news broadcast televi¬ 
sion companies in India 




have had FDI caps of 26% 
and 49%, respectively. 

Several digital media out¬ 
lets that The Hindu spoke to 
were unwilling to speak on 
record but explained that 
some of them would likely 
have to restructure and look 
for Indian investors as they 
had more than 26% foreign 
investment. 

“The Indian investors are 
not bullish and are mostly 
reluctant to invest in media 
portals, more so in the cur¬ 
rent economic situation,” 
said Vignesh Vellore, CEO of 



The News Minute. “The new 
policy hurts smaller players 
like us and the ones who are 
looking to launch new pro¬ 
jects. In future, when we 
have to look at investments 
to scale up our operations, 
this kind of cap will be very 
discouraging,” he said. 

“Digital news media was 
unregulated & thriving so 
far. 100% FDI was allowed in 
start ups. Now govt wants to 
limit FDI to 26%.This is re¬ 
gressive. Cos already operat¬ 
ing with 50% or 100% FDI 
will have to divest foreign 
equity in favour of domestic 
when capital is scarce and 
scared!” M. K. Venu, a 
founding editor of The Wire , 
tweeted. 

In a series of tweets, Nik- 
hil Pahwa, founder of Media- 
nama, a portal dedicated to 
digital business, described 
the new policy as ‘restric¬ 
tive’.

The same oceans that nour¬ 
ished human evolution are 
poised to unleash misery on 
a global scale unless the car¬ 
bon pollution destabilising 
Earth’s marine environment 
is brought to heel, warns a 
draft UN report obtained by 
AFP. 

Destructive changes alrea¬ 
dy set in motion could see a 
steady decline in fish stocks, 
a hundred-fold or more in¬ 
crease in the damages 
caused by superstorms, and 
hundreds of millions of peo¬ 
ple displaced by rising seas, 
according to the Intergo¬ 
vernmental Panel on Climate 
Change (IPCC) “special re¬ 
port” on oceans and Earth's 
frozen zones, known as the 
cryosphere. As the 21st cen¬ 
tury unfolds, melting gla¬ 
ciers will first give too much 


and then too little to billions 
who depend on them for 
fresh water, it finds. 

Without deep cuts to man¬ 
made emissions, at least 30% 
of the northern hemis¬ 
phere’s surface permafrost 
could melt by century’s end. 


unleashing billions of tonnes 
of carbon and accelerating 
global warming even more. 

The 900-page scientific 
assessment is the fourth 
such tome from the UN in 
less than a year, with others 
focused on a 1.5-Celsius cap 


on global warming, the state 
of biodiversity, and how to 
manage forests and the glo¬ 
bal food system. 

All four conclude that hu¬ 
manity must overhaul the 
way it produces and con¬ 
sumes almost everything to 


avoid the worst ravages of cli¬ 
mate change and environ¬ 
mental degradation. 

Governments meet in Mo¬ 
naco next month to vet the 
new report’s official sum¬ 
mary. The final advice to pol¬ 
icymakers will be released 
on September 25. 

Extreme events 

By 2050, many low-lying me¬ 
gacities and small island na¬ 
tions will experience “ex¬ 
treme sea level events” every 
year, the report concludes. 

Even if the world manages 
to cap global warming at two 
degrees Celsius, the global 
ocean waterline will rise 
enough to displace more 250 
million people. 

The report indicated this 
could happen as soon as 
2100, though some experts 
think it is more likely to hap¬ 
pen on a longer timescale.

U.S. troops were first sent 
to Afghanistan after the Sep-

tember 11, 2001 terrorist at¬ 
tacks on U.S. soil carried out 
by al-Qaeda, which was shel¬ 
tered by the former Taliban 
regime. 

Washington now wants to 
end its military involvement 
and has been talking to the 
Taliban since at least 2018. 
Mr. Trump says that troops 


will only be reduced when 
the Taliban gives a guaran¬ 
tee that its territory will not 
be used by al-Qaeda or other 
international militant 
groups. 

‘High intelligence’ 

Mr. Trump underlined that 
there was to be no complete 
withdrawal, keeping a force 
that would provide “high in¬ 
telligence.” “You have to 
keep a presence,” he said. 

Meanwhile, Defense Se¬ 
cretary Mark Esper, who was 
confirmed as the Pentagon 
chief a month ago, told re¬ 
porters that talks with the 
Taliban in Qatar must gua¬ 
rantee that Afghanistan “is 
no longer a safe haven for 
terrorists to attack the U.S.”

Mr. Conte, who told re¬ 
porters he would present a 
cabinet list to the President 
in the coming days, said his 
priority was to draft a 2020 
budget. 

The creation of a new go¬ 
vernment is not yet a done 
deal, however, and the two 
parties still need to agree a 
shared policy platform and 
divide up cabinet posts. 

In a further complication, 
5-Star has promised to put 
the deal with the PD to an 
online vote of its members. 
Many 5-Star supporters op¬ 
pose a pact with the centre- 
left and a ‘yes’ vote is not a 
certainty. 


Gillibrand ends U.S. presidential bid 

The #MeToo proponent pulled out of the Democratic race over low polling, funds

Democrat Kirsten Gillibrand 
dropped out of the presiden¬ 
tial race on Wednesday, 
abruptly ending a campaign 
that drew on her strong #Me- 
Too credentials and looked 
formidable but instead col¬ 
lapsed amid surprisingly low 
polling and major fundrais¬ 
ing struggles. 

“I know this isn’t the re¬ 
sult that we wanted,” the 52- 
year-old New York Senator 
said in an online video, in 
which she did not endorse 
any other 2020 Democratic 
White House hopeful. “But 
it’s important to know when 
it’s not your time.” 

The decision came as Ms. 
Gillibrand failed to qualify 
for a debate coming next 


month in Houston by not hit¬ 
ting 2% in at least four ap¬ 
proved public opinion polls 
while securing 1,30,000 un¬ 
ique donors despite spend¬ 
ing millions on online and 
TV ads to woo people contri¬ 
buting as little as $1. That 
proved especially embar¬ 
rassing since candidates who 
began the race with far lower 
national profiles, including 
businessman Andrew Yang, 
made it. 

On the eve of Wednes¬ 
day’s qualifying deadline, 
Ms. Gillibrand sat down with 
her family and decided that 
if a pair of polls set to be re¬ 
leased the following morn¬ 
ing didn’t help her meet the 
polling threshold, she’d drop 
out. Both ultimately showed 
her at 0%.

To get to the U.S. House, 
Ms. Gillibrand had topped an 
incumbent Republican in a 
conservative part of upstate 
New York in 2007, and she 
was appointed to the Senate 
two years later, filling the 
seat vacated by Hillary Clin¬ 
ton. 


She later retained the seat 
during a 2010 special elec¬ 
tion, as well as in 2012 and 
2018. 

Vocal in the Senate on 
curbing sexual harassment 
and military sexual assault, 
and promoting equal pay for 
women and family leave, Ms. 
Gillibrand made those and 
her staunch defence of abor¬ 
tion rights the core of her 
presidential bid. 

She stood out in the 
packed Democratic presi¬ 
dential field by becoming the 
first to declare she’d only ap¬ 
point judges to the Supreme 
Court who consider the 
landmark 1973 Roe v. Wade 
decision legalising abortion 
nationwide settled law, 
though most of her competi¬ 
tors quickly followed suit.

Prime Minister Boris John¬ 
son’s suspension of Parlia¬ 
ment just weeks before Bri¬ 
tain’s EU departure date 
faced legal challenges on 
Thursday. 

Mr. Johnson announced 
the surprise decision on 
Wednesday to dismiss Par¬ 
liament next month for near¬ 
ly five weeks, claiming his 
new government needed to 
start afresh in order to pur¬ 
sue a “bold and ambitious” 
post-Brexit domestic 
agenda. 

But the move ahead of the 
October 31 Brexit date sent 
shockwaves through the 


British political system. 

Mr. Johnson’s opponents 
labelled the suspension of 
Parliament a “coup” and a 
“constitutional outrage”. 

Main opposition Labour 
leader Jeremy Corbyn is 
mulling a no-confidence 
vote against Mr. Johnson’s 
Conservative government, 
which commands a majority 
of just one seat. 

It prompted immediate 
court bids in London, Edin¬ 
burgh and Belfast to halt the 
process. 

A ruling is expected in the 
Edinburgh case on Friday. 

Gina Miller, a businesswo¬ 
man and leading anti-Brexit 
campaigner, has applied for 


an urgent judicial review in 
London challenging “the ef¬ 
fect and the intention” of the 
suspension. 

In Scotland’s highest civil 
court, 75 MPs are seeking an 
interim interdict to halt Mr. 
Johnson move. 

Meanwhile, campaigner 
Raymond McCord launched 
a legal bid in Belfast to block 
Mr. Johnson’s move, with a 
hearing set for Friday. 

An online petition seeking 
to block the decision unless 
Brexit is delayed or can¬ 
celled had garnered around 
1.5 million signatures on 
Thursday. 

Mass protests are planned 
across Britain on Saturday.

Yemen’s government on 
Thursday accused the UAE 
of launching air strikes 
against its troops in the inte¬ 
rim capital Aden in support 
of separatists who say they 
have regained control of the 
southern city.

“The Yemeni government 
condemns the Emirati air 
strikes against government 
forces in the interim capital 
Aden and in Zinjibar, which 
resulted in civilian and mili¬ 


tary casualties,” Deputy Fo¬ 
reign Minister Mohammad 
al-Hadhrami said in a tweet. 

He urged Saudi Arabia “to 
stand by the legitimate go¬ 
vernment and stop this ille¬ 
gal and unjustified military 
escalation”. 

The fighting has opened a 
new front in a complex war 
that has already claimed 
tens of thousands of lives 
and sparked what the Unit¬ 
ed Nations calls the world’s 
worst humanitarian crisis. 

The UN said at least 13 pe¬ 
ople were reported to have 
been killed and 70 wounded 
during clashes this week. 

The clashes between sep¬ 
aratists and government 
forces have raised concerns 
that the famine-threatened 
country could break apart 
entirely.

The £2,000 currency notes 
introduced during the de¬ 
monetisation exercise of 
2016 have dropped in circu¬ 
lation in the last one year 
ended in March 2019. 

According to data in the 
Reserve Bank of India’s an¬ 
nual report, there were 
3,363 million pieces of such 
notes in circulation as at end 
March 2018, which was 3.3% 
of the total currency in circu¬ 
lation, in terms of volume. In 
value terms, the £2,000 
notes’ share in total curren¬ 
cy circulation was 37.3%. 

The number of pieces 
dropped to 3,291 million in 
the year ended March 2019, 
which was 3% in terms of 
volume and 31.2% in value of

The £500 notes, as at end 
March 2019, was 19.8% of the 
total circulation in volume

So, in value terms, the

half of the currency in 
circulation. 

“In value terms, the share 
of £500 and £2,000 bank¬ 
notes, which had together 
accounted for 80.2% of the 
total value of banknotes in 
circulation at end-March 
2018, increased to 82.2% at 
end-March 2019. 

There was a sharp in¬ 
crease in the value of £>00 
banknotes in circulation - 
from 42.9% to 51.0% over the 
year,” the report said. 


Bank frauds rise 74%, says RBI 

Lenders, on average, took 55 months to report large frauds

MUMBAI 

Bank frauds saw a whopping 
73.8% jump in value in 2018- 
19 as compared to the pre¬ 
vious year. In terms of num¬ 
ber of cases, it was up 15%, 
the RBI’s annual report said. 

“The number of cases of 
frauds reported by banks in¬ 
creased by 15% in 2018-19 on 
a year-on-year basis, with 
the amount involved rising 
by 73.8%, though mostly re¬ 
lated to occurrences in ear¬ 
lier years,” the report said. 

Banks had taken 55 
months, on an average, to 
report large frauds. 

The overall average lag 
between the date of occur¬ 
rence and its detection by 
banks was 22 months, the 
RBI report said. 

The average lag for large

frauds, that is £100 crore 
and above, which amounted 
to £52,200 crore in 2018-19, 
was 55 months. 

PSBs lead the pack 

Among bank groups, public 
sector banks (PSBs), which 
constitute the largest market 
share in bank lending, have 
accounted for the bulk of 
frauds reported in 2018-19. 
These were followed by priv¬ 
ate sector banks and foreign 
banks. 

“Cheating and forgery 
was the major component, 
followed by misappropria¬ 


tion and criminal breach of 
trust,” it said. 

While the total number of 
counterfeit notes detected 
had fallen in 2018-19 to 
3,17,384 pieces from 
5,22,783 pieces in the pre¬ 
vious years, what’s interest¬ 
ing is that 717 such notes of 
£1,000 denomination had 
been detected. 

The £1,000 notes were 
withdrawn from circulation 
on November 8, 2016. The 
number of £2,000 counter¬ 
feit notes detected also in¬ 
creased in 2018-19 to 21,847 
pieces from 17,929 pieces, 
the data showed. 

There was also a sharp in¬ 
crease in the new £500 
notes category, with 21,865 
counterfeit notes detected 
as compared to 9,892 in the 
previous year.

Ever since the Reserve Bank 
of India (RBI) announced a 
jaw-dropping surplus of 
£1,23,414 crore for 2018-19 
(July-June accounting year), 
the question that has been 
uppermost on everyone’s 
mind is: how did the central 
bank post such a massive 
surplus? 

In the immediate two pre¬ 
ceding years, 2017-18 and 
2016-17, the surpluses were 
only £50,004 crore and 
£10,663 crore respectively. 

The RBI Annual Report for 
2018-19, released on Thurs¬ 
day, provides the answers. 
There are two basic reasons 
for the impressive surge. 

Dollar value 

First, a huge £28,998 crore 
gain from foreign exchange 
transactions thanks mainly 


to a change in accounting 
policy. Until last year, when 
the RBI sold dollars in the 
market (to support the ru¬ 
pee), the gain or loss was cal¬ 


culated based on the pre¬ 
vious Friday’s market value 
of the dollar. This policy was 
changed this year to reflect 
the historical acquisition 


cost of the dollar. A rough, 
back-of-the-envelope calcu¬ 
lation puts this historical cost 
at around £53. This means 
that, if the RBI were to sell 


the dollar in the market to¬ 
day at around £72, it stands 
to gain £19 for every unit it 
sells. 

In the previous year, the 


RBI posted a loss of £4,067 
crore from similar transac¬ 
tions. Former top RBI offi¬ 
cials say that the change in 
policy is not inappropriate as 
the earlier method resulted 
in understatement of gains. 
The RBI has been buying dol¬ 
lars regularly since the 1991 
crisis to build up its reserves 
at rates much lower than the 
prevailing one. 

When it sells those dol¬ 
lars, the actual gains have to 
be computed in reference to 
the weighted average acqui¬ 
sition cost and not that of the 
previous Friday. 

The second reason for the 
higher surplus is a leap in in¬ 
terest income which was 
higher by £12,966 crore com¬ 
pared to 2017-18. The RBI 
conducted several rounds of 
open market operations 
(OMO) last year to infuse li¬ 
quidity leading to a 57% 


jump in its holding of govern¬ 
ment bonds. 

As per estimates by SBI 
Research, the RBI purchased 
a whopping £1,31,100 crore 
net of government bonds in 
2018-19 through OMOs. 

Interest from bond hold¬ 
ings alone was higher by 
£10,375 crore while Liquidity 
Adjustment Facility (LAF) 
operations yielded another 
£1,046 crore as interest earn¬ 
ings. 

Last year, the central bank 
had paid interest of £9,541 
crore to banks as it absorbed 
excess liquidity from the 
market. The liquidity infu¬ 
sion operations resulted in a 
rise in currency in circula¬ 
tion by a good 13.43% to 
£21,68,797 crore as of June 30 
this year. 

The RBI’s balance sheet 
size grew by 13.41% to 
£41,02,905 crore in 2018-19.

The “hurried and un¬ 
planned” roll-out of the 
GST has not only led to 
lower tax collections, but 
has also allowed frauds 
worth more than £45,000 
crore to take place. West 
Bengal Finance Minister 
Amit Mitra wrote in a letter 
to Union Finance Minister 
Nirmala Sitharaman. 

“I am shocked to learn 
about the massive fraud 
taking place under the GST 
structure,” he wrote. “The 
scale of this fraud has been 
quantified by a written res¬ 
ponse in the Rajya Sabha 
by the Minister of State for 
Finance Anurag Singh Tha- 
kur, [who said] a stagger¬ 
ing amount of £45,682 
crore of tax fraud was de¬ 
tected under the GST since 
its roll-out.” Mr. Mitra ad¬ 
ded that he had warned 
the government that giving 
up on the concept of in¬ 
voice matching would lead 
to widespread tax frauds.

ing the most to the day’s 
losses. 

The broader Nifty ended 
the day at 10,948.30, down 
97.80 points or 0.89%. 

Market participants attri¬ 
buted the day’s fall to mixed 
global cues and the in¬ 
creased volatility due to ex¬ 
piry of the derivatives 
contracts. 

“Volatility remained high 
especially in F&O counters 


due to unwinding and rollov¬ 
er of the positions, while the 
broader indices remained 
under pressure,” said Ajit 
Mishra, vice president - re¬ 
search, Religare Broking. 

“In the absence of any 
major domestic event, glo¬ 
bal cues will continue to dic¬ 
tate the market trend. Indi¬ 
cations are in favour of 
further consolidation in Nif¬ 
ty, thus traders should focus 
more on stock selection and 
trade management,” he ad¬ 


ded. Foreign investors conti¬ 
nued to sell Indian equities 
with provisional numbers 
showing overseas investors 
as net sellers at £987 crore.

the services of Mr. Takkar. 

“The board of directors 
of ICRA Limited, at a meet¬ 
ing today, after due consid¬ 
eration and taking into ac¬ 
count the best interests of 
the company and its various 
stakeholders, has decided 
to terminate the employ¬ 
ment of Mr. Naresh Takkar 
as managing director and 
group CEO of ICRA, effective 
immediately,” said the agen¬ 
cy in a filing. 

“ICRA remains commit¬ 
ted to ensuring the indepen¬ 
dence and integrity of its 
ratings process and sound 
corporate governance,” it 
added. 

While the board will com¬ 
mence a search for a re-

placement, Vipul Agarwal, 
who was appointed interim 
chief operating officer on Ju¬ 
ly 1, would be responsible 
for the daily operations until 
a new CEO is appointed. 

Mr. Takkar was sent on 
compulsory leave in July. 

The statement comes al¬ 
most four months after the 
agency - without naming 
IL&FS or any of its subsidiar¬ 
ies - disclosed that the Se¬ 
curities and Exchange 
Board of India had initiated 
adjudication proceedings in 
a matter related to rating as¬ 
signed to one of its clients 
and its subsidiaries.

‘Total privatisation of AI needed’ 

‘Govt, has realised the need for its complete exit’

The government will embark on ‘to¬ 
tal’, or 100%, privatisation of Air In¬ 
dia, Minister of State for Civil Avia¬ 
tion Hardeep Singh Puri said on 
Thursday. 

“The government’s determina¬ 
tion to privatise AI is a given, it’s un¬ 
diluted. It should be total privatisa¬ 
tion. We have to get the best 
possible deal in the shortest time 
possible,” Mr. Puri said at a press 
conference. In its earlier attempt at 
disinvestment of Air India, the go¬ 
vernment had sought to sell 76% of 
its stake and retain the remainder. 

The government’s refusal to exit 
completely from Air India was 
among the main reasons why no 
private player came forward to par¬ 
ticipate in the privatisation process. 

The Minister explained that the 
Group of Ministers headed by Amit 


Shah was likely to meet ‘in the next 
few days’, to look at the proposal 
prepared by the Ministry of Civil 
Aviation and reviewed by the Com¬ 
mittee of Secretaries in a recent 
meeting. The Minister said there 
were players interested in Air India. 

The government has learnt from 
its past mistakes and, therefore, has 
realised the need for a complete exit 
from Air India. Another major ob¬ 
stacle it has sought to circumvent is 
the huge debt size of 758,000 crore 
until March 2019. 

It has hived off 729,000 crore of 
this and transferred it to a special 
purpose vehicle to provide relief to 
the airline in terms of interest it has 
to pay on the debt as well as to at¬ 
tract private players. 

The Minister refused to comment 
if the government would retire more 
debt when it offers the national car¬ 
rier for privatisation again.

However, he felt that while 
this would kindle the inter¬ 
est of global miners, they 
would need increased ease- 
of-doing business and time- 
bound approvals before 
they invest here. 

“The government has ta¬ 
ken a slew of measures, but 
more needs to be done - 
they look for large mines 
and a simplified single-win¬ 
dow for mining leases and 
environmental and forest 
clearances,” he said. 

In India, it takes at least 
six years from getting a 
mine allocation to actually 
starting mining operations. 

This has now been fixed 
at 66 months. The Coal Mi¬ 
nistry is taking steps such as 
doing away with the need 
for prior approval before a 
State government hands ov¬ 
er the mining lease, which 
typically takes 6-12 months. 


“Overseas investors 
usually do not view such 
long timelines favourably,” 
Mr. Bhattacharyya said, ad¬ 
ding India was among the 
few countries that still offer 
opportunities in the sector 
as most western countries 
had shut down coal mines. 

He added that increased 
mining will also lower 
“avoidable imports of coal 
that India has to make due 
to the prevalent demand- 
supply gap. CIL’s produc¬ 
tion is growing at a fast clip, 
but in 2018-19 India spent 
about $8 billion on import¬ 
ing 125 million tonnes of 
coal for non-coastal thermal 
plants.” 

Vedanta chairman Anil 
Agarwal said, “100% FDI in 
mining... will send a positive 
signal to global investors 
and give a significant push 
to the economy.” 

A senior Essar official told 
The Hindu, “India is one of 
the largest importers of 
thermal coal. Government 
allowing 100% FDI in coal 
mining will attract global 
miners of the likes of BHP 
and Anglo American. This 
will result in FDI inflow 
along with updated technol¬ 
ogy, and increase India’s 
coal production.” The Coal 
India chairman could not be 
reached for his comments.

Layer cake Comics 
a re just the story, 
says Devdutt

It is perhaps easier to find a needle 
in a haystack than ask Devdutt Pat¬ 
tanaik a question on Indian mythol¬ 
ogy that he has not answered be¬ 
fore. For through 40-plus books, 
1,000-plus columns and several 
talk shows, Devdutt, 48, has ex¬ 
plored a multitude of mythological 
topics. 

Devdutt was at The Raja Ravi Var- 
ma Heritage Foundation in Benga¬ 
luru earlier this week to offer an in¬ 
sight into the setting and thought 
behind Ravi Varma’s paintings. 
Devdutt discusses the master artist 
and more. 

Excerpts: 

What fascinates you about 
Raja Ravi Varma’s art? 

• It is popular. I am interested in 
how old ideas are expressed in 
modern language. In the 19th and 
early 20th Century, gods became 
more human. 

There was a shift in their appea¬ 
rance. After Ravi Varma, they 
looked like you and me. Before 
that, they did not. 

They had bigger eyes and things 
like that... it wasn’t realism. 

Did Raja Ravi Varma change 
the way we looked at gods? 

• Yes. Because that was the time 
new art schools emerged. The 
whole idea of art changed in India. 
The British brought new forms of 
thinking. New ways of drawing 
emerged. There were new ways of 
looking at the body. Indian art was 
always impressionist, Ravi Varma 
made it natural. 

Historical and mythical truths 
are often read as the same. 
What are its ramifications? 

• Knowledge is a more apt word 
than truth here. Knowledge based 
on everybody’s facts is history. 
Knowledge based on somebody’s 
facts is myth. Myth is indifferent to 
data. It is a subjective truth. God, 
devil, heaven, hell cannot be math¬ 
ematically proved. None of them 
have evidence. 

Mythology is conceptual. History 
as we know it is only 150 years old. 
Evidence can only tell you so much. 


It helps you understand things in a 
different way. And, mythology is 
based on memory. And, does me¬ 
mory matter? If it does not, then 
how will tribal cultures survive? Be¬ 
cause they don’t have written texts. 
If you ask a Baiga tribal person, 
‘What is the origin of the world?’ 
and if their answers do not match 
the Big Bang theory, will you dis¬ 
miss them as fools? 

In the Mahabharata, at least in 
the popular versions of it, we have a 
mother of a hundred sons and ca¬ 
tastrophic weapons. Several politi¬ 
cal leaders have linked these fantas¬ 
tical elements to modern scientific 
inventions like in vitro fertilization 
and nuclear weapons, claiming that 
they existed in ancient India. 

How do you look at these inter¬ 
pretations? Every culture has such 
stories. It cannot be called scientif¬ 
ic. People confuse science with be¬ 
lief. Science is based on doubt, and 
religion on faith. Faith and doubt 


are opposites of each other. 

They are apples and oranges; 
you can not put them in the same 
basket. People who link these sto¬ 
ries to modern science do it just to 
feel good about their ancestors - it 
is just to massage their egos. 

What interests you about 
mythology? 

• Mythology is a map of the human 
mind. It helps you understand the 
world, life and culture. Studying 
mythology was a hobby for a long 
time. Twenty years ago, it became 
serious. 

What was your introduction to 
mythology? 

• The usual... Amar Chitra Katha 
and other comics. It is just that I 
went into a deeper, academic study 
of it. 

Do Amar Chitra Katha and TV 

shows portray a simplistic 


version of Indian mythology? 

• They are just telling you the sto¬ 
ries. The magic happens when you 
discuss these stories and explain 
them, which a comic book can not 
do. Comics are just the first layer of 
the story. What we don’t have in 
them are the layering, the intercon¬ 
nectivity. 

People don’t realise how it is nar¬ 
rated traditionally. When a mother 
is telling a story to her child, she is 
also adding her own emotions, dia¬ 
logues and connecting it to day-to- 
day life, which is missing in a 
comic. 

What do you think is the best 
view of mythology? 

• It is a psychological phenome¬ 
non. It is not objective. It is like a 
metaphor. One plus one equals two 
in mathematics; but in poetry, it 
can be 11. 

One of the main arguments 
against religion is that it has. 


throughout history, led to 
bloodshed. Can an atheistic society 
be the significantly more non-vio¬ 
lent? Was Vietnam war based on re¬ 
ligion? Was World War I and II 
based on religion? Who gave us the 
idea that religion causes war? 

There are many examples of 
wars being fought without religion. 
Somebody has taught us wrong. 
Why do we think academicians 
don’t lie? 

Our epics were, for a long 
time, passed orally until it was 
formalised through texts. 

What were its consequences? 

• There are 100 texts that claim to 
be the same Valmiki Ramayana. 
There is nothing fixed. It is only in 
religions like Islam and Judaism 
there was a conscious attempt to re¬ 
move all variations. In Hinduism, 
there wasn’t such attempts. It is on¬ 
ly now that Hindus who live abroad 
are trying to do that.

The reason I find ride-hailing services conve¬ 
nient, is because they help me find new food 
outlets. I cannot get into a cab without having 
a long discussion with the usually friendly 
driver about food. 

Recently, I had a great discussion about 
the food of Bihar with a driver who still had 
family living there. I was waxing eloquent 
about a dish called Champaran Mutton that I 
had once picked up from a small Bihari out¬ 
let. I told him about the garlic bulb in the gra¬ 
vy that had melted and soaked in all the fra¬ 
grances of the spices and the juices. He, in 
turn, told me about people who queued up 
for the meat curry of Supaul, in his home dis¬ 
trict. It is something you will always remem¬ 
ber, he said to me. One of these days, I shall 


go to Supaul and try out the meat. But all this 
talk of Bihari food had activated my gastric 
juices. Once I reached home, I went online to 
weigh the options, and zeroed in on a place 
called Khanti Bihari (KB) in Indirapuram. 

Most people think that Bihari food is all 
about Litti and Cholcha. While the two dishes 
- a ball of roasted dough and mashed veggies 
flavoured with mustard oil - are an impor¬ 
tant part of the diet, they are just one small 
segment of it. Bihari food includes some ex¬ 
cellent meat dishes. The delicious Champa¬ 
ran Meat dish, for instance, is cooked with 
garlic, desiccated coconut, and black pepper. 

Going in search of Khanti Bihari was al¬ 
most like looking for Dr Livingstone in the 
forests of Africa. The address I had got was

“blackgram thick gravy served on a bed of 
puffed rice - goes well with drinks,” the me¬ 
nu card says, helpfully) and C hura Bhoonja 
(OO, “flaked rice, fried and served with 
onions and spices, no healthier company to 
your drinks”). For those with a healthy appe¬ 
tite, there is the Pet bharua bhojan - mutton, 
rice and salad, for Z140. Our chicken dish was 
hot and spicy, and went well with rice. I en¬ 
joyed the gravy of the fatty mutton that came 
with the litti, and the mixed veggies - pota¬ 
toes, peas and more - did have a distinct gar¬ 
licky flavour. The dal, cooked with bits of spi¬ 
nach, had a pleasant whiff of ghee, and we 
made a good meal of it.

Thrown into nature 

A global residency programme that invites artists to 
engage with different geographies and their 
landscapes, has Delhi-based Gunjan Tyagi participating 
this year 



For five years now, there 
has been a fairly quiet 
international initiative 
that's been taking place 
annually. Called the 
Global Nomadic Art 
Project (GNAP), it invites 
a dozen or so artists 
from around the world 
and sends them to a 
country, where they 
spend a fortnight creating site-specific installations, 
through the experience of the place's geography. 

The GNAP is initiated by Yatoo, the 38-year-old Korean 
Nature Artists' Association. It was when the programme's 
2015 edition took place in India, that Delhi-based artist 
Gunjan Tyagi got invited to be on board the collective. 

"They approached me by noticing my work on 
Facebook," 33-year-old Tyagi, a graduate of the J.J. School 
of Art, says. In that edition, the project took the group to 
stark landscapes in Gujarat - they had traversed through 
Ahmedabad, Rajkot, and Kutch, spending time 
understanding the landscape, and interacting with its 
contours to make their art. 

This year, Tyagi is back on the GNAP, which is currently 
ongoing in Germany and Italy, and will conclude on 8th 
September. 

"The programme encourages us to go into nature with 
no tools, respond to it by creating art - we don't use any 
external material, just what we find there, and make 
everything from scratch," Tyagi says. The artists can, 
however, use a camera to document their process, 
especially in cases where they use themselves as part of an 
installation. But mostly pieces that they make are left 
there, for passers-by to stumble upon, and to have nature 
grow back on it. 

After her first time, Tyagi was invited back, along with 
another Delhi-based artist Aarrti Zaveri, in 2017. This time, 
the project took them to two countries: the leg in Lithuania 
had them working in places like Vente Cape, a town known 
for being a hotspot for migratory birds, and Raudone 
Castle, a 19th Century castle that's now used as a school. In 
France, they worked in, among others, a small town with 
troglodyte homes still preserved. 

"There's no homework that I do before going on these 
[GNAP] trips," Tyagi says. There isn’t much that she can 
prepare herself with, barring some basic reading up about 
the place. Schedules are provided in advance, but it is only 
when you go there, meet people living in these landscapes, 
and work in them that ideas really crystallise.

In our household, there is no 
need for dumbbells. The iron 
dosa skillet will do. Extract¬ 
ing it from its secure corner 
is quite a task - it is so heavy 
that most of us have deve¬ 
loped muscles over years of 
lifting it and heaving it over 
the stove. It has been in our 
kitchen for over 30 years, 
and is still in great shape. 

That’s the thing with iron: 
so timeless that sometimes, 
it even outlives its user. 

Utensils like these have al¬ 
ways been a part of Indian 
kitchens; but somewhere 
along the way, we got drawn 
to non-stick. Now, iron is 
making a comeback. 

Kayalvizhi Sriram, who 
runs Essential Traditions by 
Kayal, an online as well as 
standalone traditional cook¬ 
ware and home decor store 
in Chennai, says that there 
has been an increased de¬ 
mand for iron and cast iron 
cookware over the past year. 
“Iron pans are rugged; you 


can use one for, say, 10 years, 
let it go, and pick it up after 
another 10 years and it will 
still be as good,” she says, ad¬ 
ding that using ironware on a 
daily basis requires patience. 
“Seasoning them is time-con¬ 
suming.” Which is perhaps 
why iron lost out to the light¬ 
weight non-stick. 

Kayalvizhi, whose store 
ships all over India, says that 
there are a lot of misconcep¬ 
tions surrounding iron. “It con¬ 
sumes less oil and people as¬ 
sume that only non-stick has 
this property,” she says. Once it 
is seasoned well, there’s no 
end to the number of crisp do- 
sas a skillet can make. 

Not just dosas: popular 
food blogger Swayampurna 
Mishra uses her cast iron¬ 
ware to grill meat, and says 
“charring and the way the 
juices seep into the meat ov¬ 
er my cast iron grill are unpa¬ 
ralleled”. She also uses it to 
grill vegetables such as pota¬ 
toes to perfection. “It heats 
up quickly,” she warns, ad¬ 
ding, “Temperature control 



is important. Using an iron 
pan calls for practice.”

Notes of caution 

Cast iron consists of alloys 
such as carbon and silicon, 
as opposed to a pure iron 
utensil. Handling such mate¬ 
rial, that seemingly conti¬ 
nues to be a living, breathing 
being, comes with responsi¬ 
bilities. Such as transferring 
food to a serving bowl the 
moment cooking is done. 
“Iron leaves traces of itself in 
the food,” explains Kayalviz¬ 
hi. This tends to change the 
colour of the food, if left to sit 
in the pan for a long time. 

But Kayalvizhi feels that in 
the long run, this could be 
beneficial for the body. Ac¬ 
cording to her, “customers 
with anaemia tell me their 
haemoglobin levels have im¬ 
proved with repeated use of 
ironware. I myself started us¬ 
ing them for the same rea¬ 
son.” 

Kayalvizhi attributes in¬ 
creased awareness on iron¬ 
ware to social media. “We

are talking about healthy eat¬ 
ing and going back to our 
roots a lot more now.” 

While it is satisfying to 
touch and feel an iron skillet 
before buying one, not all ci¬ 
ties have physical stores. 
This is where online retailers 
such as Rustik Craft and Tre- 
dy come in. The former is 
based in Jaipur. “Most of our 
customers were from South 
India until recently,” says 
Sangeeta Sharma, who owns 
Rustik Craft. “But ironware is 
now becoming popular in 
North India as well.” The 
company also manufactures 
and exports their wares to 
the US and UK. 

Tredy stocks utensils from 
villages around Salem and 
Madurai. It is common to see 
sellers bring iron pans and 
woks to weekly markets in 
India’s small towns. Their 
sources are often artisans 
who have been making pans 
for several generations. “We 
source from such people,” 
says S Aravindh from Tredy, 
adding that the artisans get 


iron sheets pressed at foun¬ 
dries and work on the uten¬ 
sils with moulds in their 
small workshops. “They 
shape vessels by hand and 
polish the surface by remov¬ 
ing extra metal,” he explains. 

Pick up any iron or cast 
skillet in Tamil Nadu, and 
chances are it originated in 
Madurai. Kitchenware shops 
in the 379-year-old Pudhu 
Mandapam, a stone-pillared 
market built by king Thiru- 
malai Nayalc in the city that 
attracts customers from 
across India and even

abroad. “You cannot start us¬ 
ing it from the word go,” says 
S Sultan, who works in the 
127-year-old kitchenware 
store MM Abdul Kadar & 
Bros, pointing to a cast iron 
paniyaram pan. “Soak it 
overnight in water that has 
been used to wash rice. 
Then, add plenty of oil and 
fry onions in it.” This has to 
be discarded. “You can then 
start using it. But I’d advise 
you to first deep-fry someth¬ 
ing before you start using it 
to make paniyaram” 

Shops here have their own 
workshops and sell pans of 
various sizes; skillets come 
even in the shape of squares. 
Abdul Rahman, owner of the 
114-year-old Sikkander 
Stores, holds up the thanda- 
vala dosaikkal or railway 
track dosa skillet, which he 
says is made of the same iron 
that’s used to lay train tracks. 

The men at Pudhu Manda¬ 
pam shops say the shift to 
iron is easy. “Just one thing,” 
Sultan warns, “Don’t drop it 
on your foot.”

Rishabh Pant will be desper¬ 
ate to pay back the faith re¬ 
posed in him by the team 
management when India 
looks to steamroller West In¬ 
dies with another dominant 
show in the second World 
Test championship encoun¬ 
ter starting on Friday. 

Tinkering unlikely 

It is unlikely that India will be 
tinkering with its playing XI 
after a big win even though 
Pant’s form has been a bit of 
a concern of late. 

More than the runs 
scored, it is the manner of his 
dismissals that is causing 
frustration, considering that 
the Indian cricket establish¬ 
ment has invested heavily in 
the 21-year-old from Rour- 
kee. His sequence of scores 
across formats during this 
current tour has been 0,4,65 
not out, 20, 0, 24, 7. 

With veteran Wriddhiman 
Saha back in the dressing 
room and the gutsy K.S. Bha¬ 
rat waiting in the wings, Pant 
can ill-afford to take things 
for granted. 

Opener Mayank Agarwal 
wasn’t in his element either 
in the first Test but it is ex¬ 
pected that he would get 
another opportunity, which 
he rightfully deserves having 
worked hard in Australia. 

The middle-order per¬ 


formed admirably with Ajin- 
kya Rahane back in form 
with an under-pressure half- 
century and a century. 

Hanuma Vihari also justi¬ 
fied his selection with a 93 in 
the second innings, meaning 
that Rohit Sharma’s wait to 
make the side could just get a 
bit longer. 

The pace bowling was 
near flawless in the first game 
with Ishant Sharma and Jas- 
prit Bumrah looking menac¬ 
ing. Mohammed Shami was 
also very effective in short 
bursts, while Ravindra Jadeja 
proved his utility as an all- 
rounder. 

For West Indies, there 
hasn’t been much to write 
home about as none of its 
players even got a half-centu¬ 
ry in two innings. The saving 
grace for them was the new- 
ball pair of Shannon Gabriel 
and Kemar Roach, who bow¬ 
led their hearts out.

Jasprit Bumrah’s situational 
awareness is unmatched and 
his five-wicket haul in the se¬ 
cond innings of the opening 
Test against the West Indies 
is one of the “best spells of 
fast bowling” by an Indian, 
feels the team’s bowling 
coach Bharath Arun. 

Bumrah, who was given a 
month’s break after the 
World Cup, looked rusty in 
the first innings in Antigua 
but came back to claim five 
five for seven in 8 overs as In¬ 
dia thrashed West Indies by 


318 runs in the opening 
World Test Championship 
match. 

“Bumrah is a thinking 
bowler. He is aware of situa¬ 
tions and adjusts himself 
beautifully. If you see the 
lengths that he bowled in the 
second innings, he pitched 
the ball up and was getting 
appreciable movements,” 
Arun said. 

“That’s the best spell of 
fast bowling I have seen 
from an Indian in a long, 
long time,” he added. 

For Arun, a coach’s prior¬ 
ity is to ensure that execu¬ 


tion part is perfect as the 
outcome is then taken care 
of. 

“Well, wickets are the out¬ 
come but I am not always 
looking at the outcome. I am 
looking at the execution part 
and that was exactly what 
was discussed with Bumrah 
after the first innings,” Arun 
said. “His execution (in the 
first innings) was a trifle 
short and with his style of 
bowling, he should have 
pitched it up. Wickets were 
not a concern as the process 
of bowling right lengths will 
eventually get you wickets.”

The fielding from both sides 
was slipshod and catches 
were put down fairly regular¬ 
ly, but in the end, the three 
catches which South Afri- 
ca-A dropped off Shivam 
Dube cost it the match. 

Dube profited from the re¬ 
prieves to carve out a game¬ 
changing innings of 79 not 
out (60b, 3x4, 6x6). 

His hard-hitting knock 
and an unbroken 121-run se¬ 
venth-wicket stand with an 
equally belligerent Axar Pa¬ 
tel (60 not out, 36b, 6x4, 
3x6) was the cornerstone of 
India-A’s emphatic 69-run 
win in the opening unofficial 
one-day cricket match at the 
Sports Hub here on 
Thursday. 

Dropped on three, 13 and 
66, Dube’s charge saw In¬ 
dia-A amass 327 for six in a 
match reduced to 47 overs 
due to wet outfield. 

South Africa conceded 
105 runs in the last eight ov¬ 


ers as both Dube and Axar 
cut loose. 

Late assault 

The visitors, till the late as¬ 
sault from the southpaws, 
were very much in the game 
after left-arm spinner Bjorn 
Fortuin put in a tidy shift in 
the middle overs to strangu¬ 
late the run-rate. 

After Shubman Gill’s blaz¬ 


ing start, India-A lost three 
quick wickets and then, 
Manish Pandey (39) and Ish- 
an Kishan (37) repaired the 
damage with a 75-run stand 
for fifth wicket. They both 
departed in quick succession 
to give South Africa-A the ad¬ 
vantage. 

However, profligate bow¬ 
ling by medium-pacers Ju¬ 
nior Dala and Beuran Hen¬ 


dricks in the death overs was 
cannon fodder for both Axar 
and Dube, who muscled the 
ball over the fence with ease. 

South Africa-A needed a 
bright start from its openers 
but Janneman Malan and 
Reeza Hendricks were 
circumspect. 

Damage 

Spinners Yuzvendra Chahal 
and Krunal Pandya did the 
intial damage to derail the 
chase. Hendricks (110), who 
rode his luck, and Zondol 
(30) added 66 for the fourth 
wicket. 

But the run-rate kept in¬ 
creasing and it was all over 
when Hendricks holed out 
after reaching his century. 

Heinrich Klassen struck a 
few lusty blows to minimise 
the damage.

An assured 146 by opener 
Akshath Reddy put India 
Green in a commanding po¬ 
sition on the opening day of 
its Duleep Trophy clash with 
India Red. 

Akshath’s 15th First Class 
hundred, and his 137-run 
stand for the third wicket 
with Siddhesh Lad, helped 
lay the foundation for a mas¬ 
sive total after Green elected 
to bat. At stumps at the Alur 
grounds on Thursday, Green 
was 308 for four, with Pri- 
yam Garg and Akshay Wad- 
lcar at the crease. 

Blunting the attack 

Akshath fell in the final half- 
hour of the day’s play, caught 
on the mid-wicket boundary 
slog-sweeping Akshay Wak- 
hare. It brought to an end his 
248-ball effort, after he had 
firmly blunted the Red attack 
all day. “I missed an oppor¬ 
tunity there,” he said later. 
“There were only six overs 
left. I wanted to keep the 
shot down but the ball was 


too full and it went up.” 

Akshath had only ever 
looked in trouble in the 
morning, when Jaydev Unad- 
kat, Sandeep Warrier and 
Avesh Khan had beaten the 
bat several times during a 
testing first hour. He 
dropped anchor thereafter, 
and was not distracted even 
by the multiple stoppages to 
get the ball changed. 

The last domestic season 
was Akshath’s most produc¬ 


tive yet, when the Hyderabad 
captain amassed 797 runs in 
the Ranji Trophy, at an aver¬ 
age of 54.4. The 28-year-old 
picked up from where he 
had left off in that campaign. 
He took no risks against the 
pace bowlers and raised a 
steady half-century off 90 
balls. 

Akshath was more expan¬ 
sive against spin, charging 
down the pitch to Aditya Sar- 
wate and lofting him over 


covers for four. Sarwate was 
later neatly dispatched over 
the sight-screen, as was part- 
timer Mahipal Lomror. Aksh¬ 
ath completed his hundred 
(off 174 balls) with a boun¬ 
dary off Sarwate, stepping 
out to the left-arm spinner 
before drilling him through 
mid-wicket. 

At the other end, fellow 
opener Faiz Fazal had fallen 
for 18, caught at fine-leg pull¬ 
ing Avesh. Dhruv Shorey 
made 44 before edging the 
Madhya Pradesh paceman 
behind, shortly after lunch. 
Lad looked confident during 
his 64, which included two 
huge sixes, one of which 
landed outside the com¬ 
pound. The Mumbai bat¬ 
sman eventually perished at¬ 
tempting another big shot. 

India Green clearly had a 
plan against Wakhare and 
Sarwate, not wanting either 
spinner to settle. The two 
bowlers, who toiled hard, 
could be in for another long 
day under the sun.

Top stars have it tough

Serena Williams nearly 
crashed out of the rain-hit 
US Open on Wednesday 
while top-ranked defending 
champion Novak Djokovic 
battled through shoulder 
pain and Roger Federer ad¬ 
vanced despite a weak start. 

Eighth seed Serena, seek¬ 
ing her 24th career Grand 
Slam title to match Margaret 
Court’s all-time record, got a 
scare before ousting 17-year- 
old US wildcard Caty McNal¬ 
ly 5-7, 6-3, 6-1. 

“I survived tonight. I’m 
not too pleased with the way 
I played at all,” said Serena. 

Djokovic, winner of four 
of the past five Slam titles, 
was treated for a sore left 
shoulder throughout his 6-4, 
7-6(3), 6-1 victory over Ar¬ 
gentina’s 56th-ranked Juan 
Ignacio Londero. 

Djokovic’s injury casts 
grave doubts on his bid to be 
the first US Open repeat win¬ 
ner since Federer won from 
2004-2008, admitting he 
wondered if he would even 
get through the first set. 

Federer, who last tri¬ 



umphed here in 2008, ral¬ 
lied to beat 99th-ranked Bos¬ 
nian Damir Dzumhur 3-6, 
6-2, 6-3, 6-4. 

The 38-year-old Swiss 
third seed, who also 
dropped the first set against 
Indian qualifier Sumit Nagal 
in his opener, answered the 
wake-up call despite 17 first- 
set unforced errors. 

There were wins for se¬ 
venth seed Kei Nishikori, 
French Open champion Ash- 
leigh Barty and third seed 
Karolina Pliskova. However, 
seven-time Grand Slam win¬ 
ner Venus Williams crashed 
out.

Fast-rising Indian tennis 
player Sumit Nagal was ec¬ 
static when he was drawn to 
meet the legendary Roger 
Federer in the opening 
round at the U.S. Open. Na¬ 
gal caused a flutter by getting 
the better of the legend in 
the first set before going 
down in four. The 22-year 
old shared his experience in 
an interview with The Hin¬ 
du. Excerpts: 

Congrats on your match on 
Monday. How would you 
assess yourself? 

First of all, thank you. Com¬ 
ing from not playing too ma¬ 
ny hardcourt tournaments 
this year and then qualifying 
for a slam, beating really 
good players in the qualies 
[qualifying rounds], then 
playing Federer and taking a 
set off him, playing in the 
biggest stadium in tennis his¬ 
tory... I think I couldn’t have 
asked for more. Overall, I 
was happy with my perfor¬ 
mance, with the tourna¬ 
ment, with the way I 



competed. 

How was the transition from 
clay to hardcourt? 

I didn’t have too much time 
to practise on hardcourt as 
when I was playing at Ham¬ 
burg, [in] my last tourna¬ 
ment I fell on my ankle, it 
was not in great shape so I 
had to take a few weeks off 
and had to pull out of the 
next two tournaments after 
Hamburg. But since then I 
tried whatever I could. I 
tried to spend as much time 
on the hardcourt, but I 
didn’t play great tennis but I 
was competing a lot, I was 



fighting every point. I think 
that’s what matters. 

In 2018 you were ranked in 
the 400s after injuries and 
match losses. You’re now 
ranked 190 and on the first 
night of the Open you took 
the first set from Federer. Did 
you think that would 
happen? 

The funny part with tennis 
is, anything is possible. You 
do not know what is going to 
happen the next morning be¬ 
cause you wake up and feel 
amazing and the other per¬ 
son can feel like [it’s] his 
worst day ever. Tennis is a 


sport - as you have seen - 
[in which] a lot of people 
who have done amazing in a 
week or two weeks, they just 
continue their run. So you al¬ 
ways, always keep trying, 
keep giving yourself an op¬ 
portunity and you never 
know where you are going to 
end up. 

Tell us about the moment 
you heard you’d be playing 
Federer - apparently you got 
a text message? 

Yes, I got a text message from 
my coach saying you are 
playing Federer and I was so, 
so happy and I was like, 
“Yes!”. Because when we 
saw the draw on Thursday 
and we saw that Federer was 
going to play a qualifier, I 
wanted so bad to play him. 
And this is what I got. So it 
was amazing, what hap¬ 
pened that night. 

Apart from the fact that it 
was Federer you were 
playing, what specifically 
stood out for you about 
Monday’s match? 

Ah, the crowd. The crowd 
and atmosphere. You cannot 
complain about it. It is phe¬ 
nomenal to play in New York 
City, in Flushing Meadows, 
under those big lights, so 


many thousands of people 
cheering, making noise. It’s 
just a great, great, great 
feeling. 

You chose tennis in a land of 
cricket... 

I used to play a lot of cricket 
when I was young. I used to 
spend a lot of hours on crick¬ 
et. But my dad was not too 
happy about it, he wanted 
me to play an individual 
sport and that’s how I got in¬ 
to tennis. 

Meeting Mahesh Bhupathi 
was a turning point in your 
journey... 

Meeting Mahesh was a turn¬ 
ing point. He has played a big 
role in my tennis, in my life. 
He has been a part of my 
journey for the past twelve 
years. I have been playing 
tennis for fourteen years, so 
it does affect [things] a lot. 
He has always been there- 
...whenever I needed fund¬ 
ing, he would find whatever 
he could to support me. 

What next for you? 

I am planning to play some 
tournaments on clay in Eu¬ 
rope and South America and 
then maybe finish the year 
with some hardcourt tourna¬ 
ments in China and India.

Sports scribes left clueless

Earning a National sports 
award is difficult. Covering 
the awards function, at the 
Rashtrapati Bhawan, is no 
less. At least, that is how 
the experience has been 
for the past few years. 

On Thursday, it hit a 
new low. The mainstream 
sports journalists were left 
clueless in the absence of 
any official communication 
pertaining to the 
ceremony. 

In a surprise departure 
from the past, the Press 
Information Bureau chose 


to ignore those who cover 
sportspersons and their 
performance round the 
year. Instead, the PIB 
invited only those who 
were on its list of 
accredited correspondents.

On its part, SAI

gian Grand Prix on Sunday. 

Mercedes has exercised 
an option to retain Bottas, 
who turned 30 on Wednes¬ 
day. Since joining Mercedes 
in 2017, the Finn has won five 
Grands Prix and is second by 
62 points behind Hamilton 
in this year’s title race. 

“My overall target is to be¬ 
come Formula One world 
champion. I believe that on 
paper, and from my expe¬ 
rience with the team, Mer¬ 
cedes is the best option for 
me to achieve that goal in 


2020,” said Bottas. 

“We have a great working 
relationship, Valtteri and I, 
and he’ constantly improv¬ 
ing,” said Hamilton. “I think 


it was a smart decision from 
the team, to be honest... we 
get on well both outside and 
on the track.” 

Formula One also an¬ 


nounced a record 22-race 
season next year with Viet¬ 
nam joining the champion¬ 
ship and the Dutch Grand 
Prix making its return to de¬ 
light Max Verstappen and his 
fans at the iconic Zandvoort 
circuit. 

But Red Bull’s gifted 
young Dutch driver won’t 
have the chance to repeat 
last month’s success at Hock- 
enheim with the German 
Grand Prix dropped from 
FI’s draft calendar released 
on Thursday. 

Germany’s four-time 
world champion Sebastian 
Vettel described the loss of 
his home race as “a great 
pity“.

FIH releases list of Olympic qualifiers 

India stays on course for likely clash with Pakistan

India’s opponent for the 
two-leg Olympic qualifier 
and a fight for a spot at the 
Tokyo Games would be con¬ 
firmed on September 9 after 
a live draw at the FIH head¬ 
quarters in Laussane with a 
likely clash at home against 
Pakistan, as reported first by 
The Hindu. 

The draw, to be conduct¬ 
ed by FIH CEO Thierry Weil, 
would see 14 teams drawn 
into seven pairs with the 
winners on aggregate going 
to Tokyo in 2020. 

The FIH on Thursday re¬ 
leased the list of teams mak¬ 
ing the cut for the qualifiers 
as per current world rank¬ 
ings, with the top-eight be¬ 
ing host teams. 

However, with the Ocea¬ 


nia Cup ending on Septem¬ 
ber 8, FIH admitted the 
rankings might change alth¬ 
ough that would have little 
effect on the Indian teams’ 
standings or hosting status. 

“Since either Australia or 
New Zealand will qualify di¬ 
rectly to the Olympic Games 
Tokyo 2020 as winners of 
the Oceania Cup, the group 
of ‘host teams’ will be re¬ 
duced to seven teams... FIH 
will confirm all the teams in¬ 
volved in the draw, as well as 
their final ranking order, on 
September 8 after the publi¬ 
cation of the FIH World 
Rankings,” it said in a 
statement. 

As per the current FIH or¬ 
der, Indian men are placed 
third while Pakistan is 13th 
(excluding the teams already 
qualified). With both New 
Zealand and Australia in the 
top-half, India’s position in 
top-three is likely to be safe. 


The bottom half is likely 
to remain unchanged, keep¬ 
ing Pakistan in the bottom- 
three and in with a chance to 
draw India. 

Among the women, India 
is currently placed seventh 
but would gain a spot re¬ 
gardless of who wins the 
Oceania Cup, and stay on 
course to host the tie.

Scientists have announced 
the landmark discovery in 
Ethiopia of a nearly com¬ 
plete skull of an early human 
ancestor that lived 3.8 mil¬ 
lion years ago, a species 
boasting an intriguing mix¬ 
ture of ape-like and human¬ 
like characteristics. 

The fossil dubbed MRD, 
which provides insight into a 
pivotal period for the evolu¬ 
tionary lineage that even¬ 
tually led to modern hu¬ 
mans, belongs to the species 
Australopithecus anamen- 
sis, which first appeared 
roughly 4.2 million years 
ago. 

This species is considered 
the direct ancestor of Aus¬ 
tralopithecus afarensis , the 
species best known from the 
famous partial skeleton nick¬ 
named ‘Lucy’ unearthed in 
1974, about 56 km from the 
site in the Afar region of Eth¬ 
iopia where the MRD skull 
was found in 2016. Lucy 
dates from about 3.2 million 
years ago. 

MRD and Lucy together 
stand as watershed fossils for 
illuminating early human 
ancestors. 

“This is once-in-a-lifetime 
discovery, and there is noth¬ 
ing more exciting than that,” 
said Cleveland Museum of 
Natural History palaeoan- 
thropologist Yohannes 

Haile-Selassie, a leader of the 
research published in the 
journal Nature. “We are talk¬ 
ing about the most complete 
cranium of an early human 
ancestor ever found in the 
fossil record older than 3 
million years.” 

Until now, the only Aus¬ 
tralopithecus anamensis 
cranial remains were isolat¬ 
ed jaw fragments and teeth, 
making it difficult to fully un¬ 
derstand the species. The

skull is critical for learning 
about a species’ diet, brain 
size and facial appearance. 

The discovery finally al¬ 
lows scientists “to put a face 
to the name” regarding Aus¬ 
tralopithecus anamensis , 
said palaeoanthropologist 
and study co-author Stepha¬ 
nie Melillo of the Max Planck 
Institute for Evolutionary 
Anthropology in Germany. 

“The anatomical features 
in this skull help us to cha¬ 
racterise this species, which 
in turn inform our ideas 
about the evolutionary rela¬ 
tionships among species,” 
Ms. Melillo added. 

Smaller than humans 

MRD’s species, which was bi¬ 
pedal but may also have 
been able to move around in 
trees, was much smaller 
than modern humans. 

Its skull, found about 550 
km northeast of Ethiopia’s 
capital Addis Ababa, mea¬ 
sures about 8 inches front to 
back and 4.5 inches wide. 
Previous research suggested 


the species reached about 5 
feet tall, but the researchers 
did not give a height esti¬ 
mate for this individual, ap¬ 
parently an adult male. 

The upper jaw, sticking 
out of the ground, was the 
first piece found, leading to 
the recovery of the rest of 
the skull. 

“What we see in the new 
cranium is like a primitive 
face,” Mr. Haile-Selassie said. 

Robustly built 

It had a robustly built and 
long face with protrusive 
jaws and a well-developed 
“sagittal crest”, a ridge of 
bone atop the head indicat¬ 
ing strong jaw muscles. The 
researchers said it apparent¬ 
ly inhabited arid shrubland 
near a river delta and lake. 

It hails from a time bet¬ 
ween 4.1 million and 3.6 mil¬ 
lion years ago when early hu¬ 
man ancestor fossils are 
exceptionally scarce. 

The evolutionary lineage 
that led to people split from 
the chimpanzee lineage 
roughly 6 million to 7 million 
years ago, gradually acquir¬ 
ing traits such as bipedal 
walking, flatter face and in¬ 
creased brain size through a 
succession of species. Homo 


sapiens appeared roughly 
300,000 years ago in Africa. 

In scientific parlance, 
MRD’s species was a homi- 
nin, a group consisting of 
modern humans, extinct hu¬ 
man species and immediate 
ancestors including various 
Australopithecus species. 
MRD’s skull shows a combi¬ 
nation of primitive traits 
seen in older species as well 
as characteristics resembling 
those in later hominins. 

In MRD, there are some 
primitive features similar to 
those in an earlier group 
called Sahelanthropus , in¬ 
cluding a long and narrow 
shape of the braincase and 
the shape of the location on 
the back of the skull where 
the neck muscles attach. 

MRD also shows a reduc¬ 
tion in canine size from ol¬ 
der species, though these 
teeth are still larger than Lu¬ 
cy’s species, as canine size 
progressively diminished 
among later hominins. Some 
aspects of its face foresha¬ 
dowed traits in later species 
such as the structure of the 
cheek bones, which anchor 
important chewing muscles. 

The MRD fossil’s age indi¬ 
cates this species co-existed 
for approximately 100,000 
years with Lucy’s species, 
challenging previous notions 
that the earlier species had 
evolved into the later one 
with no overlap. 

“The fact that these two 
very closely related species 
were overlapping both tem¬ 
porally and spatially brings 
up new questions about 
whether they were compet¬ 
ing for resources like food or 
space,” Ms. Melillo said. 

“What we’re seeing here 
is that our evolution was not 
entirely characterised by a li¬ 
near transformation from 
one species to another,” Mr. 
Haile-Selassie added.

Haunted by gang violence 
and poverty for decades, 
Lyari was once considered 
one of Pakistan’s most 
dangerous areas, but those 
grim realities also inspired a 
generation of artists and 
spawned a burgeoning hip 
hop scene. 

With its close proximity to 
the sea and history of smug¬ 
gling, the largely ethnic Ba- 
lochi neighbourhood in Ka¬ 
rachi stands apart for its 
history of violence and law¬ 
lessness. 

“Lyari was a notorious 
place because of the gangs 
and the war. It was almost 
impossible for outsiders to 
even think about entering,” 
explains resident and new 
rapper Mohammad Omar. 

But in recent years, the 
gangs have been brought to 
heel following a heavy-hand¬ 
ed operation by paramilitary 
forces that kicked off in 2013 
and saw the streets turned 
into virtual war zones. 


But the worst of the vio¬ 
lence has abated, and an in¬ 
crease in security has led to 
flowering creativity. 

The embattled neighbour¬ 
hood now clings fiercely to 
its reputation for producing 
top footballers, iron- 
chinned boxers, and socially 
conscious rappers. 

Street performance 

The rise of hip hop in Lyari 
mirrors the genre’s own 
birth decades ago in New 
York’s Bronx borough, 
where it largely centred 
around street performances 
and featured lyrics that ad¬ 
dressed social ills and life in 
urban ghettos. Hip hop be¬ 
came a global phenomenon, 
but the genre initially failed 
to generate much traction in 
Pakistan where music fans 
tended to listen to pop, Bol¬ 
lywood soundtracks or tradi¬ 
tional Sufi music. 

The occasional forays by 
Pakistani musicians into hip 
hop over the years largely 
served as interludes in pop 


songs. Not so in Lyari where 
rappers were influenced by 
the likes of Tupac Shalcur 
and looked to their own ex¬ 
periences for lyrical inspira¬ 
tion. “In other cities and 
provinces, there’s rap but 
it’s mostly about beautiful 
women and luxury cars,” 
says producer Qammar An¬ 
war Baloch. “We are show¬ 
ing reality.” 

With little performance 
space available, Lyari’s rap¬ 
pers have largely turned to 
the Internet to share their 
clips of their songs, which 
generate millions of views 
online. 

“I want to highlight the is¬ 
sues in Karachi and my own 
area in Lyari,” explains 
eight-year-old rapper Waqas 
Baloch, who released a vi¬ 
deo under the moniker 
Thousand earlier this year. 

Cleric Jameel Ahmed 
says, “It is far better than 
drugs, booze and other such 
menaces. Music is helping 
them stay away from such 
things.” 



Controversial Tibetan monk, 
accused of sexual abuse, is dead 

He authored a best-selling book on Buddhist wisdom

A controversial Tibetan 
monk whose best-selling 
book on Buddhist wisdom 
was overshadowed by multi¬ 
ple allegations of sexual 
abuse has died in Thailand, 
his official social media ac¬ 
count reported. 

Sogyal Rinpoche, a form¬ 
er close friend of the Dalai 
Lama, suffered a pulmonary 
embolism and “left this 
world” on Wednesday, a 
post on his Facebook page 
said. 

“The doctors did everyth¬ 
ing they could but could not 
restore the function of his 
heart... Rinpoche is now 
resting in meditation,” it 
said. 

Rinpoche penned the 
best-selling The Tibetan 
Book of Living and Dying in 
1992, which became a huge

hit in the West with people 
disillusioned with their 
lifestyles. 

It explored birth, karma, 
death and reincarnation, 
and how to train the mind 
through meditation. 

Born in 1947 in Tibet, So¬ 
gyal Lalcar Rinpoche was re¬ 
cognised as the reincarna¬ 
tion of Terton Sogyal, a 
teacher of the 13 th Dalai La¬ 


ma. In the 1970s, he became 
more prominent interna¬ 
tionally and founded Rigpa, 
a network of more than 100 
spiritual centres, many of 
them in France. 

He was pushed out of the 
organisation in 2017 after 
former students accused 
him of physical, emotional, 
psychological and sexual 
abuse. The current Dalai La¬ 
ma came out against his 
former friend, calling him 
“disgraced”. 

Rinpoche always denied 
the allegations, but an inde¬ 
pendent inquiry upheld ma¬ 
ny of the complaints and he 
withdrew from public life. 

His Facebook page was 
flooded on Thursday with 
messages that touched on 
reincarnation. “Sogyal Rin¬ 
poche is headed for a pretty 
unpleasant rebirth,” a Twit¬ 
ter user said.

Measles cases 
3 times more 
than last year

GENEVA 

Every region in the world, 
expect the Americas, is ex¬ 
periencing an increase in 
the number of cases of 
measles, a vaccine-preven¬ 
table disease that can kill 
or disable children, the 
World Health Organization 
(WHO) said on Thursday. 

Kate O’Brien, director of 
WHO’s department of im¬ 
munisation, put the blame 
on weak health systems 
and misinformation about 
vaccines, and called on so¬ 
cial media outlets and com¬ 
munities to make sure in¬ 
formation on preventing 
the highly contagious dis¬ 
ease was accurate. 

Nearly three times as 
many cases were reported 
from January to July this 
year than in the same pe¬ 
riod in 2018, the WHO said. 

Nearly 3,65,000 cases 
have been reported global¬ 
ly this year. 


Two new species of eels discovered 


S. Africa struggles to bury inequality 


The marine creatures thrive in shallow waters but are also found a bit deeper 


Designer cemeteries with luxury services creating an ‘economic apartheid’

Two new species of marine 
eel were discovered and doc¬ 
umented this month by the 
Estuarine Biology Regional 
Centre (EBRC) of the Zoolog¬ 
ical Survey of India (ZSI) at 
Gopalpur in Odisha. 

One of them is a short 
brown unpatterned moray 
eel now named Gymnotho- 
rax andamanensis. Two spe¬ 
cimens of this eel were 
caught in two-metre-deep 
waters off the south Anda¬ 
man coast by J. Praveenraj of 
the Division of Fisheries 
Science, ICAR-Central Island 
Agricultural Research Insti¬ 
tute, Port Blair, on March 18. 
It had been sent to ZSI Go¬ 
palpur for identification. 

Anil Mohapatra, a scien¬ 
tist at Gopalpur ZSI, and his 

CM 


colleague Swarup Ranjan, af¬ 
ter a detailed study, identi¬ 
fied the specimens as a com¬ 
plete new species. 

The discovery was report¬ 
ed in scientific journals. 

Till now, 10 species of 
short brown unpatterned 
moray eels have been disco¬ 
vered in the world, out of 
which two were found in In¬ 
dian waters. With this new 
discovery, the number has 
increased to three. 

Similarly, a new white- 


spotted moray eel, now 
named Gymnothorax smithi 
has also been identified by 
Gopalpur’s ZSI scientists. Its 
first specimen was found in 
the Arabian Sea in 2011. 

Biodiversity hotspot 

Recently, a few more speci¬ 
mens were collected from 
the southeastern Arabian 
Sea, off the Kerala coast. 
These specimens had also 
reached the Gopalpur ZSI for 
identification. 


Marine eels are mostly 
found in shallow waters but 
some of them live offshore in 
sandy or clayey bottoms 
ranging up to 500 metres. 
According Dr. Mohapatra, till 
now, 49 species of moray eel 
from 10 genera had been re¬ 
ported from Indian waters, 
and their species numbers 
have increased to 50 with 
the new addition. 

An estuarine museum is 
coming up on the campus of 
the ZSI at Gopalpur. 

This first-of-its-kind mu¬ 
seum in Odisha is expected 
to be ready by the end of 
2021. 

To be built at a cost of over 
HI crore, it will showcase the 
coastal and marine animal 
diversity of the country, with 
a special focus on Odisha 
and the Chilika lake.

If death is the great equalis¬ 
er, South Africa’s designer 
graveyards look like one of 
the best ends on offer. 

With hot tea, wifi and soft 
sofas for visitors and rela¬ 
tives, a new breed of luxury 
cemetery is reinforcing di¬ 
vides between Johannes¬ 
burg’s haves and have-nots. 

Memorial Park cemetery 
in Soweto, South Africa’s big¬ 
gest township, is one of five 
cemeteries owned by listed 
company Calgro M3, whose 
fortunes are tied to land and 
housing. 

The plush cemeteries they 
have added to their portfolio 
of houses and retirement 
homes have sharply divided 
opinion: lauded as a wise in¬ 
vestment by some, derided 


as elitist by others. “Eve¬ 
ryone deserves a decent 
send-off,” said Lawrence 
Pooe, who buried his cousin 
in the cemetery last month. 

“But unfortunately this is 
dependent on your pocket,” 
he said from the Nasrec Me¬ 
morial Park office. 

Grave plots at the Nasrec 
Memorial Park range from 
24,500 rand (H.15 lakh) to 
360,000 rand (H6.77 lakh) 
for an eight-person family 
plot with extra features, 
such as plants and benches. 

A burial plot at a public 
cemetery costs 3,000 rand 
(H4,300) on average. 

Aside from the luxury 
add-ons, Memorial Parks 
promise a well maintained 
and safe space to bury and 
mourn loved ones in a coun¬ 
try known for widespread

crime, even in cemeteries. 
Mourners have reported gra¬ 
veside muggings, ransacked 
cars, and even coffins dug up 
to be resold to unknowing 
customers. 

“The cemetery is an idiom 
for the segregation we still 
see today in post-apartheid 
South Africa,” said Thulisile 
Mphambukeli, a town plan¬ 


ner and senior lecturer at 
the University of the Free 
State. 

In Johannesburg there are 
32 public cemeteries, plus a 
handful of private ones, ac¬ 
cording to the City of 
Johannesburg. 

With about 14,000 burials 
a year, the city estimates 
there are enough plots avail¬ 
able for the next half 
century. 

“Designer cemeteries se¬ 
gregate South Africans on 
class. It is a continuity of in¬ 
equality created by apar¬ 
theid,” Ms. Mphambukeli 
told the Thomson Reuters 
Foundation. 

Memorial Parks denies 
any “economic apartheid”.

I t was refreshing to watch an archetypal Kuchi- 
pudi repertoire after a long time. Being a de¬ 
rivative of the original Bhagavata Mela per¬ 
formed by male artistes alone, the dance form 
appears to lay stress on drama, footwork and ex¬ 
aggerated gestures vis-a-vis other classical dance 
forms. Unless nuanced and refined with sensitiv¬ 
ity, Kuchipudi still retains its fairly unpolished 
structure where the emotive ingredient is either 
lacking or is hyperbolic in expression. 

“Krishnarpanam” (Offering to Krishna) was 
an attempt to string together various composi¬ 
tions relating to Lord Krishna to justify the title 
and also maintain the customary Kuchipudi re¬ 
pertoire like Jati swaram and plate dance as part 
ofTarangam. 

The pupils of gurus Seetha Nagajyoti and P. 
Nagajyoti presented solo and group pieces with 
energetic footwork and drama. Abhinaya Naga¬ 
jyoti, the best in solo, imbibed from her gurus 
the artistic bends and curves so inherent to the 
finer aspects of the solo in this art form. 

Her “Krishna Shabdam” was a sprightly dance 
where she excelled in both footwork patterns 
and abhinaya. In the druth kaal (speed cycle), 
she could have taken more care on the clarity of 
hastha mudra. 

The highlight of the evening was the veteran 
guru Seetha’s crisp solo abhinaya of an extract 
from the popular “Bhama Kalapam”. She por¬ 
trayed the bashful Satyabhama who is ques¬ 
tioned by her sakhi to reveal the name of her be¬ 
loved (Krishna). 

“Siggaye no yamma...” (I’m engulfed by shy¬ 
ness) saw Seetha enact the reservations the nayi- 
lca has in uttering the name of her husband in 
tune with the women of ancient times. Her va¬ 
ried postures and facial expressions for the re¬ 
peated refrain were convincing to the core. Her 
agility in movements were commendable. 
Though brief, the guru made a tremendous im¬ 
pact on the audience with her simple costume 
and minimalistic makeup. Her presence and per¬ 
formance elicited spontaneous applause. 

The show was hosted at CSOI auditorium in 
New Delhi.

T he ‘Shudh Dhwani Fes¬ 
tival of Music’ organised 
by Snehalata Memorial 
Foundation at the Triveni Ka- 
la Sangam was special in the 
sense that it sought no help 
from any sponsor and man¬ 
aged with their own limited 
resources. The positive result 
was obvious in the choice of 
the artists featured, with no 
interference or pressure from 
the so-called music-loving 
sponsors. The inaugural even¬ 
ing itself featured a rare ‘Sitar- 
Sarod Jugalbandi’ by the high¬ 
ly deserving but rarely seen 
on Capital’s concert plat¬ 
forms, the Jharkhand Ratna 
(gems of Jharkhand) Kedia 
Brothers and a tabla Solo by 
Ustad Sabir Khan, the doyen 
of Farrukhabad Gharana from 
Kolkata. 

Trained under gurus like 
Ud. Ali Akbar Khan, Vidushi 
Annapurna Devi and Pt. Sunil 
Mukherjee, Mormukut Kedia 
plays the sitar and Manoj Ke¬ 
dia plays the sarod, but al¬ 
ways together. Mormukut 
shared the interesting reason 
behind it. Their father Pt. 
Shambhu Dayal Kedia, a se¬ 
nior disciple of Pt. Kishan 
Maharaj and a staunch admir¬ 
er of Maihar gharana once 
had a trance-like experience 
while listening to a jugalbandi 
between Ud. Ali Akbar Khan 
and Pt. Ravi Shankar and 
pledged, ‘if I ever have two 
sons, they would be trained in 
Maihar Gharana to play duets 
of sitar and sarod.’ 

Sacred thread 

Mormukut added, “Ud. Ali 
Akbar Khan tied the sacred 
thread at our home in a small 
village Pachamba with proper 
rituals, when he came to play 
a concert accompanied by 
our father on tabla. He later 
suggested, “Since I mostly live 
abroad, they should learn 
from my sister Annapurna in 
Mumbai. Guru Ma (Annapur¬ 
na Devi), he reiterated, 
agreed on one condition that

we would always play togeth¬ 
er if we wanted to train under 
her tutelage. Kedias were 
further trained under Pt. Su¬ 
nil Mukherjee, the senior- 
most disciple of Ud. Ali Akbar 
Khan but continued playing 
duets as promised to their de¬ 
parted guru. 

The essence of a successful 
duet is a high level of indivi¬ 
dual musicianship and the 
personal chemistry between 
the two artists. 

Kedia Brothers, as expect¬ 
ed, complimented each oth¬ 
er, taking turns right from 
their main raga Jhinjhoti, 
comprising a detailed alap- 
jod-jhala, a slow masitkhani, a 
medium tempo gat set to add- 
ha thelca and a drut Teentala 
composition reaching the cli¬ 
max of a jet speed but totally 
tuneful jhala. The concluding 
dhun in Pilu was also pre¬ 
faced with a melancholic 
alaap replete with sonorous 
soot on Sarod and embellish¬ 
ments like Krintan-Zamzama 
and lahek on sitar with a strik¬ 
ing compatibility as if both 
were on the same 
wavelength. 

Debashish Adhikari provid¬ 
ed them able accompaniment 
on tabla, except for keeping 
up with the challenging speed 
of the concluding jhala. 

The SNA Awardee and 
Grammy nominee for his al¬ 
bum ‘Drums of India’, Ud. Sa¬ 
bir Khan, the Khalifa of Far¬ 
rukhabad Gharana, played an 
elaborate Teentala in vilam- 
bit, madhya and drut laya, the 
slow, medium and fast tem¬ 
pos, assisted on tabla by his 
son and disciple Asif Khan 
and Kumud Ranjan on either 
side. Ehsan Ali was there to 
provide them lehra in Charu- 
lceshi on sarangi. 

Opening with the remark, 
“Bahut saalon ke baad aaj Dilli 
mein bajane ka maulca mila 
hai” (got this opportunity to 
play in Delhi after many many 



years), Ud. Sabir Khan played 
an aalap-like peshakara to be¬ 
gin with. The thoughtfully 
tuned tabla trio, with the 
broad-faced tabla of Kumud 
tuned in mandra pancham, 
Sabir Khan’s tabla in madhya 
shadja and Asif’s on taar 
Shadja, created a unique and 
melodious Samvaad of Shad- 
ja-Pancham Bhava. 

One came across the choic¬ 
est of bandishes (tabla com¬ 
positions) of the Farrukhaba- 
di Baaj right from the opening 
peshakara to the quayada, 
palta, fard, gat and electrify¬ 
ing relas played in perfect 
sync together or in sawal-ja- 
wab mode one after the other. 
One even noticed the coy 
smile on the face of the Guru, 
when the competent disciples 
played the crisp repartees 
and made him proud. 

It was a memorable musi¬ 
cal feast, a labour of love by 
Binayanand and his elder 
brother in memory of their 
mother Late Snehlata, who 
died of cancer. 

Legends of India concert 

The Baithak by Legends of 
India presented a flute recital 
by Pt. Ronu Majumdar at the 
Bharatiya Vidya Bhavan. The 
senior flautist of Maihar Gha¬ 
rana, Ronu has been associat¬ 
ed with Pt. Ravi Shankar with 
many of his projects like the 
‘Chants of India’. He has also 
done collaborations with 
Western and Jazz musicians 


hence one was not surprised 
to find a synthesizer also 
along with the tabla and pak- 
hawaj for accompaniment. 

Pt. Majumdar opened with 
a serene aalap in the riveting 
raga Gorakh Kalyan on his 
Moti Bansuri in Mandra Sap- 
talc, the lower octave, which 
deserved the exquisite back¬ 
drop of a perfectly tuned tan- 
pura. Unfortunately, the wa¬ 
vering sound of the Kansura 
synthesizer instead, marred 
the melodious ambience of 
the raga. Young Rohit on syn¬ 
thesizer seemed to be an in¬ 
telligent boy who could imi¬ 
tate Ronu during the gat 
compositions, but to impro¬ 
vise in aalap, one needs prop¬ 
er taalim of a raga. The unde¬ 
sired notes of his synthesizer 
kept intruding the raga whe¬ 
never he tried to respond. 
Once Ronu corrected him 
too, but the performance 
stage is not essentially a place 
for taleem or riyaz. 

It was a delight to listen to 
the accurately calculated 
rhythmic patterns in Rupalc 
and Teentala on tabla played 
with utmost clarity of bols by 
Ramdas Palsule, the senior 
most disciple of Pt. Suresh 
Talwalkar in response to the 
feats of flute. Pt Majumdar al¬ 
so showcased a ‘Tani Avarta- 
nam’ like jugalbandi between 
tabla by Palsule and pakhawaj 
by Omlcar Dalvi, preceding 
the jhala. 

The main raga was fol¬ 
lowed with a Dhun ‘In Love 
with Kashmir’ set to Chan- 
char Thelca of Deepchandi 
that opened with the sono¬ 
rous shades of Pahadi but 
then descended into the dis¬ 
sonance of vivadi swaras dep¬ 
icting the negative impact of 
terrorist activities. He also 
played a lighter piece in 
Maand, a Banarasi Kajri and 
‘Bada Natlchat hai Krishna 
Kanhaiya’ on public demand, 
celebrating Janmashtami.

D uring the Bhalcti move¬ 
ment of 6th century, 
Krishna transformed 
from being God to a concept 
that represented a unified 
whole. The Vaishnava saints of 
Bhalcti became enablers, who 
approached this concept with 
a certain sense of humanism 
and accessibility, making him 
more human and less God. The 
universal appeal associated 
with Krishna made him the 
friend, the husband, the child, 
the mother and the salchi. 

The plethora of poetry, mus¬ 
ic and performative arts creat¬ 
ed during this time became a 
continued tradition, which 
went on to form one of the pil¬ 
lars of the classical arts tradi¬ 
tion of India, making it a living 
tradition. 

As part of the Janmashtami 
celebrations organised by the 
India Gandhi National Centre 
for the Arts, called “Gita Govin¬ 
da”, acclaimed Mohiniyattam 
dancer Bharati Shivaji curated 
a two-day festival showcasing 
six different classical arts tradi¬ 
tions on the theme of “Gita Go¬ 
vinda”. The artiste line-up was 
stellar and included Bharati 
Shivaji and group, Dhrupad ar¬ 
tiste Ustad Wasifuddin Dagar, 
Odissi dancer Ranjana Gauhar 
and group, Manipuri artistes 
Singhajit Singh, Charu Sija 
Mathur and the Manipuri Nri- 
tyashram, Carnatic vocalist 
Sudha Raghuraman and Kath- 
alc by Shovana Narayan and 
her Asavari Repertory. 

Says Bharati, “I always tried 
to understand Mohiniyattam 
in its regional perspective. 
Even in the reconstruction that 
I worked on, it helped me go 
into the indigenous art forms. 
In Guruvayoor, the musical tra¬ 
dition of Sopanam and its ren¬ 
dering is very different, it has a 
devotional mood to it. The Kot- 
tipaadi seva is a living tradition 
and I wanted to highlight that 
through my choreography.” 
The group began with an invo¬ 
cation which highlighted the 
mood of devotion to Guru- 
vayoorappan. The devotees 
are depicted as singing in 
the sanctum sanctorum 
with the Edakka, and then the 
gopis invoke the blessings of 
the lord. 

Later, Radha enters with her 
Sakhi and as they observed, 
they saw Krishna dancing with 
the many gopis. An upset 
Khandita Nayika of Radha is 
led to Yahi Madhava, later dep¬ 
icting the divine love of Krish¬ 
na with Priye Charuseele. Even 
though the dramatisation in it¬ 
self was entirely soulful, what 


really stood out was Deepa Ra- 
makrishnan's depiction of Gu- 
ruvayoorappan, highlighted by 
her nuanced abhinaya and 
clear movements. Vani Pahwa 
as Radha and Bharati herself as 
Sakhi too delivered splendid 
performances. 

Soulful alaap 

Dhrupad's tryst with Krishna is 
inescapable. Beginning with a 
soulful alaap in Yaman that de¬ 
scribes Krishna's bansuri, Us- 
taad Wasifuddin Dagar went 
on sing “Gita Govinda” compo¬ 
sitions in Chandrakosh and Mi- 
yan lei Malhar. The personality 
of the ragas were highlighted 
in Dagar’s renditions. The con¬ 
trol over his gamak was impec¬ 
cable with extensive support 
from his accompanying ar¬ 
tistes, with Pandit Mohan 
Shyam on the pakhawaj and 
Shivam Bharadwaj and San- 
tosh Kumar on the tanpura. 
The next performance was by 
acclaimed Odissi dancer Ranja¬ 
na Gauhar and her disciples. 
The group began with Ranja- 
na's modified choreography of 
the “Dasavatar”, which had 
many new elements, intert¬ 
wined into the classic. Ranjana 
did a solo of the iconic ashtapa- 
di “Dheere Samire”, and was 
followed by a group presenta¬ 


tion of the abhinaya piece, 
“Lalita Lavanga Lata”. 

It was more inclined to¬ 
wards pure dance, represent¬ 
ing the joy of Basant. Spring in 
itself is a season heavily asso¬ 
ciated with Krishna. Says Ran¬ 
jana, “Odissi was sung and 
danced in the temples of Jagan- 
nath Puri for centuries. The 
bhalcti and devotion and sur¬ 
render with which the Mahari 
carried it, is still an integral 
part of the art-form. Krishna is 
the philosophy of existence, of 
relationships, and of love.” In 
pieces like “Dheere Samire”, 
the character of the Sakhi is of 
much more importance than 
the protagonists. She is often 
the unifying force. 

“The Sakhi binds the atma 
and parmatma. In ‘Dheere Sa- 
meere’, Krishna is pining for 
love and Sakhi is the guru, who 
gives directions. On the face of 
it, it looks like love, but there is 
a certain universality associat¬ 
ed to it. ‘Gita Govinda’ walks 
parallel worlds, the material 
and the spiritual, while main¬ 
taining the dignity, purity and 
sacredness,” adds Ranjana. 

The second day began with 
Manipuri performance by 
Singhajit Singh, Charu Sija 
Mathur and the Manipuri Nri- 
tyashram. 

The dance slowly developed 
on the intricacies of “Raas Lee- 
la” and the spirituality that has 
long been associated with the 
dance form. The second per¬ 
formance was by Carnatic vo¬ 
calist Sudha Raghuraman, who 
began with a shloka from the 
Balamukunda Stotram (Karara- 
vindena Padaravindam). She 
followed it with Swagatam 
Krishna in Mohana, in Tisra na- 
dai eka talam, a composition of 
Oothukaadu Venkata Subbai- 
yer. 

Immense scope 

This was followed by Panana- 
sam Sivam Kriti, in Ragam Va- 
ramu or Shuddha Hindolam 
set to Adi talam. She also sang 
an ashtapadi Pravisha Radhe, 


composed by M Balamuralik- 
rishna, ending with Abhang 
and Sankeertan. “I like to end 
with a bhakti sankeertan, it 
leads to an ecstasy. I called it 
Krishnarpanam,” says Sudha. 
Her meticulous singing was fol¬ 
lowed up by a request from the 
audience, after which she very 
gracefully rendered “Krishna 
Nee Begane”. “Krishna is my 
friend, boyfriend, son, and 
mother. Each song has a diffe¬ 
rent kind of bhakti, with srin- 
gara in ashtapadi, sravana of 
attributes, vatsalya in Krishna 
Nee Begane, etc. There is im¬ 
mense scope just to explore 
him,” says Sudha. She was ac¬ 
companied by G Raghuraman 
on the flute, Kumbakonam N 
Padmanaban on the Mrudan- 
gam, Shambhu Nath Bhatta- 
charjee on the tabla and N Hari 
Narayanan on the ghatam. 

The festival ended with Sho¬ 
vana Narayan and her Asavari 
Repertory's Kathak. “For Kath- 
ak, from the Gangetic belt we 
have poetry galore on Krishna. 
For many dance forms, it be¬ 
gins with Jayadev, but we have 
Meera Bai and Vidyapati and 
so many others. I just took ‘Gi¬ 
ta Govinda’ as divine songs of 
Krishna as my motive, to be 
soaked in the love and colour 
of Krishna. That is why my 
evening was called Krishna- 
mayi,” says Shovana. 

She started with Vallabha- 
charya's “Madhurashtakam”, 
following it with a solo Natwari 
Nrutya part of Kathak. "In 
Kathak there is a popular belief 
"ta tai tai tai tat" was the sound 
that emanated from the danc¬ 
ing feet of Krishna. All the 
rhythmic patterns which had 
the imageries of Krishna was 
based on Natwari Nrutya,” says 
Shovana. Shovana's abhinaya 
depicted three moods of the 
nayika - angry, jealous/sad and 
playful. "She waits and he does 
not come. And then when he 
does come, it is “Kahe ko mere 
ghar aaye ho...”, laughs Shova¬ 
na. She followed it with Yahi 
Madhava and a Meera bhajan. 



Politics over fire 

Convoluted but relevant, 
“Agin Tiriya” raises 
contemporary issues

I n the primordial world, Agni (Fire) was the 
symbol of power and knowledge which was 
monopolised by those at the top of social hie¬ 
rarchy . The struggle of the deprived people 
against the powerful to possess fire to share pow¬ 
er and knowledge has been dramatised by 
playwrights from time to time. Greek dramatist 
Aeschylus (525 BC-456 BC) wrote “Prometheus 
Bound” who brought fire from heaven to earth 
to liberate humanity from ignorance. 

Doodhnath Singh’s “Yum Gatha”, directed by 
Bhanu Bharti for the Repertory Company of Na¬ 
tional School of Drama, gave a new dimension to 
the mythological character of Pururava and his 
beloved Urvashi and his fight against Gods who 
have monopolised fire. Now we have seen “Agin 
Tiriya” presented by Lokjagruti Sanstha Chan¬ 
drapur, Maharashtra, at Shri Ram Centre recent¬ 
ly. Though the narrative is convoluted and the 
philosophical kernel emerges in a tedious way, 
highly expressive vocal and instrumental music, 
finely designed costumes and admirable perfor¬ 
mances by the cast redeem the production. 

Harmony with nature 

Written by Ravindra Bharti, the play is directed 
by Sangeeta Tiple who graduated from the Na¬ 
tional School of Drama. The play opens with for¬ 
est dwellers, dancing in an environment which is 
in harmony with nature. They seem to talk about 
glow worms. We meet Vandevi who claims to be 
endowed with the prowess of becoming invisi¬ 
ble. They are peaceful people but live under the 
constant threat of powerful priestly class who 
control fire, guarding it with their superior 
might and are determined to keep forest dwell¬ 
ers in darkness. The forest dwellers suffer im¬ 
placably from the dreaded priests but they have 
not accepted defeat and continue to devise stra¬ 
tegy to bring fire from the possession of priests 
and march on the road to progress. 

In the play, we find the contrast between the 
lifestyle of forest dwellers and priests. The forest 
dwellers live in a commune type of social organ¬ 
isation with hardly any contradiction. The social 
system of powerful people who control fire is 
ruled with an iron fist by Mahaprohit. The young 
people initiated into the ritualistic culture of the 
high society are subjected to rigorous discipline 
who have to devote their time on study and med¬ 
itation, keeping their desire under control.

S hubha Mudgal is respect¬ 
ed in the world of classical 
music as much for her 
music as for her fierce support 
for causes she holds dear - be it 
artist copyright issues or tran¬ 
sparency of dealings with ar¬ 
tists. Her latest offering, a book 
of short stories called “Looking 
for Miss Sargam: Stories of 
Music and Misadventure” per¬ 
sonifies Shubha beautifully. It 
is self deprecating and high¬ 
lights the inner workings of an 
artist’s world. Each of the se¬ 
ven stories brings out a valid is¬ 
sue in the world of classical 
music - be it the inescapable 
importance of marketing, the 
ephemeral lure of foreign con¬ 
certs, the non saleability of 
classical music recordings, the 
allure of awards or the domi¬ 
nance of Bollywood. 

Excerpts: 

You have commented that 
writing a book was not easy; 
it required riyaaz. What 
made you write this book? 

I had worked on a story that 
I hoped could have been dra¬ 
matised, but it didn’t happen. 
So, I had it lying around and I 
then thought of writing a book 
of short stories. This was the 
first story of the book - “Aman 
Bol”. In fact, I wrote more sto¬ 
ries than the seven stories 
which have been published. 

It was fun writing this book. 
I am an avid reader and there is 
amazing, intense writing out 
there.

On her bond with Delhi 

I have had a very Long association with Delhi, I moved to Delhi in the 1980s and it was here that I was able to 
learn from some very eminent scholar musicians and Gurus. Pt Vinay Chandra Maudgalya, the founder of the 
Gandharva Mahavidyalaya, I also learnt from Naina Devi ji, who was in Delhi then, and taught me for several 
years. Also, I got the opportunity to learn from Pt Vasant Thakar, who was a very revered figure at the time. It 
was in Delhi that I first started singing in small festivals that featured young musicians, including the Navodit 
Kalakaar Samaroh that used to then take place. I can proudly say I am a Dilliwallah, despite the fact that my 
husband lives in Mumbai, which is my home now, and I now shuttle between the two cities. 

Delhi has been very kind to me. There are several organisations doing a lot to make Delhi musically vibrant. But 
I feel we need many more performing spaces for Indian music. Delhi is home to many musicians, some are very 
eminent, but there is also a large population of young musicians who have decided to take music full time. A 
lot of time and money is spent on construction, but audio engineers are rarely consulted on what is the best 
equipment for Indian music. Even if the sound equipment is installed, no care is taken to maintain it, or replace 
things. That's why, very often, in many places in Delhi one needs to hire sound equipment from outside. 
Neither is the equipment available nor is there trained staff to handle it. I think it's high time the NCR region 
gets better auditoria. The Metro in Delhi has made mobility much easier, but for musicians carrying instru¬ 
ments, there are problems. 


my being a singer may actually 
go against me. People may say 
she is a singer what does she 
know of writing. I hope the nar¬ 
rative is gripping enough for 
readers. 

There are some uncannily 
real people and situations in 
the book! In each of the sto¬ 
ries, one can almost recog¬ 
nise someone familiar... 

This is totally a work of fic¬ 
tion, none of the stories are 
modelled on any real life per¬ 
son or incident. Being a part of 
the world of music for so long, I 
have an insider’s view as my 
life for decades has been with 
musicians, but there are no di¬ 
rect correspondences with any 
real person or incident. 

Marketing in the world of 
classical music is a recurring 
theme; it appears in many 
stories. Is it really such a big 
issue? 

Absolutely. Marketing is 
such an important part of our 
industry today and it forces 
you to project yourself in a cer¬ 
tain way. Costumes, add ons to 
your regular attire have be¬ 
come a part of the world of 
show business. I refer to this in 
the first story “Aman Bol”. 
Would one be a lesser Sufi sin¬ 
ger if one dressed in a different 


way; I don’t know, but certain 
things are now expected. I am 
not hinting this is wrong in any 
way. It’s just become a way of 
life. Marketing of oneself has 
become a part of the world and 
it’s an issue that artists are 
forced to grapple with. 

There is a seamy side to 
the world of classical music 
that you have alluded to in 
each story... 

I have tried not to pass any 
judgements. I have created sto¬ 
ries that reflect the times we 
are living in. Whether it’s talk¬ 
ing about organisers or artists, 
or attitudes. In each of the sto¬ 
ries there is a darker side of the 
world of music being shown, 
but you may not see it or you 
may just laugh it off. There are 
ups and downs in each artist’s 
life - whether it’s in getting ac¬ 
cepted, the hard work and dis¬ 
cipline required - the constant 
balance of trying to make a de¬ 
cent honest living from music. I 
have not hidden any of this. 
Even the greatest names have 
had to struggle. I would again 
like to reiterate that there are 
no real life incidents or people; 
it’s pure fiction. 

The only facts in the book 
are the high and lows in an ar¬ 
tist’s life which each of the sto¬ 


ries talks about. These are in 
my life too and I have been 
happy to have this life. 

Miss Sargam appears in 
some of the stories; who is 
she really? 

Miss Sargam is not a main 
character in any of the stories. 
She appears, now and again, 
symbolically representing the 
life of any artist anywhere in 
the world. In one story she is 
referred to as having become 
successful in popular music 
and is now going back to classi¬ 
cal music, in another story she 
can sing in both male and fe¬ 
male voices. 

I see her as symbolically 
dealing with the rapid changes 
an artist anywhere in the world 
has to adjust to. She is trying to 
adapt to changing times, re-in¬ 
vent herself, and immerse her¬ 
self in different highly com¬ 
plex, evolved systems of music 
to enrich herself and her own 
knowledge. Because she ap¬ 
pears as an Indian anchor, in 
this book she is Miss Sargam 
but actually she could fly 
anywhere in the world! 

The story on Bollywood, 
“Making of a star” is sad, 
and not as funny as the oth¬ 
ers. 

I, personally, have been 


treated with huge respect and 
affection in the few times I have 
sung for Bollywood. 

But yes, people in positions 
of power in Bollywood do so¬ 
metimes have a sense of pa¬ 
tronage and condescension. 

In “Manzoor Rahmani”, 
you talk of the importance 
of an award for a lesser 
known musician, the hierar¬ 
chy amongst musicians... 

For Manzoor Rahmani, a 
‘khandaani’ musician, his lega¬ 
cy was his music. Yet today 
that’s changed. The legacy he 
wants to leave behind for his 
children is an acknowledge¬ 
ment of his music through a 


Padma award. 

He is prepared to share the 
fiercely guarded musical com¬ 
positions he inherited to get an 
award. For a musician, tradi¬ 
tionally, these were treasures. 
They were considered your 
wealth. This is a much larger is¬ 
sue of what our priorities have 
become. For me, it’s very sad. 
The priorities have changed so 
much. Again, there is no judge¬ 
ment being made - Manzoor 
voluntarily gave away the mus¬ 
ic in the hope of getting an 
award. 

The hierarchy in that story 
does exist in the world of mus¬ 
ic, it’s real. 


Tell us about your forth¬ 
coming concert in Delhi. 

I am performing at the Pa- 
rampara festival, organised by 
Natyatarangini. It’s always a 
pleasure when an artist invites 
you to perform at a festival that 
they have been organising for 
many years now. 

The highly renowned Kuchi- 
pudi Gurus Shri Raja Reddy, 
Smt Radha and Smt Kaushalya 
Reddy have invited me for this 
festival earlier as well, but it’s 
been several years now.

‘Our thought processes are always aligned’ 

Trichur Brothers on their harmonious bond on stage and off it

Y ou stand transfixed as the 
duo in jeans and tees usher 
you in! Are they the Trichur 
Brothers one has come for? Well, 
you get a confirmation and there 
you are facing the stars on the 
Carnatic music firmament. 

In a tete-a-tete on the eve of 
their concert at the Parampara Se¬ 
ries-2019, the pair reflect on the 
milestones in their musical odys¬ 
sey. “It wasn’t a rocky climb to 
fame, though it was an arduous 
one,” says Ramkumar. Their Delhi 
foray actually began with taking 
up a music video project ‘Namami 
Gange..’ anthem in 2016 for the 
government’s River Ganga purifi¬ 
cation project. Its stupendous 
success encouraged them to com¬ 
pose ‘Vande Bharatambe,’ a salu¬ 
tation to the Armed forces which 
went down well in the north and 
south of India. 

Right beginning 

Ramkumar introduces us to 
their roots. “Our father Trichur 
Mohan being a musician-an exp¬ 
ert mridangist, paved the way for 
a natural bent of mind in us to¬ 
wards music, right from child¬ 
hood. Our passion was fuelled by 
our earnest gurus like Madurai 
Balamani,Neyyantikara Mohan 
Chandran, Chengalput Ranga- 
nathan and PS Narayanaswami, 
not to talk of stalwarts of music 
like Chembai, Semmangudi, MS 
Subbulakshmi visiting our home 
in Guruvayoor in our childhood. 
The temple of Guruvayoor is the 
seat of music concerts and so we 
were nurtured in the apt envi¬ 


rons.” 

Despite being steeped in music, 
academics were never neglected. 
Both rose up to be chartered ac¬ 
countants in multi-national com¬ 
panies. “We’ve quit our jobs a few 
years ago, unable to juggle bet¬ 
ween two exacting professions,” 
quips Srikrishna. “Time manage¬ 
ment was getting to be challeng¬ 
ing as we were in pretty senior po¬ 
sitions. To be honest, our working 
places provided us the much- 
needed impetus to take up con¬ 
certs in the formative years of our 
musical journey. In fact, at times, 
I feel we had greater time on hand 
while working and taking up con¬ 
certs than now!” chips in Ramku¬ 
mar. It means they have come a 
long way from their early years at 
Chennai music season shows! “A 
long way by the grace of God,” 
says he and one can’t miss the 
note of unalloyed joy in his voice. 
“With back-to-back concerts, we 
have realised our passion to be¬ 
come full-time musicians.” 

No regrets? “None,” pat comes 
the answer from both the broth¬ 
ers. “We both enjoy music and it 
was a joint decision to make it a 
full-time career,” says Ramkumar 

Though both are strong vocal¬ 
ists in their own right, why did 
they not choose to be individual 
singers? “Right from childhood, 
we were taught together and we 
excelled in the same scale of ex¬ 
cellence. There was uniformity in 
the tone and tenor of our voices. 
It never occurred to either of us to 
branch out as a solo vocalist,” says 
Srikrishna. 

There are many facets to a clas¬ 
sical music concert. Things like 


alapana (alaap/preface to raga), 
improvisation (manodharma) and 
other nuances are not done joint¬ 
ly but alternately. Did not ego is¬ 
sues crop up when on stage? Srik¬ 
rishna says, “It sounds 
unbelievable but no, we have no 
ego issues at all. Our thought pro¬ 
cesses are always aligned. When 
we plan a concert, there are sug¬ 
gestions that keep going into the 
final concert list. Eventually, the 
individual opinions get buried as 
the brand Trichur Brothers is 
most pivotal to us. Of course there 
can be mood variations on certain 
days with regard to picking up a 
raga but then as we sit on stage, 
the mood with regard to the raga 
somehow matches. Even when I 
start a kriti in the raga I want, so¬ 
mehow I find an echo in Srikrish¬ 
na surprisingly. The vibes have al¬ 
ways been there, thanks to God. 
Our gurus have always stressed 
on the fact that the synergy of 
singing together brings out the 
best in both of us,” explains Ram¬ 
kumar. 

He attributes it to his parents 
who have kept them grounded, 
taught them to be humble at all 
times and stressed upon them 
that ego trips can result in regret¬ 
table decisions. 

Since all said and done the rec¬ 
itals are by two vocalists, is there 
some sort of plan or rehearsal of 
who is to take up the preface for a 
particular piece; how is the ma¬ 
nodharma (swarakalpana/impro- 
visation) shared? 

“In the manodharma aspect, 
99 per cent of what we do hap¬ 
pens basically on stage. Since 
we’ve been singing together since 


childhood, each of us know what 
the other is going to sing or the 
kind of development of the alapa¬ 
na or swarakalpana the other is 
going to take up. To be clearer, it 
is like this: when Srikrishna, for 
instance, stops at the daivatam 
(dha) I know automatically and 
move to a rishabam or gandha- 
ram so that it floats well with his. 
Planning can only work to a cer¬ 
tain extent like we may plan the 
raga for a ragam tanam pallavi 
(RTP). But, sometimes, even this 
has to be changed on the spot go¬ 
ing by the audiences’ pulse.,” clar¬ 
ify the brothers in unison 

Innovative approach 

Traditionalists in music, but 
progressive enough to adopt and 
adapt the latest technological 
tools, Trichur Brothers floated an 
online music classes portal tri- 
churbrothers.com a year ago and 
fond an overwhelming response 
from aspirants across the globe. 
“It is a syllabus-oriented module 
and very professional one at 
that,” says Ramkumar. “Techno¬ 
logical advances are able to install 
‘bhava’ (emotional quotient) into 
classical vocal singing unlike yes¬ 
teryears where the classicality 
was rigid and refused to get ‘dilut¬ 
ed’ with emotional rendition. But 
the field has become competitive 
now, unlike the good old days 
when the front stage musicians 
had great regard for each other’s 
talent and fame. Today, obviously, 
it is not so. So too the commercial 
aspect which is inversely propor¬ 
tionate to our acquired comfort 
levels,” the duo sign off with a 
laugh.

Damaram is played during temple

A fter our concert at Sri 
Adi Kesava Perumal 
temple in Sriperumbu- 
dur, where we performed as 
part of the temple festival, we 
witnessed the performance of 
the ancient musical instru¬ 
ment Damaram, which was 
played along with mridangam 
and talam. We also enjoyed a 
musical ensemble with 
around 10 performers playing 
the instrument at Sri Varada- 
rajaswamy Temple in 
Kanchipuram. 

Damaram, made of wood, 
is a set of drums, conical in 
shape, resembling flower 
pots. It belongs to the catego¬ 
ry of Avanaddha Vadyas. One 
face of the instrument is co¬ 
vered with cow hide while the 
other, with that of the goat. 
Two sticks, made from Arali 
kuchi, are used for playing 
this instrument. One stick is 
straight while the other is a bit 
curved. 

This instrument is played 
before the beginning of the 
veedhi ula (street procession) 
of the Lord and also ias part of 
the procession. It is either 
placed on a bullock cart and 
played or the performer sits 
on the ground during temple 
festivals. 

Adding to the festivity 

“At the Varadaraja Swami tem¬ 
ple, Kanchipuram, the perfor¬ 
mance of Damaram is a must 
on two occasions - Thatha 
Desikan sattrumurai, a one- 
day ritual, and Manavalama- 
muni sattrumurai, which is 
performed for 10 days,” says 
Srinivasan, who plays the 
Damaram here. During these 
utsavams, the Damaram is 
played during Tirumanjanam. 
During the Tha Desikan sat¬ 
trumurai, 10 artistes sit in the 
mandapam and perform till 
the Lord returns to the temple 
after the procession. During 
Manavalamamuni sattrumu¬ 
rai two performers play the 
instrument. 

These days Damaram is 
played during the Panguni ut- 
savam at the Varadar temple, 
both in the morning and even¬ 
ing and at the tirukalyana ut- 
savam of the deity with Ma¬ 
laya Nachiyar. 

At the Sriperumbudur Adi 
Kesava Perumal temple, Dam¬ 
aram is played along with Thi- 


ruchinnam during the Vish- 
warupa Darisanam in the 
morning and along with mri¬ 
dangam, talam and tiruchin- 
nam for the thiruvaradanam 
that forms part of the evening 
rituals. 

This rare instrument is 
played with other instru¬ 
ments such as nagara, dhol, 
nagaswaram and thavil on oc¬ 
casions such as the Panchapa- 
ruva Purapadu that takes 
place every month during 
amavasya (new moon), pour- 
nami, ekadasi, Tamil masapi- 
rapu and Perumal tirunaksha- 
tram. 

At the Kanchi Kamakshi 
Amman temple during the Vi- 
dayatri utsavam, Damaram is 
played along with instru¬ 
ments such as tiruchinnam, 
mukhavina, nagaswaram, tha¬ 
vil, mridangam and Brahma 
talam. The priest mentions 
the name of the instrument 
and the performer plays it. 
Each time it is played, it takes 



different names as the sound 
emanating varies. 

For example, bheri va- 
dyam, when only the left side 
of the Damaram is used; surya 
vadyam, where the right side 
is played with two sticks. Pala- 
ga vadyam, arabi vadyam, ta- 
gur vadyam and raja vadyam 
are the other names given to 
Damaram based on the way it 
is being played by the per¬ 
former. 

We found out that Dama¬ 
ram is played at the Nitya Ka- 
lyana Perumal temple, Maha- 
balipuram, also. After the 
sarva vadyam, the nagaswa¬ 
ram and thavil performers 
stay back in the temple man¬ 
dapam while the Damaram 
aritstes go out of the temple to 
perform. 

Witnessing the perfor¬ 
mance of ancient instruments 
like Damaram in historical 
temples is proof enough of 
the fact that the tradition is 
kept alive despite 
modernisation.

Theatre Talk

What they say about 
luck meaning being at 
the right place at the 
right time, applies to 
Seema Pahwa. She was 
at a party when Nasee- 
ruddin Shah asked her if she’d like 
to do a reading for his group Mot¬ 
ley (that completed 40 years in Ju¬ 
ly this year). 

“I went over, he gave me a story 
to read, he liked the way I did it, 
and I was in Katha Collage. We had 
never met before that party; I 
knew him of course - who 
doesn’t? But I had no idea he knew 
me. From what I had read, he was 
against Hum Log (the iconic Door- 
darshan soap opera that made 
young Seema Bhargava a star) for 
pushing audiences back to domes¬ 
tic drama, when art cinema had 
started evolving their tastes - so I 
doubt he saw any episodes. Later, I 
asked him how he thought of cast¬ 
ing me and he said, ‘a little bird 
tweeted in my ear.’ He asked Ma- 
noj Pahwa (Seema’s husband) to 
read too, and though he was ner¬ 
vous about going on stage after a 
long gap, Naseer rid him of those 
fears. He is responsible for getting 
us back on the stage in Mumbai. 
The association has lasted for 15 
years, I haven’t done too many 
plays for Motley, but we have done 
many shows of those productions. 
Then he and Ratna acted in my 
production Bhishmotsav, and 
then in my film (under produc¬ 
tion), so the bond has only streng¬ 
thened over the years.” 

Seema, daughter of stage ac¬ 
tress Saroj Bhargava, started per¬ 
forming in theatre and radio plays 
in Delhi when she was a child. “By 
the time I grew up, I had worked 
with all the best directors in Delhi 
at the time, like B.M. Vyas, B.V. Ka- 
ranth, Bansi Kaul, Bhanu Bharti 
and Rajinder Nath. I have done 
everything from street theatre to 
Ramleelas to performing at fairs 
like the famous Nauchandi Mela. 
There is no better way to shed all 
hichak (inhibitions)than perform¬ 
ing for crowds in open-air spaces. 
There is chaos, kids howling, peo¬ 
ple eating chaat , and you have to 
reach them above the din, and 
have no clue how they will react. I 
worked with the three major re¬ 
pertory companies in Delhi - LTG, 
Shri Ram Centre and NSD. I did a 
series of classic plays, like ‘Aadhe 
Adhure’, ‘Khamosh Adalat Jari 
Hai’, ‘Qaid-e-Hayat’, ‘Natsamrat’, 
so I had learnt from every expe¬ 
rience and developed my own 
style.” 

She met Manoj Pahwa while 
working in theatre, and they acted 
in many plays with the group 
Sambhav. “Then, we thought we 
are comfortable together on stage, 
why not think about a life togeth¬ 
er? It’s been 31 years now.” 

When Seema and Manoj Pahwa 
came to Mumbai with a whole bo¬ 
dy of theatre and television work 
behind them, they wanted to do 




theatre, but had no idea how to go 
about it. “Everybody has their own 
group and are not too welcoming 
to outsiders. We did not have the 
resources to start our own group. 
Manoj got fed up and took up 
films. I was lucky to have got an 
opportunity to work with Motley, 
which, of course I jumped at. Na- 
seeruddin Shah is an institution by 
himself, and what I learnt from 
him I could not have in any drama 
school.” 

All in the family 

When the Pahwa children, Manulc- 
riti and Mayank returned after stu¬ 
dying drama from MS University, 
Baroda, the family formed their 
group Kopal. “With them, we had 
the pillars with which to build a 
group. Mayank is also a writer.” 
Kopal took off with the memorable 
‘Saag Meat’, based on a powerful 
Bhisham Sahni story about the 
class divide, in which Seema ac¬ 
tually cooks the dish on stage, and 
it is served to audiences after the 
show. 

In the Eighties, back in Delhi, 
Devendra Raj Ankur had started 
Kahaani Ka Rangmanch - perfor¬ 
mances of stories on stage. We had 
done quite a few Bhisham Sahni 



stories. He was alive then and 
came to watch some of them. An¬ 
kur had done ‘Saag Meat’, with me 
sitting on a wheelchair and talking 
to an invisible woman. I wanted to 
revive the story, but doing it the 
same way was boring. So I hit 
upon the idea of the woman cook¬ 
ing on stage; I had to express her 
emotions and her pain, and also 
cook a dish that was edible - not 
just pretend cooking. I am pleased 
at the success of the play - I must 
have done over 75 shows.” 

The Pahwas’ theatre work was 
neglected for a while, when both 
of them got busy with films. “But 
now we are planning a show in No¬ 
vember. Even though I know it is 
difficult to recover costs and sur¬ 
vive only on theatre. How do we 
pay actors if there is no money 
coming in? Then we can’t com¬ 
plain if actors go off to do 
television.” 

Seema says she got tired of play¬ 
ing the same kind of roles in films, 
and wrote a script, ‘Pind Daan’, in 
which she “got greedy” and gave 
herself a great role. “Filmmakers 
keep giving me the same kind of 
mother roles and then will say that 
is all I can do. So I went with the 
script to Rajat Kapoor and Sharat 
Katariya to direct it, but both felt I 
should do it since I had directed it 
for the stage. Naseer advised me to 
turn it into a play. Then he said, ‘if 
you really wish to, go ahead and 
make the film, what is the worst 
that can happen? You will fail. I 
made a mistake, you make one 
too.’ Anyway, Drishyam produced 
it, I cast 27 actors mostly from the 
stage and we had fun doing it. It 
will be released in October.” 

Seema’s brother Abhay Bharga¬ 
va is an actor too, so is her ne¬ 
phew, Mohammad Zeeshan Ayyub 
and his wife Rasika Agashe. “We 
are carrying my mother’s legacy 
forward. We are all doing theatre 
for ourselves. If we get better 
known in films, it will help pull in 
audience for our plays. Then we 
can think of doing bigger produc¬ 
tions. Giving up theatre is not an 
option... theatre toh karna hi hai”

The enduring ‘Kahani’ 

Remembering Sripat Rai, the ‘weighing balance’ of Hindi literature

T his month on August 18 
fell the 103rd birth an¬ 
niversary of Sripat Rai, 
eldest son of Premchand, 
who made a name for him¬ 
self as a path-breaking pu¬ 
blisher, gifted painter, per¬ 
ceptive literary critic, 
discerning editor of “Kaha¬ 
ni” and a great supporter of 
new literary talents. As is the 
world’s wont, the Hindi liter¬ 
ary world has mostly forgot¬ 
ten him and his extraordin¬ 
ary contribution. 

Last year, when Hindi 
journal “Lamahi” (Lamahi is 
the name of the ancestral vil¬ 
lage of Premchand and his fa¬ 
mily) came out with its spe¬ 
cial number focusing on 
Sripat Rai, it created a few 
small waves but the Hindi lit¬ 
erary world remained more 
or less indifferent towards 
his memory. I came to know 
Sripat Rai in the early 1980s 
although I had been going to 
his house in South Delhi’s 
Hauz Khas since the early 
1970s with my friends like 
Ravi Srivastava who knew 
the family well. 

Family ties 

I had acquainted his youn¬ 
ger son Anil Rai who was stu¬ 
dying economics at Jawahar- 
lal Nehru University where I 
was studying ancient Indian 
history. Later, I also became 
friends with his youngest 
daughter Sara Rai, who has 
emerged as a significant Hin¬ 
di fiction writer and transla¬ 
tor. I also knew his younger 
brother and well known wri¬ 
ter-translator Amrit Rai, 
author of the best known

biography of his father Prem¬ 
chand titled “Kalam Ka Sipa- 
hi”, and his son Alok Rai sep¬ 
arately. 

A man of few words, Sri¬ 
pat Rai, for some reason, 
took a great liking to me and, 
in moments when he felt par¬ 
ticularly affectionate, would 
call me paaji (scoundrel). If it 
was Jainendra Kumar who 
recognised the talent of 
Sachchidanand Hiranand 
Vatsyayana ‘Agyeya’ and re¬ 
commended his short stories 
to Premchand for publica¬ 
tion in Hindi weekly Jagaran, 
it was Sripat Rai who pu¬ 
blished most of Agyeya’s ear¬ 
ly writings including the ce¬ 
lebrated two-part novel 
“Shekhar: Ekjeevani” under 
the banner of his Saraswati 
Press. 

Motivating force 

He encouraged and pro¬ 
moted a host of emerging 
writers as he had great res¬ 
pect for those who could 
create. Little wonder that be¬ 
sides Agyeya, Nirmal Verma, 
Raghuvir Sahay, Prayag 
Shukla, Nasira Sharma, Bhai- 
rav Prasad Gupta and other 
such well known writers, 
painters like M. F. Husain, 
Ram Kumar, D. D. Patnaik, V. 
S. Gaitonde and others were 
also part of his circle of close 
friends. 

The fact that he himself 


painted rather well also 
helped. Had he shown abid¬ 
ing interest in painting, he 
could have emerged as one 
of the front-ranking abstract 
painters of the country. 
There was a time when his 
paintings were exhibited in 
shows held in Paris. When 
Premchand died in 1936, Sri¬ 
pat Rai was only 20 and Am¬ 
rit Rai a mere lad of 15. So, 
the responsibility to take 
care of the family fell on his 
shoulders. He had to quit his 
studies and look after the bu¬ 
siness of publication as well 
as the editing of Hans, a 
monthly magazine that 
Premchand had started, af¬ 
ter its interim editor Jainen¬ 
dra Kumar left for Delhi. 

Within a short time, he 
learnt the ropes and esta¬ 
blished the business on a 
firm footing. After a year, he 
founded “Kahani”, a journal 
solely focused on short story. 
As Trilochan Shastri, who 
along with poet Shamsher 
Bahadur Singh had worked 
in the editorial board of the 
magazine, recalled in a tri¬ 
bute published in a special 
number of “Kahani” in 1994 
after Sripat Rai’s death on Ju¬ 
ly 9 in the same year, this was 
the only magazine of its kind. 

“Maya”, published by Mi- 
tra Prakashan in Allahabad, 
was the other magazine that 
devoted special attention to 


short story but it focused 
more on translations from 
Bengali and other languages 
rather than on original sto¬ 
ries written in Hindi. Sripat 
Rai’s editorials in Kahani, la¬ 
ter compiled in a book titled 
“Kahani Ki Baat”, were full of 
insightful comments that al¬ 
so indicated the direction 
Hindi short story should 
take. 

Devendra Satyarthi, who 
earned fame as a collector of 
folk songs besides being a 
notable short story writer, 
compared his editorials with 
Ustad Bade Ghulam Khan’s 
thumris as they too were full 
of rasa and rhythm. Namwar 
Singh, who was widely ac¬ 
claimed as the top literary 
critic, said in a conversation 
with Anurag Atoria that “Ka¬ 
hani” was the most talked 
about magazine in the de¬ 
cades of the 1950s and 1960s 
as short story had emerged 
as the central genre, replac¬ 
ing poetry. It also played a 
role in his becoming primari¬ 
ly a critic of the short story. 

Kamaleshwar called Sripat 
Rai the “weighing balance” 
of Hindi literature whose 
critical assessments were 
hardly ever wide off the 
mark. 

Sripat Rai spoke Bengali 
fluently as he had spent 
some time in Calcutta (now 
Kolkata) and Shantiniketan. 
For a while, he was also a 
member of Uday Shankar’s 
troupe in Almora where he 
became friends with Zohra 
Sehgal whose son Pavan later 
married his elder daughter 
Seema. 

Authentic versions 

Sripat Rai married Zahra, 
who belonged to an aristo¬ 
cratic Muslim Shia family of 
Banaras and wrote some ve¬ 
ry good short stories, and be¬ 
queathed the best secular 
traditions of the Ganga-Jamu- 
ni culture to his children. 
When Premchand died, his 
books were with various pu¬ 
blishers. It was Sripat Rai, 
who, despite his young age, 
managed to regain the rights 
of all these books and 
brought out their authentic 
versions in the form of better 
produced books. His multi¬ 
faceted personality was im¬ 
mensely fascinating and at¬ 
tracted many aspiring wri¬ 
ters to him. One hopes for a 
day when his contribution 
will be evaluated in a whole¬ 
some manner by the Hindi 
world.

The object of life is to acquire deep knowledge 
through meditation and to protect fire from forest 
dwellers to force them to live in the darkness. One 
of the young Sanyasi falls in love with a young and 
beautiful Gandharva, celestial nymph. As soon as 
he is caught in the company of his sweetheart, the 
chief of the priestly class orders that since he has 
committed a sin he should be killed. No dissenting 
voice is allowed. A priest who had expressed his 
dissent, was declared renegade. 

This is a system where there is no room for mer¬ 
cy and noble human instincts like love. But masses 
relentlessly attempt to defy this sinister system. In 
the past the forest dwellers had used the power of 
becoming invisible as a combative weapon. Poised 
for a decisive battle against the powerful priests, 
they resort to camouflage to steal the fire. In the fi¬ 
nal act a forest woman hiding her identity, acting 
swiftly brings fire from the control of priests lead¬ 
ing to a bloody fight between two camps. 

The characters tend to be sketchy. At times 
viewing becomes tedious. According to the direc¬ 
tor, the original script will nearly take three hours 
to unravel. The production under review lasts 
about 90 minutes. However, the production has 
remarkable contemporary relevance. It connotes 
tribal struggle against rapacious powerful people 
from the plains out to control the huge natural re¬ 
sources of tribal people, reducing them to con¬ 
struction workers. 

Anirudha Vankar as one of the forest dwellers is 
apt to engage the attention of the audience with 
his fine acting and singing. Deepali Badear as Agin 
Tiriya, acts with alacrity, courage and conviction, 
winning the praise of the audience. Madhumita 
Barik’s Vandevi is resolutely persuasive and wise. 
Deepak Kumar Bandhu as the aged Sanyasi is a 
picture of helplessness and pity who surrenders 
abjectly to the heartless head priest. Shiv Prasad 
Gond as the angry priest is declared renegade and 
Sandeep Mishra as the cruel, narrow-minded and 
sectarian Mahaprohit reveal their consummate 
acting artistry.

Unscripted drama 


A roller-coaster ride

K nown for creating various reality shows and 
speaking his mind, Raghu Ram of the Raghu-Ra- 
jeev duo says it is reality shows that can bring 
change in the content on the web. Best remembered 
for “Roadies”, he will be seen in the Amazon Prime’s 
new reality show “Skulls and Roses”. Featuring a 
bunch of youngsters on a secluded island, it combines 
romance and adventure in a competition-based format 
Excerpts: 

How do you think your new show “Skulls and 
Roses” is different from your earlier ventures? 

The level at which it is different is its entertainment 
factor. This is a new genre that we are creating. It has 
glamour, sensuous elements and it is gritty. It is at a dif¬ 
ferent level from wherewe have not gone till now. It has 
all the elements which we have gathered from our ex¬ 
perience with youngsters, and it will reflect how our 
youngsters are thinking these days. 

What do you think about the youth of today? 
The youth now has a lot more exposure compared to 
when we were of their 
age. They are much 
more confident, aware 
and open. Time chang¬ 
es but youth has always 
been rebellious. They 
always want to express 
themselves the way 
they want. Today's 
youth is confident and 
we have also evolved 
with time with them. It 
was a learning process. 

In the age of social 
media where our real 
lives are on display, 
how do you think 
reality shows are rele¬ 
vant? 

The strength of reali¬ 
ty show as a format is 
that they come in sea¬ 
sons and they can adapt 
much faster than a fiction show, which is committed to 
a certain storyline. There are certain tools of storytell¬ 
ing in reality shows through which we can adapt very 
easily. A show like “Skulls and Roses” is a step in that di¬ 
rection. It is a new wave of unscripted drama. Art of 
any kind works only when it is talking about the time 
we live in. 

Out of all your creative endeavours which in¬ 
clude “Roadies”, writing a book, acting and songs, 
what defines you the most? 

What defines us is our ability and willingness to ven¬ 
ture into a new territory. Be it with “Roadies” or “Splits- 
villa”, both were one of a kind and also first of their 
kinds. “A.I.SHA My Virtual Girlfriend”, which was the 
first digital fiction show in India is first to be in its third 
season. “Skulls and Roses” is also the first unscripted 
drama in India. Be it the book, song lyrics or acting in 
films, it is about us charting to places where we never 
went and those are the areas which are out of our com¬ 
fort zone. One can possibly fail but that is where the 
magic happens. 

How do you think it is important as an artist to 
be politically aware? 

It is not just about an artist, it is about everybody. 
One year ago, I stopped discussing politics in public be¬ 
cause I realised we Indians are not enemies of each oth¬ 
er. I can differ even with my father politically but I get 
along with him. I have noticed when we talk about pol¬ 
itics, we get into fights. Over the years, I realised it is 
better to connect with the positive side of everybody. 
As an artist, if you want to be heard, you should talk 
and if you don't want, you should stop. It is not neces¬ 
sary to colour your art with your political opinions. 



Abhimanyu Kukreja’s award-winning documentary “Rockumentary” traces the 
evolution of Indian Rock music

A bhimanyu Kukreja’s 
award-winning docu¬ 
mentary “Rockumen¬ 
tary: Evolution of Indian 
Rock” recently had a special 
screening in Noida for the 
rock and roll enthusiasts in 
Delhi NCR. Actor-musician 
Luke Kenny, who himself fea¬ 
tures in the documentary, 
was present as the guest of 
honour alongside Abhima¬ 
nyu. 

Unfolding at a breezy 
pace, the 79-minute docu¬ 
mentary is told through eight 
sprawling chapters and fea¬ 
tures the director’s conversa¬ 
tions with the likes of Usha 
Uthup, Louiz Banks, Lou Ma- 
jaw, Susmit Bose, Remo Fer¬ 
nandes, Zubin Balaporia, Ga¬ 
ry Lawyer, Rahul Ram, 
Imtiaz Ali, and Moa Subong, 
among others. “Rockumen¬ 
tary” takes us on a roller¬ 
coaster ride spread across 
eight decades starting with 
the 1930s when a Gorkha 
musician named George 
Banks moves to India from 
Nepal and joins world re¬ 
nowned American jazz pian¬ 
ist Teddy Weatherford’s 
band as a trumpeter in Cal¬ 
cutta. 

It then gallops to the 1950- 
60s when Calcutta’s Park 
Street becomes the undis¬ 
puted home of rock music in 
India, thanks to the pheno¬ 
menon called Elvis Presley, 
but all that alters in the 70s 
with the departure of the An¬ 
glo-Indian clientele from In¬ 
dia trigged by various socio¬ 
political changes at the turn 
of the decade. 

The Beatles’ famous trip 
to an ashram in Rishikesh 
finds an important place in 
the documentary, among 
other things such as Psyche¬ 
delic rock. Folk rock, Hindi 
rock, and various regional 
forms of non-English rock in 
India, as Abhimanyu himself 
travels to Maharishi Mahesh 
Yogi’s ashram to trace the 
iconic band’s exploits during 
their stay in India. 

The idea for making a fea¬ 
ture-length documentary on 
the evolution of Indian rock 
offshoots from a short docu¬ 
mentary that Abhimanyu 
made a decade back on the 
state of rock music in India 
while working for a televi¬ 
sion channel in Delhi. It all 
originated from a simple cu¬ 
riosity to understand the ori¬ 
gins of Indian rock. “We all 
know the story of American 


rock, German rock, and En¬ 
glish rock and so the idea ori¬ 
ginally came to me in 2008 
when I was working for a TV 
channel. It actually came out 
of curiosity. I was hanging 
around with rock bands and 
so I wondered about the his¬ 
tory of rock music in India. If 
there were bands during my 
university days then obvious¬ 
ly there would have been 
bands during the 60s, 70s 
and the 80s. But who were 
they? That question pro¬ 
pelled me and I moved deep¬ 
er into it and this is the re¬ 
sult,” reveals Abhimanyu.

Rock On!!, has always en¬ 
joyed a close association 
with the Indian indie music 
circuit. 

Following his stint as a vo¬ 
calist with the rock band 
‘Greek’ in 1991, he joined the 
newly-launched Channel V 
as India’s first male V] in the 
year 1995. In between, he al¬ 
so had a brief stint as a DJ. 
The idea of a documentary 
on the Indian rock excites 
Luke just as much. “I think 
it’s interesting for a new gen¬ 
eration and a new audience 
such as today’s kids who 
want to take up music as a 
profession or a vocation or 
even as a passion to know 
where it’s all coming from in 
an Indian context. And that’s 
exactly what Abhimanyu has 
done by bringing a few of 
those stories from hundreds 
of stories as obviously you 
cannot fit everybody in 80 
minutes. But he has been 
able to track all the main pe¬ 
ople who also were deeply 
passionate and influenced by 
American and British rock 
and were at the forefront of 
the Indian rock scene right 
from its early days so that to¬ 
day’s generation can listen to 
these stories and figure it out 
how to go about these 
things,” explains Luke who 
has closely witnessed the 
rise and fall of a lot of these 
bands right from his child¬ 
hood days. 

“It’s always been a strug¬ 
gle and still continues to be a 
struggle for various reasons 
but it is their passion that 


keeps them going,” reminds 
Luke who is hopeful that 
documentaries like this will 
inspire the youngsters who 
are inclined towards music 
to follow their passion more 
wholeheartedly. 

It turned out to be a very 
long struggle for Abhimanyu 
to complete his passion pro¬ 
ject. “When I first started the 
research for the documen¬ 
tary I remember there was 
not even a Wikipedia page on 
Indian rock. Today, there is a 
full-fledged page. So, all 
these guys that I caught up 
with was through word of 
mouth. I did lot of location 
recces and artist recces. I 
didn’t go straight with a cam¬ 
era to everybody. Firstly, I 
had to meet a lot of people 
because I had to convince 
the musician to give me the 
treasures of their lives. Also, 
finding the co-producers was 
a major challenge. From 
2008 to 2012,1 was research¬ 
ing and trying to convince 
the bands. In 2012, I finally 
found a couple of co-produc¬ 
ers that were willing to fund 
the project and so that’s 
when the actual shooting 
started, recounts Abhima¬ 
nyu who hopes to expand 
“Rockumentar”y into a full- 
fledged documentary series. 
He is currently working on 
an American production tit¬ 
led “Lost India” that endea¬ 
vours to trace historical and 
archaeological sites men¬ 
tioned in the “Mahabharata” 
spread across the Indian sub¬ 
continent.
